WR. HARRISON FAVORS REPEAL 


HE THINKS THE SHERMAN LAW 
SHOULD BE ANNULLED. 





If for No Other Reason, at Least Because 
Its Effect on of the 
People Would Be Beneficial—The Ex- 
President Not Prepared to Suggest a 
Substitute Just at Present—Views on 
the Tariff and the World’s Fair—Not 
Willing to Discuss Hawaii. 


the Imagination 


Ex-President Benjamin Harrison is at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Hecame to this 
city yesterday afternoon, accompanied by 
Mrs. McKee and her two children. 

Mr. Harrison escorted his party to the 
Fall River boat, on which they started for 
Boston, and went alone to the hotel. He 
took off hishat as he entered the Fifth 
Avenue front and was walking leisurely 
toward the desk when Collector Hendricks 
advanced from one of the sofas and the 


two shook hands. 

They chatted together two or three min- 
utes, and then Mr. Harrison, still holding 
his hat in his hand, went to the desk and 
registered. He went at once to his room. 

The ex-President looks as if he were in 
better health than when he left the White 
House. He is stouter and his face is not 
so pale, and yet with this gain he does not 
look like a wellman. He says, however, 
that he is feeling well and only needs a 
little rest to be in his usual vigorous health. 

“Jam going to Cape May,” he said toa 
reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES, “to 
stay until September. The National En- 
campment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public will be held in Indianapolis early 
that month, and I must be there then. I 
shall probably remain in this city until 
Monday.” 

“Why has silver dropped from $1.29, 
where it was the day after the passage 2, 
the Sherman act, to 63 cents, where it was 
to-day ?” Mr. Harrison was asked. 

“I do not care to go into a full discussion 
of the financial question,” he said, ‘for 
that would require a large book. ‘The 
Sherman act was an expedient only. 
Mr. Sherman, Mr. Aldrich, and other con- 
servative members of the Senate regarded 
it simply as an expedient to prevent some- 
thing worse, and as an expedient only a 
temporary one. I think this is generally 
understood. 

“Our Democratic friends who are now 
appealing to us to be patriotic—an appeal 
to which we have always listened—were 
willing to vote for a free-coinage bill, ‘just 
to put Harrison ina hole.’ They wanted 
nothing else so badiy as thai, and they 
were willing todo anything on the silver 
question to make that ‘ hole’ deep. 

‘I do not say this as any excuse for a 
similar course on the part of Republicans 

now, but I do say that I never had any 
tears of that ‘hole.’ ” 

**Do you expect the Sherman act will be 
repealed at the special session of Con- 
gress 7” i 3 

“Thatis something on whichI1 do not 
care to make any predictions. I have no 
information on which I can judge what 
those who will vote on the question will 
do. The men who will vote on the silver 
question have very positive ideas on very 
difterent lines. They are hard to manage. 

“I do not know how well President 
Cleveland has broken his wild team or 
how skillfully he can handle the reins.” 

“Do you think the act should be re- 
pealed?” 

“Yes, I think a repeal would have a good 
effect, at least on the imaginations of the 
people. 1 do not attribute all of the evils 
of the present financial situation to the 
Sherman act, but in the imagination of the 
people; that is one strong cause, and so I 
believe that its repeal would be beneticial.” 

‘*What substitute legislation would give 
most satisfactory resuits?” Mr. Harrison 
was asked. ; ‘ ; 

“TI cannot go into the discussion of so 
broad a question justnow. The intricacies 
of the financial situation are something 
with which for the last three or four 
months I have not kept in touch. I have 
been trying to rest, and have devoted little 
thought to finances further than to know 
that 1 have a balance in the bank and keep 
checking out on it.” 

**Do you expect the next Congress will 
repeal the McKinley Tariff act?” 

**I must be excused from discussing the 
tariff very much. That would require an- 
other book. — ” : 

*I saw Major McKinley on Memorial 
Day. I am interested in his canvass for re- 
election, and I think he is confident of a 
re-election. The reactionary feeling will 
add something to his chances, I judge.” 

_ evs A have taken down your flag at 
Honolalu,” was suggested to the ex-Presi- 
dent. 

“1 donot care to discuss the Hawaiian 
question,” he said, shortly. ‘ 

‘*When do you expect to begin your first 
course of lectures at Leland Stanford, Jr., 
University 

‘‘In February probably. The lectures 
will be on constitutional and international 
law. lam going to try during the Summer 
to brush up on some of the law points I 
used to know to be ready for the work. 

* Since I left the White House I have been 
leading a very quiet life at my old home. I 
find it an agreeable thing. The news- 
papers, for one thing, do not make so many 
criticisms. : 

**When I was President, the newspapers, 
as regularly as the mornings dawned, used 
to say things which were well calculated to 
disturb my peace of mind before breakfast. 
Now lam sometimes able to refrain from 
looking in a newspaper until afterI have 
eaten my breakfast. It isa relief.” 

“Sometimes they gave you comforting 
words, did they not?” 

“Precious few,” said the ex-President. 

‘*What were your impressions of the 
World’s Fair?” 

“It is a grand success. I believe there 
has been nothing like it in the history of 
the world. It will not do for the people or 
the newspapers in any part of the country 
to attempt to cry it down or write it down. 

“To see the buildings is worth a trip to 
Chicago. One may feel fully repaid for his 
visit if he does not go inside. The exhibits 
are vast and so varied that they are almost 
berene description.” 

r. Harrison said he expected to see 
more of the political leaders while in_ this 
city. He would visit bis son Russell and 
call on a few personal friends. On his re- 
turn to apron ma he would entertain at 
his home a number of those who had been 
associated with him in public life. _ 

Mrs. McKee and “ Baby” Ben and Mary 
Lodge McKee would join him at his Cape 
May cottage, Mr. Harrison said.

BLAME PUT ON THE OOMPANY. 


Censured by the Coroner’s Jury for the 
Parkville Disaster—McGarry Exonerated. 


The Coroner’s jury which has been in- 
vestigating the accident at the Parkville 
tunnel of the Long Island Railroad on 
June 20, by which eight persons were 
killed and many injured, concluded its 
labors in Brooklyn last night, and brought 
in, after half an hour’s deliberation, a ver- 
dict exonerating Switehman McGarry from 
all blame and severely censuring the rail- 
road company. 

The verdict declared that the railroad 
company had been guilty of gross negli- 
gence in failing to provide a detector bar 
at the switch leading to the tunnel. This 
is a contrivance which is attached to the 
rails and prevents a switch from being 
moved while a train is on it. 

The jury also charged gross negligence 
against the employes of the railroad in 
charge of the section where the accident 
occurred. 

The damaging evidence as to the switch 
bar was drawn out of Chief Engineer Por- 
ter D. Ford. He swore that the detector 


bar was removed last January in order to 
make some repairs to the switch, and was 
not replaced. 

A hundred of McGarry’s friends raised a 
cheer when the verdict Was announced at 
11:50 P. M. Coroner Kene at once ordered 
his release from Raymond Street Jail, and 
the young switchman’s friends went there 
in a body and got him out in triumph. 

Aman who said he was John Chandler 
created a scene when refused achance to 
testify. He had 75 pages of manuscript in 
red ink, and a dozen maps.

Two Young Men to Answer as to the Re- 
sponsibility for a Fatal Collision.

RARKER’S DEED OF TRUST, 


Creditors File a Bill to Set It Aside—A 
Conspiracy to Defraud Charged. 





CuicaGo, June 29.—The affairs of Sam- 
uel B. Barker, the big lumber dealer who 
failed recently, were brought into court 
to-day in a rather sensational manner. A 
bill was filed by unsecured creditors to set 
aside the deed of trust made by Barker in 
favor of the Union National Bank and 
other preferred creditors. Barker’s real 
indebtedness to the Union National Bank 
was said in court this morning to be be- 
tween $500,000 and $600,000, and the 
statement passed unchallenged by the 
bank’s attorneys. 

It is alleged that the bank Directors 
knew of Barker’s insolvency, when he as a 
Director borrowed large sums from the 


bank, and that they conspired to defraud 
unsecured creditors when the failure could 
no longer be averted. One of the attor- 
neys for the creditors said to-day: ‘ Bark- 
er’s liabilities will probably reach a round 
million, butitis impossible to say how 
much until all the creditors are heard from. 
The tangible assets consist of his home- 
stead and twolumber yards, which will 
amount to perhaps $200,000.” 


WEALTHY, NOT A PAUPER. 


Deed Representing $100,000 Found in Mrs, 
Smallford’s Hovel. 





Atuantic City, N. J., June 29.—For 
twenty years Mrs. Susan Smallford, a 
decrepit old woman, has been known in 
this city as almost a pauper. To-night she 
is, according to well-established evidence, 
worth at least $100,000. 

She livedin an old shanty on the out- 
skirts of the city and kept it in sucha 
filthy condition that the few neighbors in 
the vicinity appealed to the Board of 
Health to have the nuisance abated. 

The hovel was visited this morning by 
the health officers. They found the old 
woman surrounded by twenty or more half- 
starved cats. She wore filthy rags. She 


was taken to the house of a neighbor and 
the work of cleaning the premises was be- 


gun. 

In a dark corner a tin can was found 
carefully wrapped in a shawl. In it was 
a well-preserved deed to a large tract of 
land at Seven-Mile Beach, embracing fully 
750 acres, and said to be worth at least 
— With it wasa tax receipt for 
1893. 


FIRE AMONG OIL TANKS, 


A Threatening Blaze in the Standard Oil 
Works at Newark—Damage $60,000. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 29.—An estimated 
damage of $60,000 was done by a fire this 
afternoon at the Standard Oil Company’s 
works on Passaic Street. 

The works consist of two brick buildings 


and a number of sheds, besides five tanks 
with a capacity of 60,000 gallonseach, and 
ten smaller tanks. 

The fire started by the explosion of atank 
holding 8,000 gallons of oil from which an 
employe was filling awagon tank. Naphtha 
tanks burst and the seething oil flowed into 
the Passaic River and formed floatin 
islands which threatened the yachts antl 
other craft anchored in the river.

ALTGELD HANGED IN EFFIGY. 


Rudolph Schnaubelt Is Alleged to be Hiding 
in California 


CuIcaGo, June 29.—Gov. Altgeld’s action 
in pardoning the Anarchists has roused 
the residents of the town of Naperville, 
near this city, to such a pitch that they 
gave expression to their feelings last night 
by hanging the Governor in effigy. 

A large stuffed figure, surmounted by a 
counterfeit presentment of the Governor's 
head and face, was swung across the prin- 
cipal street of the town. Hanging from 
the neck across the breast were painted 
two hands clasped in a grasp of friendship. 
On one hand was the word “Anarchy,” 
and on the other “Altgeld.” The effigy, 
hanging in the moonlight, attracted a large 
crowd of people, many of whom gave free 
expression of theirapproval. It was not 
until this morning that the effigy was cut 
down by the authorities. 

Gov. Altgeld arrived in town to-day, and 
in relation to his pardon of the Anarchists 
said: 

“My reasons stand, and abuse of the Gov- 
ernor will not knock them down. In the com- 
ments [ have seen there is only abuse; there is 
no argument. They do not mention the fact 
thatthe man who was Chief of Police at the 
time says that he has investigated the case 
thoroughly, and that he does not believe there 
was much init. They do not mention the fact 
that tbe jurymen got up and said that they 
could not give the case a fair und impartial 
trial. They do not mention the fact that the 
man who threw the bomb was not brought into 
court, and gave no evidence whatever at the 
trial; thatit was not proved in the slightest 
measure that the man who threw the bomb bad 
any connection with these men, was at all in- 
cited to the aet by the conduct of these men, or 
that he had ever even heard them make 
speeches. .Now, mere abuse cannot knock these 
reasons down.” 

To the charge that he is not a citizen of 
the United States, the Governor replied: 

“The people who are uncertain as to the le- 
gality of my acts as Governor need give them- 
selves no uneasiness on that score. I have no 
time to go into details, but can assure you that 
my father was naturalized when I was a very 
small boy. Indeed, I was but three months old 
when the family arrived in this country, and 
my father at once took the necessary steps to 
make him acitizen of the United States. He 
became fully naturalized, and I, being a minor, 
became a citizen on reaching my majority by 
virtue of the papers issued to my father. This 
occurred at Manstield, Ohio, and the records 
will show the time of his naturalization, if any 
one cares to make an investigation.” 

San FRANCISCO, June 29.—According to 
the San Francisco Call, Rudolph Schnau- 
belt, who was arrested after the Hay- 


market tragedy in Chicago, but was 
released and disappeared, and who was 
afterward charged with being the man who 
seventy threw the bomb into the ranks of 
the police, is now living in this city, al- 
though the police profess to know nothing 
about him. The Cail says that Schnaubelt’s 
four brothers either live in this city or in 
the interior of the State. 

One of the brothers has a small fruit 
ranch, another isa printer. They are all 
following occupations, and the man who ig 
—— to have thrown the bomb is the 
only one among them who has mucn time 
to devote to the work of Anarchistic prop- 
aganda. 

aul Grottkau, the original editor of the 
Ar beiter Zeitung at Chicago, and known as 
a Socialistic agitator, came to this city a 
ear ago and is the editor of three papers 
ere, printed in German, and devoted to 
the Socialistic propaganda. He is the head 
of a group of sympathizers with the men 
convicted in connection with the Hay- 
market riot. 

It has been known that some members of 
Schnaubelt’s family have been members of 
this group, and the fact is.» probably the 
origin of the statement that Rudolph 
Schnaubelt has been in hiding here, Grott- 
kau declines to name the members of the 
F£ocialistic group in or near this city. 


ORANGE WAS SURPRISED. 


Excitement Was Expected at 





a School 
Commencement, but There Was None. 


ORANGE, N. J., June 29.—The commence- 
ment exercises of the Orange High School 
passed off without disturbance in Music 
Hall this evening, to the surprise of many 
in the audience. 

The trouble anticipated was on account 
of Principal Cutts’s action in expelling 
Harry L. Cook, who had censured the 
principal and Board of Education. The 
trouble arose fro: the fact that three mem- 
bers of the graduating class were not to be 
allowed to,graduate, on account of too low 
percentage. 

The remainder of the class was indig- 
nant, and at a meeting young Cook de- 
clared that it was a disgrace to the Faculty 
that the three were prevented from gradu- 
ating. The matter was carried before the 
Board of Education, and that body sus- 
tained Principal Cutts in his position.

When Dr. Synnott received his degree of 
Doctor of Divinity from the University of 
Innspruck several years ago, he was the 
first native born American to attain this 
distinction. 








Bricks Crashed Through the Skylight. 

Bricks crashing through the skylight of the 
extension of Libby’s chop house at 143 Fulton 
Street a little after 8 o’clock last evening 
frightened the cooks and dishwashers in the 
kitehen. No one was hurt. 

The bricks came frem the rear wall of G. 
Spero’s clothing establishment at 141 Fulton 
Street. This is an old building belonging to the 
Lorillard estate. Recently a large tank was 


built on the roof. When the tank was filled, the 
weight proved to be too much for the rear wall 
of the building and it bulged out over the one- 
atory extension buildings that run along the 
rear of Nos. 141 and 143, and some of the bricks 
fell down. 

All the faucets in the building were imme- 
diately turned on, andin a short time the tank 
was empty.

CITY BANKS 10 THE RESCUE 


FIVE FORMED A SYNDIOATE TO 
AVERT A MONEY PANIO. 





Although They Had No Need Themselves, 
They Took Clearing House Certificates 
and Forced the Rate of Interest from 
74 7-16 to 6 Per Cent.—Pledged to Take 
$10,000,000 in Certificates if Necessary 
—Other Causes Improving the Situation 
—Belief that the Worst is Over. 


Five of the city banks came to the rescue 
of the market yesterday and averted a 
money panic. They were the First and 
Fonrth National, the Chase, the Corn Ex- 
change, and the Gallatin. 

Money had opened at the Stock Exchange 
at 51 per cent. Great excitement naturally 
ensued among those who were obliged to 
borrow. The lenders had evidently deter- 
mined to make the most of the opportunity 
for a squeeze. 

Within a short time they advanced the 
rate to 74 7-16 per cent. This advance 
was made before noon. There was no indi- 
cation where it would stop. 

Presidents Simmons and Cannon decided 
that something ought to be done to help 
the situation. They called together the 
Clearing House Loan Committee, and the 
five banks named agreed to take $4,975,- 
000 of Clearing House certificates to re- 
lieve the situation. 

Then these banks authorized Howard T. 
Frothingham, a lender, to go upon the 
Stock Exchange and offer money at 
cheaper rates of interest than had pre- 
vailed. 

They sent him to the Exchange with a 
backing of $6,000,000. Before he had 
loaned half of it he had satistied the im- 
mediate demands of borrowers and had re- 
duced the rate of interest to 6 per cent. 

The syndicate of bank Presidents who 
had decided to come to the relief of the 
market were not satisfied to rest with this 
accomplishment. They decided to take 
measures against the recurrence of condi- 
tions that would threaten to make money 
so hard to borrow again. 

With that view. before the close of the 
day they arranged for the issue of $3,500,- 
000 additional Clearing House certificates, 
making for the day $8,475,000 available 
immediately to overcome depressing con- 
ditions due to light money. 

The members of the syndicate pledged 
themselves totake out $10,000,000 if it 
should be required for this purpose, and 
before they went home in the evening they 
had assurances from various banks of co- 
operation in this undertaking. 

There was no reason why the syndicate 
that organized yesterday should have 
taken this step except to relieve the situa- 
tion. All of the banks forming it have 
abundant resources to carry themselves 
through anything that might happen. 

The Presidents believed that the situa- 
tion was one of too great anxiety for the 
financial and commmercial world. With 
many financial houses frightened over the 
situation, and others whose resources were 
abundant to carry them through ordinary 
times apprehensive lest a continuance of 
the general decline and uneasiness might 
involve them in entanglements; with mer- 
chants having good collateral unable to ob- 
tain accommodation except at ruinous 
rates, and with the general market in a 
feverish condition, the members of the 


syndicate concluded that it was time for 
some one to take decisive action and to 
afford positive relief, 

An instance of the difficulty which bor- 
rowers have lately experienced was related 
by President J. Ldward Simmons yester- 
day, who said that a man had come to him 
with the report ihat he had been trying to 
borrow money on Government bonds, but, 
although he made application to 
various large lenders, they declared that 
they were unable to accommodate him. 

‘The collateral that this man had with 
him,” said Mr. Simmons, * would have been 
gladly accepted by any bank in ordinary 
time for a loan of $75,000, but he seemed 
actually unable to raise any money at all 
upon it.” — : 

If there is any security which is regarded 
as gilt-edged by banking and lending insti- 
tutions, the issues of this Government may 
be so characterized. The owner of the 
bonds, which were offered as collat- 
eral tor the loan, was simply unable to 
borrow upon this collateral as much money 
as he expected, but when the story was 
circulated in Wall Street, it was masersliy 
distorted intoa report that men had actual- 
ly been trying to borrow money on Gov- 
ernment bonds and had failed to get ac- 
commodation. 

Merchants have been complaining fora 
long time that they could not borrow on 
terms at all satisfactory. It has been a 
common thing with them to pay as high as 
15 per cent. for money, although nominal 
rates for commercial paper have been much 
lower. The banks have also got large 
profits of late out of discounts, and the 
merchants had to lose in this direction. 

With somo of the surplu® which remained 
after the Stock Exchange borrowers had 
been accommodated yesterday, offerings 
were made to merchants who had been ap- 
plying for accommodation, and before the 
close of the day the situation in the mer- 
cantile community had also been relieved 
by the timely action of this syndicate ad- 
vance. 

Including the issue of Clearing House 
certificates, for which arrangements were 
made yesterday, the total amount of cer- 
tificates issued to date is $15,505,000. For 
these certificates the banks pay at the rate 
of 6 percent. The certificates are accepted 
in the settlement of balances at the Cilear- 
ing House, thus releasing crag: | to the 
amount of the certificates which the banks 
may use for purposes other than the settle- 
ment of balances. 

In explaining the action of the syndicate 
Mr. Simmons said yesterday afternoon: 
“The banks have not done this on account 
of any necessity to themselves or for their 
own safety, but entirely for the purpose of 
relieving the financial situation. 

* Itisnot too much tosay that a panic was 
imminent. There might have been several 
serious failures. As soon as the syndicate 
took up certificates this morning the ener 
was immediately loaned out, and the bac 
of the panic was broken. If necessary to 
take ont more the syndicate stands ready 
to doit, and there is every reason to be- 
ore that other banks will come in ana 

elp. 

is for the Fourth National Bank, 
which took out Clearing House certificates, 
68 per cent. of our resources are in cash 
and call loans, and we had on hand this 
morning a surplus of nearly 30 per cent. 
So you see there was no need of help for 
the Fourth National Bank. A good part of 
the certificates taken out by this bank 
released money that was used to buy 
mercantile paper.” ; 

When the money market is not tight the

When the attempt was first made to 
bring over this amount of gold the rumor 
spread in Wall Street that arrungements 
had actually been made for an importation, 
and as this rumor came immediately after 
Mr. Frothingham had scaled interest down 
to 6 per cent., the stock market, which had 
been depressed all the morning, tuok a 
sharp turn upward and became quite active 
aud buoyant. 

Other causes are also contributing to im- 
prove the situation. Interest due in July 
on Government issues has been anticipated 
at the Sub-Treasury for several days by 
payments varying from $300,00U_ to 
$1,500,000. The interest payments yes- 
terday amounted to $549,000. 

Some of the railroad companies are also 
anticipating interest due July 1. The 
Pennsylvania Company and its affiliated 
lines began yesterday to pay interest on 
its various issues maturing to-morrow. 

The Vanderbilt lines, and some of the 
Western roads, whose interest matures to- 
morrow, have also been making antici- 

ated payments, and the Chemical National 

ank has sent out word with reference to 
interest checks issued by the New-York 
Central Road and dated July 1, that they 
wi be cashed upon presentation at that 
ank. 

Rumors that the Erie Road might default 
on its interest to-morrow, were said at the 
office of the company to be ridiculous, as 
the interest amounts to only a few thou- 
sand dollars, and the money is in bank to 
meet it. 

Telegraphic transfers of money from the 
Sub-Treasury to San Francisco amounted 
to only $150,000 yesterday, against much 
larger shipments on other days. There 
were exchanges over the counter at the 
Sub-Treasury of large bills for small bills 
to the amount of $500,000, about one-half 
of which, it was said, would go out of 
town. Of the amount to be sent away, 
$150,000 was for New-Orleans. 

The demand for money from the West 
has become very light, and, as was report- 
ed yesterday, a return flow from thas di- 
rection has begun. 

There is also an encouraging sign in the 
reports of merchandise exports, which in 
the last week from this port amounted to 
something more than $7,500,000, an in- 
crease of nearly $367,000 over the corre- 
sponding week of last year. 

With all these favoring conditions there 
was a marked improvement in feeling in 
Wall Street yesterday and a general belief 
that the worst was over.

The Duke of Veragua was yesterday 
decorated with the emblem of the Knight 
of the Grand Cross in the Order of the 
Knights of Columbus, of which he recently 
became a member. The ceremony took place 
at the Waldorf Hotel, where the Duke re- 
ceived a committee appointed to confer on 
him the badge. 

The degree to which the Duke wa: chosen 


is the highest in the Order of the Kuightslof 
Columbus. It has commanderies in ten 
States, 

The committee comprised John J. Phelan, 
Secretary of the Connecticut Commandery ; 
Andrew W. ‘Tracey, Mayor of Meriden, 
Conn.; C. I. Driscoll of New-Haven, P. D. 
Ryan of Hartford, Patrick Phelan of 
Bridgeport, and Thomas H. Cummings of 
Boston. 

John J. Phelan delivered an address in 
Latin, in which he asked the Duke to ac- 
cept the badge as an evidence of the re- 
spect which all members of the order felt 
toward him. 

Mr. Phelan stepped forward and pinned 
the decoration upon the Duke’s breast. It 
is a Maltese cross of solid gold, elaborately 
engraved with the symbols of the order. * 

Mr. Tracey and Mr. Cummings then 
made brief addresses in French, and then 
the Duke replied. He said he esteemed it 
a pleasure to aid the Knightsin the work 
they were doing in perpetuating the name 
of Columbus,and to this end would place at 
the disposal of the committee any of the 
Columbus documents in his possession.

ONE REMOVE FROM A RUIN, 


Federal Building in Chicago May Possi- 
bly Be Condemned. 


CHICAGO, June 29.—While the United 
States is expending $100,000 in a barn- 
like addition to the Federal Building here, 
on which $28,000 has been spent in re- 
pairs in the last ten years, and on which 
$50,000 should now be expended to make 
it habitable, the City Building Inspector 
is having an examination of the structure 
made which will probably result in the 
condemnation of the main building. 

The Government is putting a brick-and- 
iron shed, one story high, along the Dear- 
born Street side of the building. It is a 
hideous-looking affair, but it does not de- 
tract materially from the architectural 
beauty of the main building, because it 
is pean to take uway what never 
was there. 

Every little while for the last ten years 
the public has been startled by the reports 
of cracks which have appeared in the 
trembling ruin. The building settled so 
much that it threw the tile flooring up, and 
the tiles clattered under the feet of those 
who walked through them asif a man was 
walking on a lot of china plates. Large 
pieces of stone have fallen at various 
times, narrowly missing those passing 
underneath. Nobody has been seriously 
nome yet, but this was owing to good 
uck,. 

Now it is discovered that the wall on the 
Adams Street side is leaning into the street 
7 inches in a height of 27 feet. On the 
Jackson Street side the wall is 9 inches out 
of plumb. There have been cracks in the 
building 2 inches wide, and these are yawn- 
ing wider every day. 

‘The question natarally arises, Why should 
the Government spend so much money 
in repairing the ruin when there is imme- 
diate danger of its falling down? 

The block on which the building stands 
could be sold for enough to buy a lot and 
erect a tine structure in another locality. 
The Building Inspector's work will be com- 
pleted to-morrow, and the results will be 
sent to Secretary Carlisle. If the building 
is <> ‘ice unsafe the city will order it 
razed.

Resolutions that Exhibit Much Heat and 


Savor Strongly of Sarcasm—Denuncei- 


ation of a Message Sent to New-York 
Threatening Repudiation of Bonds and 


the Erection of a ‘“‘ Western Empire”— 


Stocks Go to Pieces—Shares in the 


Mollie Gibson Offered, Without Takera, 
at a Dollar and a Half—Thousands of 


Men to be Thrown Out of Employment. 


DENVER, Col., June 29.—Every smelter 
and every mine in Colorado will be closed. 

Twenty thousand miners and perhaps 
half as many tributary workers will be 
thrown out of employment. 

The decision to close the mines and smelt- 
ers was reached at to-day’s meeting of the 
mine and smelter owners and managers of 
Colorado. , 

The action was unanimous. Every prom- 
inent mine and every smelterin the State 
was represented. Out of the 150 men pres- 
ent there was not a dissenting voice. All 
appreciated that a ciisis in their affairs 
had been reached and that heroic treat- 
ment alone would do. 

A proposition to the miners that their 
wages be reduced one-third had been con- 
sidered, but when the managers learned of 
to-day’s big drop in the price of silver the 
wage proposition was at once abandoned. 

The silver-producing mines of the State 
are practically shut down to-day. The ac- 
tion of the smelters in refusing to purchase 
additional ores at any price could have but 
the one effect of closing down the mines 
While some of the smelters may continue 
to operate until their ore reserves are re- 
duced, others may be expected to draw 
their fires without delay. 

The smallest of the smelting plants have 
barely less than half a million ounces of 
silver in ore on hand, and the largest have 
as high as 2,000,000 ounces. If silver was 
salable at a reasonable figure no doubt 
these ore reserves would be entirely ‘con- 
sumed before the smelters would submit to 
the enormous loss of drawing their fires. But 
the demoralization in silver prices leaves 
the smelter men with no alternative. They 
are forced to suspend operations. 

To-day D. H. Moifatt, the largest individ- 
ual mine owner in Colorado, telegraphed 
orders to his mine Superintendent to close 
his property without further delay. To- 
night the same orders went out tohis Lead- 
ville smelter. Mr. Moffatt employs 2,200 
miners—700 in Leadville, 300 in Creede, 
350 in Rico, 250 in Cripple Creek, and the 
others scattered over the State. 

The Mollie Gibson and the Smuggler at 
Aspen were closed last night. There is not 
a single mine of any consequence running 
in Aspen. 

The heaviest mine and smelter operators 
were in secret session all the morning. 
This afternoon they met in public at the 
Brown Palace Hotel. J. J. Hagerman, 
chief owner of the Mollie Gibson, called 
the meeting to order, and J. B. Grant, man- 
ager of the Omaha and Grant smelter in 
Denver, was selected as Chairman. 

The proceedings were short and to the 
point. Nospeeches were made. On mo- 
tion of David H. Moffatt, the Chair ap- 
pointed a committee of five on resolutions 
as follows: J. J. Hagerman, Chairman; D. 
H. Mofiatt, R. C. Brown, M. W. Thatcher, 
and D.M. Hyman. The Resolutions Com- 
mittee retired, and after a short absence 
returned with the following resolutions, 
which were read by the Secretary: 

Whereas, It appears from the continued at- 
tacks on silver by the mono-demetallists of tha 
United States, England, and other nations that 
there exists in their minds (inguced, probably, 
by the product of an exceptionaror phenomenal 
mine) the idea that the metafia so abundant, 
and the cost of production so little, as to justify 
the depreciation of its value; and, 

Whereas, From years of experience in mining, 
milling, and smelting we are in a position to 
more thoroughly and correctly know the act- 
ual cozt of producing silver, and havo,in the 
hope that its market value would more nearly 
approximate its Intrinsio value by its relhabiii- 
tation on some equitable basis, kept our men 
employed in our mines, mills, and smelters, 
though at a loss to ourselves in general: and 

Whereas, From the present price and the con- 
dition of alfairs and tendency of events it is evi- 
dent this hope'is dissipated for the present; 
now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the unanimous sense of 
this meeting of mine, mill, and smelter owners 
that we put astop to our further losses by an 
immediate and complete eessation of allour 
silver mining, milling, and smelting operations 
in the State of Colorado, in the full belief that 
the mono-metallist element will finally appreci- 
ate three vital points: 

First—That the world cannot transact 
business without the uso of silver as money. 
Second—That the actual cost and Value of the 
metal far exceed the incorrect views whic 

they have formed. 

Third—That the inevitable course of events 
will quickly demonstrate that the enormous 
sums of money invested in railroads, loans, and 
other property will so depreciate in value thas 
the mono-metallists will also be convinced that 
some action must be taken with silver to re- 
store it to ites legitimate use whioh it has beld 
from time immemorial; and be it further 

Resoived, That we deprecate and condemn the 
intemperate opinions and statements of un- 
unreasonable men, which have been tele- 
gtaphed to the East, that Colorado has any 
intention of repudiating her vbligations, public 
or private. 

On the contrary, we think ourselves as well 
able as any other part of the world to meet 
whatever may come in this emergency. : 

After passing the resolutions the meeting 
adjourned. : . 

he last clause in the resolutions refers 
to a telegram sent last ee to Watson & 
Gibson, New-York brokers, by E. R. 
Holden, a leading smelting man of Col- 
orado. Watson & Gibson telegraphed Mr. 
Holden to learn the mining situation in 
Colorado and Mr. Holden’s reply was this: 

‘Inside of sixty days 150,000 men will be out 
of. employment. 

‘*Five hundred theusand people will be en- 
tering the verge of starvation. 

* We will repudiate ail our bonds and obliga- 
tions due in the Eust, as we have no money 
even to pay the interest. 

**1t¢ will bring about a new Declaration of In- 
dependence and the establishment of a West 
ern empire.” 

Mr, Holden owns the Holden Smelter at 
Leadville and the Holden Lixiviation 
Works at Aspen. Each plant has been 
treating 125 tons of ore daily, and Mr, 
Holden to-day finds himself with several 
hundred thousand ounces of silver on 
hand and no market for it. In politica 
Mr. Holden was a Republican until last, 
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Fall. He then became a Populist, because 
~ party favored the free coinage of 
ver. 

Ex-Gov. Grant said to-night that his 
company would begin at ence gradually to 
close down the Omaha and Grant smelter. 
They had, he said, enough ore on hand to 
run the smelter at full blast for thirty 
days, but would withdraw the fires from 
pne furnace and another until better times 
tame about or the smelter stood ent Wy 
closed—that is, so far as the product of sil- 
ver bullion is concerned. 

The gold product of Colorado, Mr. Grant 
paid, would perhaps be doubled this year, 
and the treatment of this ore would keep 
some portions of the smelter in operation. 
Last year, 1892, the production of gold in 
Colorado amounted to $4,500,000. 

The Gold Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany, in Denver, is in identically the same 
position as the Omaha and Grant, it being 
acompetitive buyer forthe same kind of 
ore. The Globe Works afte principally 
owned by the Kountze Brothers, bankers, 
of New-York, Omaha, and Denver. 

The Boston and Colorado Smelting and 
Refining Company, owner of the Argo 
Works at Denver, is in a more fortunate 
position. The Argo Works have not com- 
= for exclusively silver and lead ores, 

ut have paid more attention to gold and 
copper and refractory ores. For this rea- 
son the Argo may continue operations. 
The large amount of copper ores smelted 
by it are from Montana. 

In 1892 the output of the smelters of 
Denver in gold, silver, lead, and copper 
was, in round numbers, $26,000,000, ‘The 
product of the smelters of the State 
amounted in valite to $46,000,000, of which 
sum 2,000,000 was the product of ores 
mined in Colorado, tie rest coming from 
adjacent States and Territories. 

The Mollie Gibson, the most famous sil- 
ver producers in Colorado, would not have 
been closed down had the silver market 
exhibited any signs of firmness. The ore 
in this property is the richest ever found in 
Colorado. Chunks of it weighing as high 
as 1,000 pounds have been mined which 
have contained more pure silver than 
would be contained in 1,000 pounds of 
coined silver dollars, on the basis that the 
coined dollars contained 6 per cent. alloy. 

This mine for two years has been paying 
in dividends $150,000 per month. The 

oss output last year was $2,800,000. 

everal fortunes were lost in developin 
the mine, and three years ago the stoc 
went begging for less than 25 cents per 
share. When the big finds were made the 
stock rose as high as $11, and until the 
present panic in silver came about the 
stock ranged about $8. 

To-night the quoted price was $1.55 and 
po takers, with the prospect of $1 in sight. 

All silver mine stocks have fallen ofl to 
almost nothing, and gold mine stocks are 
badly cut up and on the down grade. 

The Amethyst Mine at Creede, which 
since Jan. 1, 1893, has been shipping an 
average of $10,000 in silver ore per day, 
was closed down under orders from Den- 
ver last night, This property is owned by 
D. H. Moffatt, N. C. Creede, 8. T. Smith, 
W. 8. Chessman, and J. W. Campbell, the 
frst named owning a controlling interest. 

The New-York Chance, an adjoining 
property, which has been paying $100,000 
monthly in dividends, has let out 175 
miners and is practically closed. The Last 
Chance Mine, which made Creede Camp 
famous, has been closed for several weeks 


. placing in new machinery, but will not be 


reopened. 

Boisk City, Idaho, Jane 20.—The Wood 
River silver mine owners, with few excep- 
tions, have suspended operatiuns, owing to 
the fall in silver. 

St. Louris, June29.—The St. Louis Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company, operating a 
large plant at Howard Station, Mo., will 
shut down July 1, owing to the recent 
collapse in silver, and will not reopen until 
matters assume a better phase. Three 
hundred men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment. 

OmaHa, June 29.—There is a strong 
probability that the big Grady Smelting 
and Refining Works in this city will be 
closed on account of the decline in silver. 
E. W. Nash, Treasurer of the company, 
said yesterday: 

“ We have quit buying and shall buy no 
more silver until matters take a different 
turn. If we cannot afford to work silver 
we shall have to shut up shop.” 





A VOICE FROM THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Millers, Met in Convention, Demand Repeal 
of the Sherman Act. 


CuicaGo, June 29.—Two hundred and 
fifty American millers, with their wives 
and children, filled the hall in Administra- 
tion Building known as the Commission 
Hall this afternoon. This was Millers’ 
Day atthe fair. The gathering was pre- 
sided over by E, O. Stanard of St. Louis. 

The most important action taken by the 
flourmakers was in the adoption, with but 
one negative vote, of this resolution: 


Resolved, That we urge upon every member of 
both houses of Congress, regardless of party, 
the necessity of a speedy and unconditional re- 
peal of the silver-bullion-purchase clause of the 
so-called Sherman Silver law immediately on 
the next convening of Congress; that we com- 
mend the attitude taken by both the past and 
present Administrations as to the importance of 
@ sound financial governmental policy; that in 
view of the weakness of our Government's 
present monetary system and of the gravity of 
the situation now existing we do hereby peti- 
tion the President of the ‘’nited States to con- 
vene Congress in extra session at the earliest 
possible moment in order that the purchase of 
silver bullion may be stopped immediately and 
unconditionally. 





NO SESSION BEFORE SEPTEMBER 


Unless the President Sees Good Reason to 
Change His Mind. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—There was a flurry of 
excitement this morning among some of the 
correspondents at the capital, and the result 
Was the widely-spread reports that the President 
bad oalled an extra meeting of the Cabinet to 
consider the question of issuing an immediate 
call for an early session of Congress. No 
one would be surprised to hear that a 
session was to be called earlier than Septem- 
ber, but for the report that the Cabinet had 
been called to consider the question this morn- 
ing, there was no better basis than that the 
President was called upon by several members 


of the Cabinet. The whole Cabinet did not call, 
~~ noue of the members had been asked to 
oa 

The President continues to receive requests 
to call an immediate session, some of them in 
very strenuous language, but up to to-night he 
is understood to be immovable in his decision, 
that the September date he had decided upon 
would be early eneugh for practical purposes. 
The silver men are now alwost as anxious to 
have an early session as anybody else. The 
opponents of the free coinage of silver suggest 
that perhaps it would be well enough now to 
squeeze the silver men a while and atiord them 
an opportunity to contrive some preposition 
for general relief to take the place of the silver 
bill which they have framed and which must 
now be abandoned. 

It is provable that the business of the officers 
of the Cabinet at the White House was to wring 
to a conclusion some matters that have been 
under consideration, and that the President de- 
sires to dispose of before he departs for Gray 
Gables. Tnx TiMus announced seme time ago, 
wpon very good autbority indeed, that the 
President would leave Washington very ear! 
in July. If he oan arrange his business, he wi 
adhere to this programme, and be will getaway 
if possible for Massachusetts to-morrow night or 
Saturday. Itis notin his programme to go to 
West Virginia on a fishing excursion. He wants 
to go direecly to his seashore home, and he in- 
tends to remain there until about the time he 
announced that he would call the Congress 
together in extra session. 

The President has declared that he might 
ehange his mind if 1t were made piain to him 
that circumstances demanded that the session 
should be ealled earlier than he proposed to call 
its® month ago, and he has been advised by 
mon of very serious frame of mind that the cir- 
sumstances have 60 much changed, and the sit- 
uation isso much more serious, that his decia- 

tion of ® month or more ago might reasonably 

modified. The Cabinet officers, whe are slow 
to accept the view of the New-York bankers, 
who urge as imperative an immediate session, 
must, of course, believe that they are better 
qualified to form an opinion than the men who 
are making the request.

SILVER FALLING IN EUROPE. 


Parliamentary Views of the Action of the 
India Government. 


AMSTERDAM, June 29.—The market here for 
silver has been, with the other markets of the 
world, greatly affected by the action of the Goy- 
ernment of India in dealing with the currency 
question in that country. In the open market 
the price of fine silver has dropped from 63 
guilders to 60 guilders per kilo. 

BRUSSELS, June 29.—Replying to a question 
in the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. Beer- 
naert, the President of the Council and Minister 
of Finance, stated that the time was ill chosen 
to disouss the probable effects of Indian mone- 
tary questions on tbe silver interests of the 


nations forming the Latin Union. He added that 
the International Monetary Conference would 
probably be assembled in Brussels shortly. 


SiMLA, June 29.—The Indian Government is 
discussing the claims of the various banks, 


which have £1,500,000 in silver now on passage 
to India, and which want compensation for the 
depreciation in the value of the metal, arising 
from the action of the Government in stopping 
the free coinage of @ilver. It is said that the 
Government is inclined to secure the banks 
against loss. 


Lonpon, June 29.—Faorther inquiries were 
made inthe House of Commons to-day regard- 


ing the effects of the action of the India Gov- 
ernment in stopping the free coinage of silver. 
In response, Mr. G. W. E. Russell, Parliamentary 
Secretary of the India Office, said that neither 
the Government of India nor the Herschell 
committee expected prices in India to be 
materially altered under the new ourrency ar- 
rangements. 

The Right Hon. George J. Goschen, who was 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in the last Cab- 
inet of Lord Salisbury, asked whether the 
Herechell committee and the Government Lad 
beer prepared for the great fall that had al- 
ready occurred in the price of silver. Would 
not, he inquired, the fall modify the views of 
the Government and the committee ? 

Mr. Russell said he could not answer for the 
Herschell committee. With regard tothe Gov- 
ernment he would leave Mr. Goschen to his 
own opinien. 

Mr. Gladstone said that the Government had 
the impreseioa that there was no likelinoed of 
any serious fali in the value of produce in India. 
In case such ea fall should ooour he weuld read- 
ily state the views of the Goverment. 

Several members of Parliament who speak 
with autherity on money questions were inter- 
viewed this evening conoerning the probable 
effect of India’s new attitude toward silver. 

Sir William Houldsworth, the moving spiritin 
the ;Bimetallic League, said that India’s action 
in closing her mints to the free coinage of seil- 
ver would steady exchange and thus relieve of 
much difficulty the trade between Lancashire 
and the Indian ports. On the other hand, Lan- 
cashire’s trade with countries having the silver 
standard would be injured seriously. The posi- 
tion of India would eventually become so diltfi- 
eult that she would be obliged to adopt bi- 
metallism. Inreply to a question concerning 
the immediate future of the bullion market, Sir 
William said: “India’s action will produce a 
great tightness of gold, whieh will cause a fur- 
ther fall of silver—to what extent I cannot say.”’ 

William Caine, who has traveled much in In- 
dia and has written a book cencerning the coun- 
try and its people, said he was izclined to think 
the direct effect of the Indian Government's 
action would be smallin India, as prices there 
were fixed mostly by custom. Unless a panio 
should come, the msjority of the natives would 
never know that there had been a change. 

Sir William Houldeworth is a Laneashire 
Conservative. Mr. Caine isa Lancashire Kadi- 
cal. Samuel Smith, a Liberal who is regarded 
as an authority in most Indian affairs, said that 
the price of silver probably would drop to 20d. 
per ounce, 

Samuel Montagu, Liberal M. P., and head of 
the firm of Samuel Montagu & Co., foreign 
bankers, is more optimistic than Mr. Smith. 
He thinks silver will hardly fall below 30d. 
He could not see how it was possible for 
the Indian Government to do otherwise than it 
had done. The silver market would recover 
slowly and touch a considerably higher point 
then the one at which it now stooa. 

Sir Richard Temple, ex-Governor of Bombay, 
said that the Indian plan was all wrong 
economically. The gold standard ought to 
have been introduced in India twenty-five years 
ago. Hewever, the present experiment would 
prove harmless. 

Dadabhai Naoroji, the only Hindu in the 
House of Commons, said that the Indian Gov- 
ernment had acted merely for the interests of 
the Anglo-Indian salaried officials, and had un- 
loaded further burdens upon the native tax- 
payer. 


MEXICO DEEPLY INTERESTED. 





Silver the All-Absorbing Topic with Bank- 
ers and Government Officials. 


CITY OF MExIco, June 29.—Silver is the all- 
absorbing topic in Mexico, and the Government 
ie taking all possible measures to avert the 
worst effects of the crisis. A tax on all Federal 
salaries is being decreed. There is still talk of 
placing am export tax on silver dollars, and 
plans bave been proposed for keeping all the 
gold mined in Mexico within the country, 80 as 
gradually to acquire a gold fund. 

Bankers here belicve that silver will eontinuse 


to go lower, and that the crisis will result bene- 
ficially in forcing Europe to co-operate with the 
United States in devising some plan to restore 
silver as a money metal. 

The present is the most embarrassing position 
that the country has been placed in for many 

ears, and the Government authorities and lead- 
ng bankers are in daily consultation. There is 
great confidence in Minister of Finance Liman- 
tour, who is a thoroughiy-educated political 
anaes and entirely comprehends the situa- 

on. 

The crop prospests are excellent, and when 
the silver troubles are adjusted, the country 
will emerge from ite ditliculties in good shape. 


The President Urged to Act, GE 


&T. Louris, June 29.—At a meeting of the St. 
Louis Cotton Exchange, held at11A. M., with 
President J. H. Allen in the chair, for the pur- 
pose of considering the distracted financial eon- 
dition of the country, the following letter was 
offered as a resolution by J. M. Gilkeson: 

oo Grover Cleveland, President of the United 
ates: 

DEAR SIR: The Cotton Exchange of St. Louis, at 
a callea meeting held for the purpose of considerin 
the present unsatisfactory condition of finances. an 
feeling that all conservative bodies should express 
their views upon the situation, most respectfully re- 
quests that your Excellency will promptly convene 
a special session of Congress, and we recommend to 
Congre2e the repeal ot the Sherman law, believing, as 
we do, thatsuch action would restore public conti- 
dence and be a lasting benefit to the agricultural, 
manufacturing, and commereial interests of e 
United States. 

The resolution was carried unanimously with- 
out amendment, and will be telegraphed to 
President Cleveland, while copies will be mailed 
to Congresemen. 





Explosion of a Boiler Kills Two Men. 


PETERSBURG, Va., June 29.—Intelligence was 
received here to-day of a terrible boiler ex- 
plosion at the sawmill of Logan Davis, at Yale, 
on the Atlantic and Danville Railroad. There 
was a large force of workmen in the mill at the 
time of the explosion and two of them were 
killed outright and several others were badly 
scalded. The names of the Killed amd injured 
could not be learned. The explosion made a 
tremendous report and waa rd for a consid- 
erable distance.

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SILVER MARKET IN A FLURRY 


NEWS FROM LONDON SENT 
PRICES WHIRLING DOWN. 





Within Ten Minutes After the Opening 
Sales Were Made at 62 Cents an 
Ounce—For the First Time in Its His- 
tory the Bullion Value of a Silver Dol- 
lar Less Than 50 Cents—Raid on Oth- 
er Stocks Through Silver—Cotton Mar- 
ket Seriously Affected. 


Silver had another hard time in yester- 
day’s market. London. as usual, set the 
downward pace, which was rapid enough 
to make the market at the start one of 
such violent fluctuations that for a while 
no one could fix the price for the white 
metal. 

Early cables had reported a decline in 
London of about 5 cents an ounce, and as 
London has lately fixed the price for silver, 
bidders in this market were not willing at 
the beginning to pay more forit than the 
price at which it was selling across the 
ocean, and many of them thought they 
ought to get it for less. 

The supply of bullion in this city, on 
which silver certificates are based, has 
been reduced to about 200,000 ounces. On 
this account the owners of the certificates 
felt that they ought to command fairly 
good prices. 

The result was that when the first ex- 
citement subsided a sale of 10,000 ounces 
at 65 started quotations for the day. The 
next sale, however, recorded a drop of 1 
cent an ounce for 10,000 ounces, and short- 
ly afterward 45,000 ounces sold at 6342 
cents. 

By this time the market wasin a humor 
for plunging, and 15,000 ounces were 
thrown out at 62 cents an ounce, 

Thus within about ten minutes after act- 
ual sales began in the market, the bullion 
value of a silver dollar had for the first 
time in the history of silverj dropped below 
50 cents. 

After the first flurry dealers seemed dis- 
inclined to doany businessforatime. There 
was no other sale until nearly noon, when 
63 cents was bid and accepted for 20,000 
ounces, the seller reserving the right not 
to close his part of the contract for ten 
days. 

Several other sales occurred in themiddle 
of the day, with the seller reserving the 
same right. The last sale before noon was 
of 10,000 ounces, which the seller might 
déliver inten days at 6215 cents. Then 
the market was quiet for about an hour, 
with all sorts of rumors and prices ban- 
tered te and fro, but no actual business. 

Excitement overthe high rates for money 
had meanwhile subsided, and with the im- 
proved féeling that came therefrom owners 
of silver certificates felt that silver ought 
to share in the common advance, and 
30,000 ounces were sold at 65 cents. 

There was a decline of 1 cent on the next 
10,000 ounces sold, and before the market 
closed the ruling quotation for silver cer- 
tificates, at which they were freely offered 
with few takers, was 63 cents an ounce, 

The day was quite active in certificates, 
the volume of transactions amounting to 
236,000 ounces, or about 30,000 ounces in 
excess of the bullion deposit in this city. 
There will be no trouble about deliveries, 
however, as a good deal of trading was 
purely speculative. 

While prices for certificates were run- 
ning up and down the scale dealers in com- 
mercial bars had some trouble in finding 
out where they stood. They tried to keep 
track ofthe quotations on the Exchange, but 
had such a hard: time doing so that at the 
close of the day they were able to announce 
simply that the price of commercial bars 
ranged from 62 cents to 65 cents an ounce. 
There had been no occasion for an actual 
quotation in bars, for it happened that 
no one wished to buy any. 

The railway stocks that began Wednes- 
day to show the depressing effects of ad- 
verse conditions with reference to silver 
suffered a further drop yesterday. All of 
the railroads that penetrate the mining dis- 
tricts were aftected. The decline in price 
of their shares varied from 1 to 3 points. 

There was a general disinclination to deal 
in the shares of these roads because of the 
prevailing uncertainty with regard to the 
proportion of traffic which they have been 
deriving from the mines. 

In the afternoon circulars were issued 
from the offices of some of these companies 
which were intended to give the impres- 
sion that the railroads would sufter but 
slightly even if the mines were shut down. 
Allowance for partisan interest in the af- 
fairs of the roads was made by brokers 
when they read these circulars, and prices 
were not helped by them. 

Mining men say that if the silver mines 
should shut down about one-third of the 
annual production of gold would be 
stopped, because that proportion of the an- 
nual gold supply is mined with silver. A 
fair percentage also of the production of 
lead and of sepeer would also cease, they 
say, with the discontinuance of work at 
the silver mines. 

They think that when this fact is fully 
ee the condition of silver will 
show marked improvement, and when re- 
covery takes place and the price settles 
down at a figure which promises to be 
steady, they will be better able to judge 
than now what ought to bedone at the 
mines. 

When business was over for the day, and 
brokers and bankers were able to get 
breath and think over what had happened, 
the opinion veg rapidly that perhaps 
there was such athing as overselling the 
market in silver, and thata chance to at- 
tack silver had been used, possibly, by 
dealers in the general market for the pur- 
pose of influencing on) the bear side the 
values of other properties. 

George R. Watson of Watson & Gibson, 
to whom this view of the case had sug- 
gested itself, said: ‘‘There is no doubt 
that the opportuuity was ripe for a raid on 
other stocks through silver. Our Govern- 
ment had made its purchases of silver for 
June, just before the news came from 
India. That left no large purchasers of the 
metal in this market, and it became all the 
more easy on that accvunt to depress 
prices on the Stock Exchange.” 

J. Edward Simmons said: ‘-It does not 
matter whether silveris undergoing manip- 
ulation and is sold down to aftect stocks or 
not. The fact is that it is creating a good 
deal of anxiety just now and that makes it 
all the more important that Congress 
should be called together to dispose perma- 
nently of the silver question. Until that 
can be done we must expect this anxiety to 
continue.” 

The drop in silver is seriously felt in the 
cotton market, Prices for cotton remain 
about as they were before the silver news 
came, but the foreign demand has almost 
entirely ceased, and dealings at the Cotton 
Exchange have passed to the control of the 
room traders. The resultis that, in place 
of a genuine market in which cotton ac- 
rn 4 changed hands, there is only specu- 
ation. 

Liverpool fixes the price for cotton. 
While the strike continued in the Man- 
chester mills the demand from Liverpool 
for American cotton was comparatively 
light. Abouttwo months ago, the strike 
having been disposed of and the surplus 
stock somewhat reduced, a new demand 
appeared. Cotton advanced, and there 
seemed every promise of a strong and act- 
ive market. f 

Advices from Liverpool to cotton brokers 
say now that there is hardly a hope of a 
revival of the demand from Manchester

Cotton merchants say that the only hope 
of a revival of business lies in the epeedy 
settlement of the silver question. If it 
shall be settled definitely and satisfactori- 
ly, and if there shall be @ moderate crop of 
cotton, they think that the English de- 
mand may be revived and that business 
may be done at a fair profit for all con- 
cerned. 

On the other hand, should the silver 
question not be settled, and should gold go 
to a premium, they say that cotton will 
certainly show an advance in price pro- 
portioned to the premium that gold may 
command, 

In any case, cotton will sell ona gold 
basis, and if the currency should be de- 
preciated the price may show a very ma- 
terial advance. 

Townsend, agent for the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
talked yesterday about the effect of the de- 
cline in silver upon China and Japan, 
which are silver-using countries. He said 
that he thought Japan would quickly ad- 
just itself to the new conditions, but that 
China would be very slow in making any 
changes. 

“Now that the price of silver has been 
almost cut in two,” he said, “‘ we cau afford 
to offer Japan or China a substantial ad- 
vance on each dollar’s worth of merchan- 
dise and still be the gainers. In regard to 
India, it looks as if that Government had 
putan incubus on its export trade which 
would kill the trade.” 

The transactions in mining shares at the 
Consolidated Exchange yesterday were the 
heaviest of the week, amounting to 3,000 
shares. They showed liquidation on the

SENATOR TELLER’S OPINIONS. 





Eastern People, He Says, Do Not Under- 
stand the Indian Situation. 


DENVER, Col., June 29.—‘*The action of the 
Government of India,” said Senator Teller this 
morning, ‘ought not to have depressed silver 
to the extent that it seems to have done, and I 
think that the fall in silver has resulted largely 
from a misapprehension on the part of the peo- 
ple of the East as to what action the Indian 
Government will take. 

“Tnotice in the papers of Tuesday that Mr. 
Leech and Mr. Cannon are reported as saying 
that India will cease totakesilver. The fact ia, 


if the mints are closed to private coinage, it is 
the intention of the Indian Government te pur- 
chase silver and coin it on acceunt of the Gov- 
ernment in the same manner, practically, as we 
coined under the Bland act, anid thereis no 
reason to suppose that India will not take as 
eg silver in the next year as it took in the 
ast. 

‘*Many friends of silver believe that that will 
enable the India Council to sell its Council bills 
at a stipulated and fixed price, and thus pre- 
vent the fluctuation of silver. 

“Now, if Council bills are to be sold, as the 
press representatives say the scheme is, at ls. 
4d. perrupee, which is more than they have 
been selling at heretofore for some time, it 
ought to make silver not only more stable but 
higher than it has been for the last ten days. 

‘There is no possibility of India giving a gold 
standard with gold as the circulating medium. 
It is impossible forthem to dothat. The Brit- 
ish Government twice tried that and it has failed. 

‘“‘The statement made in the public press that 
they propose to give a gold standard without a 
gold currency means that they propose to take 
the rupees on a gold basis as to their value con- 
sidered as bullion. In other words, they would 
take the rupee instead of at 47 cents, its mint 
value, at 32 cents, which would be about its 
gold value. 

“I do not consider the action of the Indian 
Government a6 alarming as the alarmist people 
seem to think it is, nor do I believe that it will 
aid in the repeal of the Sherman bill.” 


As Mr. Hauser Sees It. 


HELENA, Mon., June 29.—Ex-Gov. Hauser, 
chief owner of the Helena Smelter, which is 
turning out about $300,000 in bullion every 
month, says it will not close, as there is enough 
gold and lead in the ores of Montana to keep it 
running in spite of the low price of silver. 

Mr. Hauser says the present situation will 
cause reaction in favor of silver. His argument 
is that every silver mine that closes down re- 
duces the production of gold from 25 to 40 per 
cent., and that the result will be contraction of 
gold product to less than $65,000,000 per an- 
num, an amount which is consumed every year 
in the arts alone. Money will become ecarcer, 
gold goto a premium, and this scarcity will 
compel an increased use of silver. 

Mr. Hauser thinks the pext Congress will re- 
peal the Sherman law and pass a law for the 
coinage of three or four millions ofsilver per 
month on an increased ratio.

MISSOURI PACIFICS FUTURE 


CHICAGO AND ALTON MEN SAID 
TO BE BUYING THE STOOK. 





Rumors that New Blood Is to be Infused 
Into the Directory of the Missoyri Pa- 
cific Road—George Gould and President 
Blackstone Said to Have Conferred on 
the Matter—Chicago and Alton Men 
May Soon Have a Voice in Missouri 


Pacific Management. 


Recent acquirements of the stock of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad by persons identi- 
fied with the Chicago and Alton Railroad are 
beginning to attract much attention in railroad 
circles. There is a growing belief that the Chi- 
cago and Alton people will have an influential 
voice in the Management of Missouri Pacific 
ere long. 

Just before George Gould’s departure for 
Europe two or three significant conferences 
were held, in which Mr. Gould, President Black- 
stone, and two orthree of the Directors of the 
Chicago and Alton participated. Mr. Black- 
stone is said to have expressed the belief that a 
close alliance between his road and the Missouri 
Pacitio would be very advantageous to both 
roads. It is notimprobable thatsome of the 
Chicago and Alton Directors will go into the 
Missouri Pacific Directory and that one or more 
Chicago and Alton men will go on Mr. Gould’s 
Executive Committee. 

Word comes from the West that representa 
tives of the Chicago and Alton interest have 
recently examined the Missouri Pacific balance 
sheet elosely, and that their report will be the 
subject of future conferences between the men 
in control of the réspective roads. John A. 
Stewart, President of the United States Trust 
Company of this city, who is now a Director of 
the Chicago and Alton, is mentioned as one of 
the new men likely to be invited to a seat in 
the Missouri Pacific Board. 

A gentleman closely identified with Missouri 
Pacific interests said last night that since Mr. 
8. H. H. Clark’s retirement from the manage- 
ment of that road after his re-election as Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific, Mr. George Gould 
had looked with favor upon propositions to 
admit some of the Chicago and Alton men into 
his Directory. ‘‘The management of the Cnr 
cago and Alton is vigorous and successful,” 
said this Gentleman, *‘ and I have no doubt that 
Mr. Gould, who has so much of his money in- 
vested in Missouri Pacitic securities, would 
heurtily welcome the infusion of some of that 
same Chicago and Alton vigor into the manage- 
ment of his road.” 

There isa belief that soon after Mr. Gould's 
return from Europe, definite steps will be 
taken to bring these two important interests 
into closer association. 


Railroad Construction. 


In an article on new railroads bailt in the 
United States during the first half of this year 
the current number of the Railroad Gazette 
says: ‘“* The total, 896 miles, is nearly 400 miles 
leas than the mileage built in the first half of 
1892, and is less than for the first half of any 
year for adozen years at least. We have be- 
fore pointed out that the new railroad builtin 
the first six months of any year is for many rea- 
sons less than in the last balf, and is generally 
between 30 and 40 per cent. of the total 
railroad building in the year. It will be 


seen, therefore, that unless some special 
impetus is given to railroad construc: 
tion work in the next few months— 
and certainly present financial conditions give 
no reason to expect any improvement, early 
enough to affect railroad building this year— 
the amount of track laid in 1893 will be less 
than for any year for the lust ten years. As has 
been the case for four or five years, the ma- 
jority of the new mileage consists of short lines 
built te meet well-defined needs, such as de- 
veloping valuable mineral or other natural re- 
sources and securing traffic to old-established 
lines. A very considerable proportion of the 
track laidin the first six months has been finish- 
ing work on lines on which most of the work

was done in 1892. 


Georgia Central Litigation. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., June 29.—After brief argu- 
ment this morning on the question of requiring 
the Georgia Central to pay rentals to the four 
leased lines, the Southwestern, the Augusta 
and Savannah, the Mobile and Girard, and the 
Milledgeville and Eastern, Justice: Jackson is- 
sued an order directing that these roads could 
take on the account of rentals all net earnings 
not in excess of those sums, and if they did not 


desire to do so, and specify it within thirty 
days, he ordered the receiver to turn their prop- 
erty back over to them.

Passenger Rates in the West. 

CuicaGo, June 29.—To-morrow the General 
Passenger Agents of the Great Northern, North- 
ern Pacifico, and Union Pacific will meet to dis- 
ouss the advisability of stopping the present war 
in transcontinental rates. In the afternoon the 
Weatern Passenger Association will meet to talk 
over the effect of the reduced transcontinental 
rates upon theirown lines. The Northern Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific say that they are looking 
for no trouble, but if the Great Northern hangs 


out and brings on a renewal of active hostili- 
ties there is bound to be the liveliest fight the 
West has seen for many a day. 

The meeting of the Trans-Missouri Committee 
of the Western Passenger Association was held 
here to-day, and the time was taken up by an 
informa! diseussion of World’s Fair rates. No 
detinite action could be taken until after the 
meeting to-merrow, but the sentiment was 
strongly in favor of @ one-fare rate for the 
round trip for all trans-Missour! points to Chi- 
eago during the World’s Fair, the tiokets to be 
good on excursion trains only. 


Railroad Notes and Personals. 


—The Grand Trunk Railway does not prepose to 
run excursion trains to the World’s Fair—at least 
not enough to amount to anything, and it is trying 
to prevent the other roads from running any.

RIDER, ROADS, AND OLUBHOUSES. 





Champion Arthur Zimmerman and Some 

“ Points on His Success in This and 
Other Countries—Valuable Information 
on Good Roads by Officials of the As- 
sociation That Caused the Improvement 
ef the Highways of the State—“‘ The 
Times” Prizes at the Trenton Meet. 


- New-Jersey can justly boast of having the 
fastest bicyole rider in the world, the best roads 
in the country, and the prettiest bicycle slub- 
housesin the Union. Arthur Zimmerman, the 
champion of the world, lives in a quiet little 
town in the southern part of the State, but his 
mame iss household word wherever the wheel 
fe seen. Jerseymen in particular point to their 
fellow-citisen with feelings of pride, and his 
praises are sung in all portions of the little 
‘ptate. 

Everywhere he is referred to as “ Zimmie,’’ 
leven by persons who have never gone through 
the formality of an introduction. But that is 
only a trifie, and Jerseymen never stop at 
trifies. “Zimmie” represents their State, they 
are proud of him, and every man in New-Jersey 
with an ounce of sporting biood in his veins 
will wager his lasdollar that the big rider oan 
beat Schofield, Sanger, Berlo, Johnson, Osmond, 
Wheeler, orany other fast man in the world. 
And they are justified in their belief. Zimmer- 
man is truly a wonderful man on the wheel. He 
only came into prominence a few years ago, but 
Im thatshort time he has whipped the chaw- 
pions of France, England, and Ireland, and to- 
day he is regarded as the peer of any man in 
the world. 

This Spring Zimmerman went to England 

‘with the intention of competing in all the big 
races there, butte his astonishment the Eng- 
lish officials refused to give him a license, and 
he could not start inthe championships. He 
took part in a few races in Ireland and on the 
Continent, and of course was successfal. Just 
why the Englishmen took this stand is hard to 
tell, but the probabilities are that they did not 
relish the idea of seeing all their big prizes go 
across the ocean. They had an experience with 
the speedy Jerseyman, and they were coniident 
that they did not havea Briton capable of de- 
feating the Yankee. Sanger, the other Ameri- 
ean who went over, was a competitor in several 
races at Herne Hill and eleewhere. No objec- 
tion was raised against him, and he carried of 
several prizes. 

In many respects Zimmerman is @ most won- 
Gerful man Windle, Berlo, Johnson, and 
pthers have beaten his time repeatedly, but 
when he meets them in a competition he rarely 
proves unsuccessful. The secretof the cham- 
pion’s success is his good judgment, bis stay- 
Ing qualities, and the burst of speed that he 
pan put on in the last lap of a race. 

“It’s just this way with ‘Zimmie,’” said 
Joseph McDermott, his trainer, tou a NEw- YORK 
Times reporter. “No matter how fast the 
vther men go he stays within hailip 7 distance 
end wins his race in the lastspurt. Genergliy 
Zimmerman allows the other men to cutout 
the pace. He follows in their wake, and when 
within a quarter of a mile from the finish he 
begine to hit ’er upabit. Then all hands get 
to sprinting. For 200 yards all go at arapid 
pace, straining every nerve, and apparently they 
are all tired out. When within about a fur- 
long from the tape Zimmerman again increases 
the pace, and this generally kills off the other 
men. 

“Zimmerman has one big advantage. He can 
stay ina race and go fast without pumping 
himself out, and then when the final effort 
comes he is faster than anybody. No matter 
how fast a rider finishes, if my boy is in good 
condition he will come in ahead of him. Zim- 


merman is not a rider, but one of the wonders 
ofthe age. Zimmerman will remain cbampion 
until seme man comes along that can out-finish 
him. Up to the present time I have never seen 
® man equal to the emergeucy. and I have scen 
all the cracks of the world at their best.”’ 
Zimmerman has, perhaps, won more prizes in 
a short period than any other athlete in the 
world. Last year he captured twenty-nine ma- 
chines, several horses and carriages, half a 
dozen pianos, s house and lot, household furnit- 
ure of all descriptions, and enough silver plate, 
medals, and jewelry to stock a jewelry store. 
In appearance the champion is a well-built, 
modest-elooking youth. Heis very reserved and 
quiet. Atall times Zimmerman speaks in the 
highest terms of his oppenentein races, and 
often attributes his own success to luck. 
Jersey’s wheelmen are naturally proud of 
their roads. They have more good paths for 
riding than any other State in the Union. This 
is in a measure due to the indefatigable efforts 
on the part of the lovers of the wheelin the 
State. First, the Union County bill was passed 
for the improvement of the roads, and then the

Davideon bill followed, which rejieved the 
county somewhat, and put one-third of the 
costs on the State. The result is to-day a man

Trenton. In a short time it is hoped that these

Union County has the best roads in the 
State. Whenthe movement was in ite infancy 
the-cyclists of this county took hold with a will, 
and to-day as regards mileage and beat roads it 
is in the lead. 

One of the leading advocates of good roads is 
Dr. G. Carleton Brown of Elizabeth, and in a 
measure it is due to his untiring efforts that the 
county is so wellequipped. Dr. Brown, besides 
being an ardent admirer of the silent steed, is 
the Chief Consul of the New-Jersey Division of 
the Leasve of American Wheelmen. 

Mr. ndwaid surroughs. President ofthe New- 
Jersey State Board of Acriculture and Presi- 
dent of the New-Jersey State Road Improve- 
ment Association, in writing on New-Jersey 

grees, says: 

** Beyond the field of politios there is no ques- 
tion that engages so much attention through- 
out the country as the road question in its 
various bearings. 

“The depression in the price of farm products 
and farm land necessitates a lessening of the 
cost of production, and the saving in time and 
Jabor in drawing a load to and from market is 
an important item. 

“To lilustrate this more fully, I willeay that 
before the building of the New-Jersey turn- 
pikes 25 baskets of potatoes were consid- 
ered a fair load from the farm I now occupy 
to market After the turnpike was built 50 to 
60 baskete were considered no mere of a load 
than were the 25 a few years previous. And 
now, since the stone ro 


Winter our team has carted over 90 loads of 
manure from Philadelphia, several of which I 
weighed and found 6,869 and 7,300 pounds 
clear of the wagon, which weighed alone 2,200 
unds, a combined weight of about 4% tons. 
of these loads were drawn from the city 
to the point of leaving the stone road with only 
two horses, and the result has been the saving 
of over $100 in my manure Dill. 

“That farmers should be relieved of a portion 
of the burden of maintaining the public roads is

“The laws of many of the States were oxam- 
ined, and, although improved macadam and 
telford roads existed in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, and Pennsylvania, there was no law 
upon their statute books giving direct aid from 
the State to foster the building of county roads. 
Their roads had all been built by the local 
authorities. And the New-Jersey Jaw was the 
first law of the kind in the Union, and the roads 
built under its provisious are the first roads 
built by State aid im the United States. We 
poseee the law in 1891, but it is silent as to the 

epth of the material and the width of the 
roadway. Ittells what kind of a road it must 
be; if must be a permanent stone road. This 
law was on the books for a year beforeit be- 
came operative. In 1892 it was placed under 
the direction of the State Board of Agriculture, 
who put it in practical operation, and it soon 
became popular. There were applications from 
all over the State for roads to be built under its 
provisions. 

“It was necessary, of course,to have some 
rules to govern this matter. The Governor and 
I decided that no road was to be less than ten 
feet wide, and they were all to be properly 
graded. He sent me over every road to de- 
termine what was necessary. I consulted the 
property owners as to their opinion of the 
width of the road. Some wanted it ten feet, 
some fifteen, and others twenty feet wide, as 
the law was flexible We could not suit 
them all, and decided that for an ordi- 
mary road twelve feet in width would 
answer very well For a good road where 
there is a sandy bottom, a macadam 
road properly put down and nine or ten inches 
thick, will bear the burden and wear well; but 
on clayey soils we should insist on a telford 
road. A sandy bottom will be found to be the 
best roadbed. The next thing to engage our at- 
tention is the cost, and it is well worthy of con- 
sideration; but while considering it, do not look 
continually into the large end of the telescope; 
reverse it and calculate the saving in time, 
wear and tear of wagons and borses, and the 
comfort to be derived from traveling ona good 
road at all seasons of the year. 

“But to return to the cost of constructing these 
modern roads. I have seen a great many fix- 
ures,and have made some myerif, but I am 
forced to the conclusion by practical experience 
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condition, the prizes are well worth making a 
grand effort for, and all that is uired to make 
the meet a memorable one is g weather.

PASSAIC’S THRIVING ATHLETIC CLUB. 


A Young Organization in a Very Old 
House—Their Prominent Cyclists. 


Passaic, N. J., June 29.—Just outside the 
city, on Lexington Avenue, which is one of the 
prettiest drives in this vicinity, is an old, 
colonial-looking stone house, behind which a 
high fengo incloses alarge field and bears the 
inscription, “‘ Passaic Athletic Club.” 

This is the home of one of the youngest and 
most prosperous athletic clubs in New-Jersey, 
and the solid architecture and walls of its old- 
fashioned, unique home are fit emblems of the 
substantial nature of the club and the men 
whose names are enrolled on its roster. The 
clubhouse, which is about three minutes’ walk 
from the Passaic station on the main line of 
the Erie Railway, has been standing for fully a 
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Passaic Athletic Clubhouse. 





that the only way to find out the cost of these 
roads is to get contractors to offer bids for 
building them; they have resources and ad- 
vantages that we cannot estimate; but in order 
to give some idea of the actual cost of auch 
roads, I will mention a few bids upon which 
contracts have been awarded. On tbree roads 
in Burlington County the bids were, for telford 
road, 89 cents, 92 cents, and 95 cents per 
square yard. In Middlesex County the 
bide for macadam roads were $1.19 
per lineal foot for a ten-foot roadway, 
$1 per lineal foot for a fourteen-foot roadway, 
and $1.09 per lineal foot for a twelve-foot road- 
way. Those roads were all 9 inches thick; the 
contractor’s price varied as to the location, and 
it is safe to say that these figures will not vary 
much anywhere in the State within five miles 
from a railroad station, or water navigation 
wharf. One of our counties has issued $450,00U 
of 4 per cent. bonds, and put down about sixty 
miles of stone roads averaging 16 feet in width, 
and although they pay the taxes to meet the 
interest on these bonds, their tax rate is now 
lower than it was before the roads were built.” 

Napoleon I., Mr. Burroughs says, instituted 
the building of roads by the Government of 
France to facilitate the movements of hie 
army. Napoleon III. continued the same, and 
to-day France is expending annually over 
$18,000,000 on its public roads, and its whole 
territory is oniy three times larger than the 
State of New-York. 

The Miller law was passed in 1889 through 
the efforts of Senator Miller of Union. It pro- 
vided for the issue of $300,000 worth of bonds 
in Uniox County and for the raising of $50,000 
more by direct tax. These roads have been 
built over two years, and Mr. Charles McBride, 
Vice President of the New-Jerse State 
Road Improvement Aseociation an editor 
of the Elizabeth Daily Journal, writes: “In 
1887, two years before the roads were 
bullt, the county tax rate, not including school, 
township, or any other tax, was .60, In 1892, 
three years after the expenditure ét $350,000 
for roads, it was .59. In this connection the 
following table of tax valuations is highly in- 
teresting. It is taken frum the official returns 
of the tax Assessors. It tells a story worth 
studying:

“The total valuation of property on the Assess- 
ors’ books increased from $27,946,000 in 1889, 
the year the roads were commenced, to $31,- 
769,470 in 1892, two years after they were 
finished; an increase of nearly $4,000,000.” 

The three mainroads in Union County branch 
out like spokes of a wheel from Elizabeth. One 
runs directly south to Linden and Kahway, five 
miles. Another running west touches Roselle, 
Cranford, Westfield, Fanwood, and ends at 
Plainfield, a distance of twelve miles. The third 
extends in a northwest direction to Union, 
Springfield, Summit, and New-Providence. An- 
other roacs connects Rahway and Westfield, 
tive wiles, and still another scotch Plaius and 
Springtield, six miles. All of these roads 
traverse a beautiful section of the country. 

As an instance of the inorease in the value of 
property since the roads were built, Mr. Mo- 
Bride writes: ‘‘Half-way between Elizabeth 
and Linden is a tract of 400 acres. Before these 
roads were built it could not be sold for $50 an 
acre. It was used as farm land, and the taxes 
could hardly be collected from it. It formerly 
belonged to a syndicate, of which Andrew Car- 
negie is reported to have been one, but in 1872 
go little value was attached to it that it was sold 
for $11,000 under Sherifi’s sale, and bought in 
by the Hon. Amos Clark, member of Congress, 
who held the mortgage on it. It has within the 
past six months been sold for $120,000, and is 
all laid out ready to be opened up and placed 
upon the market this coming Summer. The 
good roads did it. 


The road from Elizabeth to Summit fur- 
nishes several examples similar in kind if not 
in degree. Twenty acres on this road—which is 
known as Morris Avenue—have recently been 
bought for $18,000. They will during the 
present season be laid out in half-acre plots 
and sold under such conditions as will not only 
pay the investors well, but will establish a park 
of wealthy citizens and add materially to the 
tax values of the county. 

The clubhouses, too, so the Jersey cyclists 
claim, are the finest in the country. In Eliza- 
beth there is distinctively a wheeling olub- 
house. Itisa handsome structure. The Mer- 
cer County Wheelmen are proud of their 
building, as are the Hudson County Wheelmen 
and the riders of the Orange Athletic Club. 

The big meet st Trenton to-morrow promises 
to eclipse anything ever seen in the State. 
Besides Zimmerman, other cracks are entered, 
and the day’s sport ought to be one well worth 
witnessing.

century. It was originally built, and for many 
years occupied, as a parsonage by the pastors 
of the First Reformed Church of Passaic. Sev- 


eral years ago, when Engeman, the race-track 
proprietor, was coining money atthe Clifton 
track, the old parsonage struck his fanoy and 
he purchased the place, making it his residence 
until the Clifton track closed. 

It was not untilthe Winter of 1892 that the 
Passaic Athletic Club was incorporated and 
bought the old parsonage, although an organ- 
ization had been effected a year previous and 
the club: had held business sessions in rented 
rooms. Their operations here were limited to 
afew games and the athietio features were not 
prominent. 

One year ago the ciub started in to fit up 
their home. The old parlors were turned into 
reception, reading, and smoking rooms, and the 
bedrooms were converted into billiard, pool, 
and card rooms, The athietes and their friends, 
however, drink nothing but cold water in the 
clubhouse, and Williain Voorhees, who was 
janitor at Princeton for many years, keeps 
everything in apple-pie order, both in the 
house and on the grounds. 

Hoon after acquiring the old parsonage prop- 
erty the club began the work of converting the 
old barn into a very creditable gymnasium, 
which is in use only temporarily, as in the Fall 
a handsome new gymnaeium will be built. 

The athletic field of the club is situated imme- 
diately inthe rear of the house. There is a 
baseball diamond, the remains of a tennis 
court, which wus not popular enough to be con- 
tinued; a one-fifth mile running track 15 feet 
wide, with a straightaway stretch in front of 
the grand stand 23 feet wide. Jumping, vault- 
ing, and other grounds and tracks are iu the 
best form possible, but the crowning glory of 
the Passaic Athletic Club is the quarter-mile 
bicycle track, which is declared by the olub's 
wheelmen to be perfect. 

There will be an opportunity Saturday for 
this statement to be proved or disproved, as the 
club has arranged for an all-round open tour- 
nament there which will be the biggest athletio 
event Passaic County has known. Officers are 
making arrangements to delight their quests 
with an athletic exhibition of unusual interest.

Other events are 100-yard 
dash, 440-yard run, half-mile run, one-mile run, 
running high jump, and running broad jump.

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FAVORING THE FLYING START 


OHAMPION BIOYOLISTS GIVE THEIR 
OPINIONS. 





The Argument of W. E. Hicks in Sunday’s 
“Times” for a Reform in the Starting 
of the Cycle Races Stirs up Much Dis- 
cussion Among Wheelmen—The Ma- 
jority Condemn the Standing Start—A 
Subject for the League to Consider at 
Once. 


The article in THE New-York Times of Sun- 
day, in whieh Mr. W. E. Hicks gives his views 
on the advantage of the flying start, has created 
considerable discussion among the champion 
bieyclists of the country. They remember Mr. 
Hicks as the originator of the flying-start 
theory and recall the fact that the great six-day 
race atthe Madison Square Garden some two 
years ago was unique in the fact that it began 
with a flying start and Mr. Hicks dropped the 
flag. It was the first flying startin this State and 
was the means of turning many of its opponents 
to its warmest advocates. 

Bloycle men have been ready to give their 
opinions of the flying start. Here are some of 
their views: 

Mr. A. B. Rich, of New-Brighton, 8. L, says: 
“Tread with interest the article in THE TIMES 
on the flying start, and would say that I, per- 


sonally, amin favor of such a start for the 
following reasons: Theocyclist would be able t> 
make faster time andmore interest would be orv- 
ated from a spectator’s point of view. It would 
also enable a fastrider who does not want to 
set the pace to obtain a good position, whereas 
in the standing start he is entirely depeudent 
ov his sturter. I also think that there would be 
fewer accidents. You may know that the main 
object of a tast man is more to set the pace if he 
can keep it unti) the last quarter mile. In re- 
gard to jookeying, Ido not think that it would 
be a feature atall. Of course in short races it 
would be much better than in long ones.” 

W. J. Morgan, the professional champion, 
who is one of the most widely-known racing 
men in the history of cycling, says: 

** Every professional racing man is for the 
flying start, and so is nearly every amateur. 
Still we can't see it incorporated in the cycling 
laws of wheeldom. In that respect the League 
of American Wheelmen is making anything 
but anexhibition of progress. It looks more 
like fossilism. Not one ofits officers dares to 
discuss the question, as they all know that the 
standing start is absolutely indefensible. 

“There is only one objection that opponents 
of the tiying start are united on. Thatis, that 
the,tiying start would cause jockeying, as with 
horses. But that is a stupid objection, since 
those who raise it can readily see that a cyclist 
bas nota fractious animal to deal with, butsimply 
@ machine which is absolutely under his control. 
A jockey can excuse a bad start by saying that 
his horse didit, but a bicycle does not misbe- 
have. Every cyclist could be ordered to score 
with the inside man and be roundly fined if 
he didn’t.’ f 

Bert Myers says: ‘There are objections to 
both kinds of starts,and I would like to see 
race managers run one or more fiying-start 
races at their meets, and then the public will 
soon decide which is proper.”’ 

H. B. Arnold takes a contrary position. 

Mr. Arnold says: “Tam not in favor of the 
flying start except in onerace, tho quarter mile, 
in which the man with the efficient starter has 
decidedly the best of it, as quarter-mile races 
are usually run from the start, and pace is no 
advantage. 

** It is claimed for the flying start: Firat—The 
reduction of records. {know of but one nota- 
ble instance of this in a scratch race, when, at 
Hartford, Sellers brought the record from 2:49 
to 2:39, which first, by the way, was also nade 
in a scratch class race at the same meeting; but 
these are no criterion, as training for cycle rao- 
ing or other sports had up to this time re- 
ceived no oareful, thorough atteution. Since 
then records Lave been made only in handicap 
races (in which, of course, the flying start ie im- 
possible,) and trials against time. 

*Becond—Adding to the sport’s popularity as 
pertaining tohorsemen. As a rule the thorough 
horseman cares a6 little about anything concern- 
ing cycling as the average wheelman does about 
a trotter, and even the most enthusiastic horse- 
man will sometimes become bored at continued 
scoring at a horse race. 

* Third—Relative to the fairness of a start. 
As 1 above say, no advantage can be claimed at 
any distance except the quarter mile, as the 
man who makes the pace is decidedly at adisad- 
Vantage, and I could cite many instances where 
starters have been instructed to hold menon 
their marks to insure against any chance of 
getting away ahead. , 

** Fourth—Adding interest by creating more 
excitement for the onlooker. As a rule, scratch 
races donot excite the spectators. It is the 
handicap that makes the people at a cyole 
meet leave their seats. Tosee the back-mark 
man mow down his tield is somcthing that 
makes even the most indifferent appreciative 
for the moment. More handicaps and less 
scratch races would add greater interest to 
tournaments. 

“Jockeying for position at the start I con- 
sider of little importance and something that 
will not happen, for to start in the van is a det- 
riment rather than a help, as every racing man 
knows. I know of no instance where starters 
have been called back in a flying-start race. 

*“Jockeying would take place only in such 
races where it bad been planned for one or 
more men to assist another, he to win. The 
fiying start would the more readily help two or 
more men to get away from a field in such a 
case. Finally, I am an advocate of flying starts 
only in quarter-mile events.” 

Johnson, whose phenomenal times on the 
western tracks caused so much comment last 
Fall and attracted the attention of the entire 
as fraternity on both sides of the Atlantic, 
said: 

“I am in favor of tbe flying start, and cannot 
see what ite opponents can find in it to warrant 
their objections. To argue at length for it 
would be as uselesea as to argue for tho theory of 
gravitation. There are some things so plain 
that they need no defense. ‘The fiying start is 
one of them.” 

Mr. George Minturn Worden talked plainly. 

“In regard to the flying start,” he said, “let 
me say this: The wonderful! record breaking of 
thelast season is not as wonderful as the wheel- 
men’s stupidity in sticking to the standing 
start. For years the horsemen blindly refused 
to use ball-bearing sulkics or the pneumatic 
tire. Now they see how foolish they have been 
and what they have lost in not adopting it 
sooner. The bicyclists are equally foolish in 
not taking from horsemen the fiying start. 

* There is no excuse in rhyme or reason for 
the ~~ standing start. [ have never yet 
found a rider who could offer a decent objection 
to the fiying start. They all admit that it 
would lower the record several socvonds; that it 
would relieve the racers, buth wheel and man, 
of the strain now experienced in getting under 
way; that it would eliminate the pusher-otf 
from the race, and that it would prevent the un- 
fair holding back by some starters, as is now 
often practiced. 

“All these advantages would be gained ad- 
mittedly, still the race-meet mavagers cling to 
the old-time start. Iffor no other reason than 
for its vaiue in a quarter-mile race, the fiying 
start should be adopted immediately. The 
standing startin a quarter-mile race is simply 
a‘killer.’ It seems to take more out of a man 
in the first thirty or forty yards to get under 
way than it does to run the whole quarter with 
a fiying start.” 

George A. Banker says: ‘I have read the arti- 

ole on the fiying start published in Tor SUNDAY 
‘Times and [I am in favor of the flying start. 
.Emphatically, yes; especially in the making of 
,Trecords. In competition 1 think it would also 
be successful and aid in reducing the competi- 
tion reeord.’”’ 

Arthur A. Zimmerman, the world’s champion 
bicyclist, was seen yesterday on the training 
track at Asbury Park. 

* I bave heard a great deal about THE TImEs’s 
article on the fiying start,” he said. “It wasa 
very intelligent discussion of an important part 
ofracing. The question of the start is assum- 
ing larger importance as racing gete nearer per- 
fection. Every detail, even down to wind re- 
sistance, is fguredon these days. It is idie to 
say that the standing start is Lest adapted to 
racing, since the practice is not universal by 
any means in countries where cycling is popu- 
lar. A modification of the flying start has been 
in use in Germany for several years. , The idea 
ofitisa development from the reform etarted 
in America half a dozen yosrs ago to bring 
about the abolition*of the standing atart. The 
Germans all form in single tile and ride once 
around the track, coming down over the string 
together.” 

** Have you raced in that way!” 

“ Yes, in Germany, two years ago. I found it 
worked all right and the men came down to the 
string toa fair start every time.”’ 

“ Would the flying start be of advantage?” 

“Tt would most certainly Jower the record 
by several seconds. | can see that most clearly. 
No one who knows anything about raciug 
would deny that. Any lowering of the record 
cannot fail to add to the popularity of the 
sport. The growth of public interest in oycle 
racing may be fairly gauged by the increase in 
speed. It has been the rule, and I think that 
bicyole dealers will bear me out in the state- 
ment, that a great slaughter of records is fol- 
lowed by au immense boom in the trade. A 
dull racing season generally means a dull busi- 
ness year following. That shows that the pub- 
lic like speed. Anything that increases speed 
without detracting from the sporting character 
of the racing must tickle the public” 





THEIR SUSPENSIONS RAISED. 


Johnson's and Tuttle’s Cases to be Acted 
Upon by the Full Racing Board, 


The Racing Board of the League of American 
Wheelmen has made a ruling in the case John 8. 
Johnson and F. H. Tuttle, who were suspended on 
| Monday last. This case has excited widespread in- 
terest among whicelmen, owing to the prominence 
| ef the men concerned, and also from the fact that it 








is the second blow this season at the pro‘essionalism 
supposed to be prevalent in cycle-racing circles. 

Mr. Johnson is possitly more sinned sgainst than 
sinning, as he has unfortunately connected with 
himself as trainer Thomas Eck, who has a very an- 
favorable name among athletes of all descriptions. It 
willjbe remembered that at Independence, Iowa, last 
year, Johnson is said to have ridden on a kite-shaped 
track a mile in 1:56, This record was never accepted 
by the Racing Board, as Mr. Eck could not or would 
not properly substantiate it. One of the direct 
causes that led up tothe present suspension wasa 
letter sent by Mr. Eck to the managers of the recent 
race meet asking for expenses for himself, the infer- 
ence being that if said expenses were allowed Jobn- 
son would appear at the meet. 

These letters are claimed to have been sent whol- 
ly on Mr. Eck's own responsibility and unknown to 
Johnson, and if this turns out to be a fact it will ma- 
terialily belp Mr. Johnson's case. As both Mr. 
Jobnson aud Mr. Tuttle have submitted proof that 
seoms worthy of belief, the Chairman of the board 
has takeu action which will at least prevent any in- 
jury being done them pending a final decision. 

A manifesto, together with all the documents in 
the case, has been mailed to each member of the 
board for his vote. 

The manifesto, which is signed by Chairman H. E. 
Raymond, runs: 

‘Im administering the affaira of this office we 
must be fuir and impartial to each and every racing 
man We are called upon to investigate. Messrs. J. 
8. Johnson and F. H. Tattle received at the hands 
of the Chairman a suspeusion pending investigation 
as to their amateur status. To prove their innocence, 
both Mr. Johnson and Mr. Tuttle have submitted 
four aftidavits, ali tending to show their good stand- 
ing and compliance with the amateur rule The 
promptness with which this proof has been submit- 
ted entitied them to an absolutely fair and unbiased 
decision, and, if there is to be a delay in the render- 
ing of a decision, they should not be made to satier 
wuile said decision is pending. Having done their 
part aud sent in their case, we should either render 
a decision at once or relieve them of the effect of this 
delay, Caused entirely by ourown necessary acts in 
reaching said decision. 

“The suspension, therefore, is hereby raised until 
pA. A 15 to permit of a mail vote being taken of the 
entire Racing Board, at which time it will either be 
made permanent by a declaration of professionalism 
or removed altogether, in the meantime Meesrs. 
Johnson and ‘luttle may race as heretolore, and this 
manitesto is made for that purposes. After July 16 
the suspension will be in force, by which time 
we hope to settle the case once and for all.” 


Norwalk Cyclists Have a Road Race. 


NORWALK, Conn., Jane 29.—The annual ten-mile 
handicap road race of the Norwalk Wheel Club was 
held here this afternoon. The course was from the 
Green to Gregory's Point twice over. There were 
thirty-aix entries from Connecticut and New-York. 
Thirty started and twenty-five finished, each con- 
testant receiving a prize. 

The race was won by F. C. Hoyt, Bridgeport, 
(2 minutes’ handicap,) in 30:32; W. A. Gunther 
of. Norwalk (1 minutes) was second, in 

:02, and F. L. Smith, Norwalk, (14s minoutes,) 
third, in 30:03. L. Db. Whittemore, Stamford, 
W. schlitt, Norwalk, and C. H. Youngs, Koway- 
ton, finished as named. 

The best time was made by John B. Perry, scratoh 
man of the Norwalk Wheel Clab,in 29:53%s, for 
which he received a handsome gold medal.

RAPID WORK ON THE JUBILEE 


SHE WILL BE READY FOR A TRIAL 
TRIP NEXT WEEK. 





Lightness Sought for in All the Interior 
Fittings of the Cup Defender—More Sail 
and Less Lead Needed for the Carmita— 
The Valkyrie Pronounced the Fastest 
‘and Proper Representative British 
Yacht—The Races on the Clyde—Calluna 
Undergoing Repairs. 


Boston, June 29.--Kvery possible effort is being 
made at Lawley’s to get the Paine cup defender 
Jubilee ready for @ trial trip next Sunday, but it 
now looks as though the inability to get the windlass 
and some of the blocks before Saturday or the first 
of next week would render the efforts futile. The 
weather of the week has been favorable for quick 
work, and the progress made since last Saturday 
afternoon, when the boat came back to the yard with 
only her mast and bowsprit in place, is surprising. 

The standing rigging is now in place. The top- 
mast is on end, the mainboom is ready for slinging, 
and the gaff and light spars are receiving the finish- 
ing touches. The cabin work is practically com- 
pleted und the painters are finishing up their por- 
tion of the job. The forecastle and galley are 
finished and the crew is expected to go on board 
te-morrow. The decks are partly planed and the 
hatohway and skylight coamings finished and ready 
for the attachment of either the regular or the racing 
hatches. The standing rigging is of wire rope and 
is a model of neatness. The mast has four shrouds 
Ona side, three going to the hounds and one to the 
masthead, 

‘she masthead shroud is the forward one, and has a 
short spreader just below the hounds. There are 
two topmast shrouds on a side, and they have @ 
wider spreader than that for the masthead shrouds 
and are placed justabove it. The torestay runs to 
the gammon iron at the stern. 

The jib will set flying. There is but one traveler 
for the main sheet. The big mainboom lies in the 
yard and isa handsome stick of Oregon pine. It is 
huliow. It has been whipped in half a dozen places 
with two-inch bandsof galvanized steel wire, and 
carries a brass railway tor the fuotof the mainsail. 
‘Lhere are two mainsheet blocks. 

A careful look at the interior fittings of the boat 
will show to what extent lightness has beon sought. 
All the partitions are of very thin white pine and 
there is considerable’ panel work. White paint is 
used for the inside finish. There are a goud-sized 
cabin, three statervon s, sailing master’s room, toilet, 
pantry, galley, and forecastle. Capt. Jobu Barr is 
supervising the work of fitting out and is as anxious 
as apy one to have a trial trip. 

Though the forty-six-foot fin keel Carmita was not 
sailed in the Eastern race Monday, yet, from her sail- 
ing as Compared with the other boats which she has 
met, itis apparent thatin her present rig and trim 
she is not as fast as was expected. Changes are 
therefore to be made in the direction of less weight 
and more sail, for the boat seems to be 
stiffer than is necessary in a fin keel, and 
evidently needs more sail to drive her. It is under- 
stood, therefore, that about two tons will be taken 
fron: the keel aud a ton and a half from the inside 
fittings. ‘hen a sail plan about equal to that of the 
Gloriana will be given, a material increase over 
the present one, which was about the size of that of 
the Barbara and Oweene. 

The syndicate cup defender Pilgrim is expected 
here Saturday. Hor spars are not yet ready for 
ler, and it will be certainly ton days after 
she arrives before she will be ready for a 
trial trip. She will be at Constitution Wharf while 
fitting out, since she will then be atioat at alltimes 
ofthe tide. Ifshe were obliged to lie in the stream 
the work of fitting out would be much harder. ‘There 
is no probability of a meeting between the PAgrim 
and tne Jubilee before the Goelet Cup race at :New- 
port Ang. 11. ‘ 

A dispatch to-day to the Boston Herald from Scot- 
land says that all the big cutters have arrived at the 
Clyde and are entered for to-morrow’s race. The 
Cailunais the only one dooked, the others not ar- 
riviug in time. 

The main boom of the Fife boat has been increased 
5 feet,and 6 feet have been added to her gait 
and bowsprit. The swell in the shape of the balb in 
her lead keel has been cut off some four tons. By 
this she loses displacement and gains in sail apread, 
so that she now rates 131 tons forracing. Skipper 
Hogarth of the Calluna says that the alterations 
are sure to improve her, but he is not at 
all sanguine of the Calluna’s beating the Val. 
kyrie. in fact, his mind inclines toward the 
Valkyrie, and he thinks that she is the fastest boat 
ever builtin Britain. He says she is fast in any 
kind of weather and is the proper representative 
british yacht. 

Designer Fife declines to express an opinion on 
the Calluna. Since first starting out. the sail plans 
of ube Valkyrie and the Britannia have been cut down. 
The Valkyrie’s akipper believes that she is faster 
under reduced sail in all weathers than she was be. 
fore. The races will continue tor two weeks, and 
the excitement is intense. The Herreshoff two-and- 
a-haif-rater Wenonah wiil meet her new antagonist, 
the Timaah, for the first time.

The Weather Bureau report indicates for 
to-day, in this city, fair weather, with possi- 
bly showers, variable winds, 
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Surveyor Lyon’s defiant attitude toward 
the Treasury Department under which he 
is a subordinate official is peculiar in sev- 
eral respects. The department has insti- 
tuted an inquiry for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether the administration of the 
Customs Service at this port cannot be 
simplified andimproved. One would sup- 
pose that any zealous officer in that serv- 
ice would be glad to co-operate and give 
the benefit of his experience and observa- 
tion to his superiors for the advantage of 
the Government. That is not Mr. Lyon’s 
idea of a becoming attitude. He seems to 
resent the investigation and assumes to 
inform the Secretary of the Treasury that 
he has no right to prosecute it. He ap- 
parently takes it as necessarily implying 
that there is something wrong in the serv- 
ice, and then, instead of welcoming inquiry 
and being anxious to acquit himself of all 
responsibility for what may be wrong, he 
refuses to testify or open his books for 
inspection and makes a laborious argument 
to prove that the Treasury Departtent 
has no business to be nosing into affairs 
which are directly under its supervision. 
It is a most extraordinary attitude, and 
more than anything that has been said or 
done before gives the impression that there 
is cause for concealment and fear of ex- 
posure. Of course Mr. LYON will not be 
allowed to be a stumbling block in the 
way of a proper und desirable investiga- 
tion of the Customs Service. 














An original if not wholly disinterested 
suggestion for remedying the financial ills 
of the hour comes from California in the 
shape of a proposal to remove all Federal 
restrictions upon hydraulic mining. The 
result would be, itis declared, the mining 
and minting of $5,000,000 in gold by or 
before Winter. As the regulations against 
hydraulic mining have been made neces- 
sary by the enormous damage done by it 
hitherto, this proposal is not very likely to 
be accepted. The washing down of 
detritus, where a powerful stream of water 
is directed against a gold-bearing area, as 
in hydraulic mining, and where no im- 
pounding dams are provided, is hurtful 
not cnly to the lands on lower levels, but 
to navigation. Congress, however, at last 
Winter’s session, did much for hydraulic 
mixing by passing an act which permits it 
under certain regulations to be carried into 
effect under the direction of Commis- 
sioners. These Commissioners were ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland, and long 
ago entered upon their duties. It would 
be strange to set aside this whole system— 
even assuming that any authority for do- 
ing so could be found—just as it is about to 
take practical effect. 


The dock trial of the engines of the 
Maine, preparations for which are now 
making, will be rather a tame affair’ com- 
peared with the recent races against time of 
our fleet cruisers and gunboats. Yet it will 
be a decidedly interesting, not to say ex. 
citing, event for the builders of the ma- 
chinery, who have specified contracts to 
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fulfill, with large sums of money at stake 


in the trial. It will also have sonie inter- 
est for the public, since its record of horse 
power achieved, compared with that which 
was planned and contracted for, will give 
a forecast of the speed that may be expect- 
ed when the vessel goes on her sea trial 
trip later in the season. Her collective in- 
dicated horse power is intended to be 
9,000, and her speed to be 17 knots. The 


Maine, in fact, though far surpassed by our 


armored vessels of more recent design, will 
bea valuable vessel to our navy. With 
her good speed, her twelve inches of armor 
both on the sides and the barbettes, and 
eight inches on the turrets, and her four 
ten-inch and six six-inch guns, she need fear 
nothing in herown class. As the first of 
our new vessels built in a navy yard, al- 
though with her motive machinery fur- 
nished by contract, her degree of success 
will be watched with interest.

Cholera has been carried from the south 
coast of France to the adjoining coast of 
Spain, and probably the reported outbreak 
on the Island of Cephalonia, which lies off 
the west coast of Greece, was caused by 
infection from Marseilles. It will be neces- 
sary for health authorities at our ports to 
be on guard continually with respect to 
vessels arriving from Mediterranean ports. 
We understand that emigrants from the 
infected districts of Russia and Poland 
who cannot take passage from Hamburg 
and whom the regular lines are unwilling 
to carry from Bremen, Antwerp, and Rot- 
terdam, arenow coming to this country by 
way of Naples.

THE FUTURE OF SILVER. 


It would be very easy to fall into serious 
error as to the future value of silver at the 
present moment. The collapse in the mar- 
ket caused by the action of the Indian 
Government is by no ineans likely to be 
permanent, and does not destroy the forces 
which, left to their legitimate operation, 
must give a genuine and reasonably-stable 
value to the metal. Its completeness is in 
part due to the extreme suddenness with 
which the decision of the Indian Govern- 
ment came upon the public, but, in still 
greater part, to the fact that silver had 
been the subject of much artificial and ar- 
bitrary legislation, and, in consequence, 
had taken upon itself what may be called 
an extra-speculative character. The reac- 
tion from this unwholesome stimulus is 
naturally proportioned to the stimulus it- 
self, and carries the metal for the time be- 
ing about as much below its real value as 
it had previously been held above it. The 
extent of the artificial support to the mar- 
ket value of silver is not generally appre- 
ciated. In 1873, when the silver dollar 
was dropped, after long and careful dis- 
cussion, from the coins of this country, the 
product of the world’s silver mines was 
about 63,000,000 ounces. Despite the fall 
in the price from $1.32 per ounce in that 
year to $1.16 per ounce in 1878, the total 
production of the world’s mines, as given 
by the Director of the Mint, rose in 1876 
to 67,000,000 ounces, and in 1878 to over 
73,000.000 ounces. This was proof con- 
clusive that the cost of production was be- 
ing reduced in greater degree than the 
market price, or production would not 
have increased. 

Then began the interference of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. After the 
passage of the Allison-Bland act, an av- 
erage of $24,000,000 worth of silver per 
year was purchased by the United States 
until 1890, when the purchases were in- 
creased to 54,000,000 ounces per year. 
During the fifteen years from 1878 to 1892, 
inclusive, there were bought by the United 
States, in round numbers, 421,000,000 
ounces, at a cost of $433,000,000, the price 
steadily falling from an average of $1.16 
per ounce in 1878 to an average of 87.5 
cents per ounce in 1892. Meanwhile, the 
world’s product of silver increased from 
73,000,000 ounces in 1878 to 152,000,000 
ounces in 1892, and the total product for 
the fifteen years was something over 
1,500,000,000 ounces, of which the United 
States had bought 421,000,000, or 28 per 
cent. Looking at these figures simply from 
a commercial point of view it is easy to see 
that a powerful effect was exerted on the 
marfket value of a commodity the produc- 
tion of which had more than doubled in 
fifteen years by the purchase of 28 per 
cent. of that product. The downward 
tendency of the price due to such increased 
production would, other things being 
equal, have been necessarily more marked 
had it not been for this check. But this 
was by no means the extent of what may 
be called political interference with the 
market. During all this time there was an 
active agitation carried on by a body of 
zealous and persistent men for the unlimit- 
ed coinage of silver by the United States at 
aratio which made the coinage value of 
silver $1.29 per ounce. These men were 
believed by the leaders of both the great 
political parties to have the power to give 
victory to whichever could win their 
votes and to deal defeat to the one that 
they opposed. The silver men were steadi- 
ly confident until very recently that they 
would obtain free coinage. The law of 
1878 and that of 1890 were compromises 
wrested by them from both the other 
parties. Here, then, was a stimulus of in- 
definite but clearly very great force ap- 
plied to the production of silver. Its exact 
influence upon the market cannot be cal- 
culated. On the one hand, the increased 
production tended to depress the price; on 
the other, the hope of free coinage provoked 
speculation. The net result was a most 
uncertain and unwholesome condition of 
things. 

Now all this is rapidly approaching an 
end. The stopping of free coinage in India 
would never have taken place had not the 
belief obtained that there would be no 
free coinage in this country, and that pur- 
chases by the United States Government 
would be abandoned. Inevitably the re- 
action has been very great, and, as we have 
said, the depression is proportioned to the 
artificial support previously given. But 

while the artificial support is now sure to 
be withdrawn, or has actually been with- 
drawn, the use of silver as money will not 
cease. It will probably continue in India, 
for a long time yet, as great, or uearly as 
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great, as it has been récently. The method 


of providing it will be different, but the 
provision will have to be made. Its use in 
this country will continue, and additions 
wili undoubtedly be made, though under 
clearly defined conditions that will prevent 
inflation or the danger of depreciation. 
Bilver, left to the legitimate operation of 
healthy demand, will gradually find its 
true value. What that value will be no 
one can say in advance, but whatever it 
may be, it will be far steadier, and the pro- 
duction of the metal will be a safer busi- 
ness than under the unnatural stimulus 
that has been applied for fifteen years past.

THE TRAINING SHIP. 


The two classes of boys who have enlisted 
on the training ship St. Mary’e with a view 
to completing the two years’ course in sea- 
manship and navigation promised them by 
the Board of Education of this city are out 
of spirits and out of pocket, too, by the 
recent refusal of the Board of Estimate to 
appropriate the necessary funds where- 
with to provide for the Summer cruise. It 
is announced that the cruise will not take 
place, and that the school will be discon- 
tinued, Mayor GiLRoy taking the position 
that the appropriation of $20,000 made 
last December for the maintenance of the 
ship for the year is, or ought to be, suf- 
ficient to defray expenses for that period. 

There was a time when the St. Mary’s was 
used for the temporary incarceration of in- 
corrigible boys, whose parents found it im- 
possible to maintdn sufficiently rigorous 
diseipline at home. The dispute that has 
just arisen over the proposed discontinu- 
ance of the school affords us an opportunity 
to -ay t»at the ship is no longer used for 
tl  urpose. The boys who compose the 
school to-day are respectable members of 
respectable families. Their studies are 
under the supervision of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, and the boys themselves afe in 
charge of Commander McGowan of the 
United States Navy. Their status would 
appear to be pretty well determined, since 
they have entered into a verbal contract 
by the terms of which, on payment of 
a sum of monéy to the city, it was agreed 
that the boys should have a two years’ 
training in seamanship and navigation, 
combined with the ordinary grammar 
school studies. The boys began their work 
in good faith, and up to a recent date they 
had every reason to believe that the city 
would accord them the same treatment ac- 
corded those who had previously gradu- 
ated. Many ofthe youngsters have com- 
pleted the first year’s course and have been 
offered promising positions consequent 
upon their receiving diplomas as regular 
graduates. In the circumstances it would 
seem that a great hardship will be done 
many of them if no means are provided for 
the completion of the course. 


Massachusetts ‘and Pennsylvania have 
training ships similar tothe St Mary’s, and 
sums are appropriated annually to provide 
for their maintenance. So thorough is the 
course and so efficient do the boys become 
that graduates are constantly in demand. 
One of the prominent steamship lines in 
this city has offered employment to twenty 
members of the St. Mary’s next graduating 
class and other companies employing 
skilled navigators are said to stand ready 
to take the rest. Thus a promising future 
is secured to a great number of young men 
of this city and State, while, on the other 
hand, the American merchant marine, 
which is constantly growing, is supplied 
with juniors who excel in the ‘special 
branches requisite to that service. For 
these reasons it is to be hoped that prompt 
measures will be taken to provide the de- 
linguent appropriation. The St. Mary’s, or 
some other and better vessel, ought to be 
made a permanent feature of the educa- 
tional system of this State. At the very 
least, before the school is permanently dis- 
banded the two classes of boys now on 
board the ship should be permitted to com- 
plete the course.

THE NEW-YORK BANKS, 


The course of the principal banks whose 
Presidents are members of the Clearing 
House Committee in taking out certifi- 
cates yesterday to the amount of $6,000,- 
000.and loaning it on the Exchange was a 
prompt and judicious use of extraordinary 
resources to meet an emergency of consid- 
erable severity. Opinions differ as to the 
immediate cause of the stringency which 
prevailed yesterday, and raised rates for 
money higher than they have been, save 
for a few hours, at any time since 
the present depression set in. Doubt- 
less the chief cause was the press- 
ure due to the payments falling 
on the first of the month, aggravated by 
the fact that provision will have to be 
made before to-night for Saturday and 
Sunday, while another holiday occurs on 
Tuesday. The excitement and apprehen- 
sion caused by the break in the silver mar- 
ket has also predisposed the minds of 
business men to timidity. In these cir- 
cumstances the banks referred to have 
made exactly the use of the Clearing House 
certificates for which they were intended, 
and they deserve the gratitude of the en- 
tire community for the decision and firm- 
ness with which they have acted. 

Indeed, the policy of the New-York banks, 
from the very beginning of the present 
difficulties, has been singularly sagacious. 
While much the heaviest burden has fallen 
upon them and they have been obliged to 
face contingencies that might well have 
produced alarm and confusion, they have 
maintained their mental balance with re- 
markable evenness, have met the require- 
ments of the situation from day to day with 
quiet courage, and, what is of even greater 
importance, have foreseen and pre- 
pared for them. One day of unreason- 
ing fear might have involved the whole 
country in disasters from which it might 
have taken months and even years to re- 
cover. Not for a day or for an hour has 
any such sentiment prevailed. The bank- 
ers are confident that their business has 
been conducted in a way to enable them to 
meet all legitimate demands, even of the 
most urgent nature, and though they are 
convinced that much of the present trouble 
is due to legislation that they have strenu- 
ously opposed, and that they now ask to 
have repealed and repealed promptly, they 
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will continue to do their utmost to protect 
the vast interests of which they feel them- 
selves to be the trustees

WHEELMEN AND GOOD ROADS. 


The convention of the New-Jersey mem- 
bers of the League of American Wheelmen 
at Trenton has an importance beyond that 
of sport. The person who is impelled by 
inclination or compelled by smallness of 
means to exercise his lower limbs in the 
manner invented by ADAM is prone to re- 
gard the bicycle rider as a hybrid, com- 
pounded of pedestrian and horseback rider. 
He who takes the air behind a horse, 
whether it be one with a pedigree and a rec- 
ord or one with the more prosaic attributes 
of a serviceable hack, is likely to fall into 
the error of despising the bicycler for his 
humble method of progress or of disliking 
him for having any rights in a public 
highway. The farmer undoubtedly looks 
upon the wheelman 4s a curiosity, escaped 
from the same museum as the rowing man, 
the tennis player, or any other human 
being who labors with his body and calls 
it fun. 


None of these three is likely to think of 
the wheelman as one who exerts an in- 
fluence for good in matters of interest to 
them. Yet, if they would consider that of 
the 10,000 or more bicycle riders now as- 
sembling in Trenton thete is not one who 
isnotan ardent advocate of good roads, 
they would doubtless perceive that in 
these muscular men they themselves pos- 
sess invaluable allies. It is not necessary 
to point out the desirability of good roads 
to the pedestrian, the horseback rider, or 
the driver. A good roadway is literally the 
foundation of their pleasure. But possibly 
it may not occur to every one that the 
farmer’s interest in good roads is the most 
serious of all. With him it is not a matter 
of pleasure, but of business. 


A large part of the farmer’s work consists 
of hauling. His produce must be taken in 
wagons to the railway station or steamboat 
landing for shipment to the great city mar- 
kets, and his empty barrels, boxes, and 
erates must be pulled back over the same 
road. In the State of New-Jersey, more- 
over, there is a great deal of hauling of 
fertilizers. The earth itself contains a re- 
markably fine natural manure in the shape 
of marl. The beds in which this marl is 
found are private property, and are widely 
scattered. The farmers purchase it by the 
load and haulit totheirland. It is heavy, 
and the hauling of it soon cuts deep and 
almost impassable ruts in poor roads. 


Now, a good ruad means a large and pe- 
cuniarily valuable saving to the farmer in 
time and expenditure of power. It means 
that he can haul more loads of produce or 
of fertilizer in a day with less wear and 
tear of wagon and harness, and less ex- 
haustion of his horses. It means a saving 
of time which can be applied to the local 
labor on the land itself. And it may mean 
an hour more of rest to the farmer, who has 
quite as much labor as a man can bear. 

These are considerations which users of 
roads ought to take into account. The 
wheelmen are a body of men whose influ- 
ence is of large importance, and who ought 
to be encouraged and supported in their 
combined movements for their own inter- 
ests because one of the greatest of those in- 
terests is also that of three other large and 
valuable classes. 
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THE SOUTH CAROLINA EXPERIMENT, 


The State of South Carolina has been ad- 
dicted from time to time to doubtful ex- 
periments in the exercise of public author- 
ity. One of the most peculiar of these is 
that of establishing a State monopoly in 
sale of liquor, which goes into effect to- 
morrow. The methods to be adopted in 
setting up and operating county “dis- 
pensaries” under State authority have 
been fully explained in our correspondence 
from Columbia, and the working of the 
experiment will now be watched with in- 
terest. Itisour belief that it is predes- 
tined to be a miserable failure. 


The South Carolina experimentis based 
upon no sound principle and is in conflict 
with several. Itis a State trade monopoly, 
and its chief defense is that it will afford a 
means of raising considerable revenue. 
Trade monopoliesin public or private hands 
are not likely to prove popular in this 
country and are not in accordance with the 
spirit of commercial freedom. In this case 
it will result in a virtual confiscation of 
considerable private property and deprive 
citizens of all right to dealin certain com- 
modities. It is a serious imteference with 
individual liberty, ifit is to be regarded as 
@ revenue measure and not as the exer- 
cise of police power for the regulation of 
an injurious traffic. Moreover, it under- 
takes to regulate inter-State commerce to 
a certain extent by forbidding the trans- 
portation of liquors into the State con- 
signed to anybody but the State authori- 
ties. It is more than doubtful if this 
prohibtion can be sustained, and it is sure 
to be contested. As a revenue measure 
this law is much less natural and less 
likely to be effective than the Ohio law 
imposing a heavy tax upon all sellers of 
intoxicating liquors. 

Asameans of regulating or restricting 
the liquor traffic it is the worst of all 
methods, for it is most open to evasion 
and abuse. The plan isto allow only one 
dispensary in each county unless petitioned 
for by a majority of the freehold voters. 
Liquors are to be sold only in specified 
quantities at fixed prices, not to be drunk 
on the premises, and the dispensaries are 
not to be open afterGo’clock at night. 
Nobody but the public ‘ dispensaries” are 
to be permitted to sell or to give away 
liquors of any kind in public or private 
places. These restrictions are simply im- 
possible of enforcement. Supposing the 
publio officers placed in charge of dispensa- 
ries to be honest and competent censors of 
the habits and requirements of the people, 
they can hardly prevent the purchase of 
their wares in considerable quantity by or 
for persons whose sole object is not to sup- 
ply their own wants. They cannot pursue 
purchasers and know in all cases what is 
done with the liquors. The supplying of 
clubs and secret resorts and the selling or 
giving away of beverages in private can- 
not be prevented without a system of es- 
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pionage which would be extremely unpop- 
ular, and which the law does not adequately 
provide for. 

Neither is it likely that the bringing of 
liquofs into the State for private con- 
signees could be prevented. They would 
take all manner of disguises in ‘original 
packages,” and there could not be a search 
of every box and bale of merchandise for 
contraband liquors, even supposing that 
inter-State commerce were subject to State 
supervision and regulation. The State 
may be able to carry on the liquor business 
and make money out of it, but it cannot 
maintain and protect a monopoly in it, and 
the new system is more likely to be in- 
jurious than beneficial to the cause of 
temperance among the people. It is 
worthy of the preposterous aggregation 
of wild vagaries which the Tillmanites of 
South Carolina call a “policy.” It will 
make a laughing stock of the proud old 
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THE NEW DARTMOUTH. 


President TUCKER’s inauguration at Dart- 
mouth College marks a transition and an 
epoch in that institution, and he seems to 
have recognized it in presenting and de- 
fining the relations of the historic col- 
lege to the new education. The slowness 
of the college, as distinguished from the 
university, to introduce scientific studies 
and training has been marked and invet- 
erate, but the time has come when scien- 
tific education has obtained a recognition 
in the smaller institutions and when it 
counts for its proper value in a college 
curriculum. Dartmouth has the same 
problem to solve which is to be met at 
Bowdoin, Brown, Trinity, Williams, and 
Amherst Colleges. It is to engraft the 
scientific and special schools which have 
grown up by their side so that they shall 
be a part of the college without turning it 
from its original and academic purpose, 
and so that one degree shall stand for the 
academic and scientific attainments which 
ought to be obtained by men who are lib- 
erally educated. 

This is the problem which President 
TUCKER has set himself to solve, and he 
has done this work by increasing the chairs 
and professorships, and by dividing the 
labors of the professors so that the students 
shall come into contact with men of strong 
minds who are not overworked, and who 
represent the teaching function at its best. 
Dartmouth, like Bowdoin and Williams 
and Amherst, is a country college, and it 
has toa great degree a country constit- 
uency. It gathers up from the farms of 
New-Hampshire and Vermont, and from re- 
moter districts, the men who are bright 
and brainy, and who are longing for a 
chance to put force into life. It has, and 
has always had, a great field of character 
and brains to draw from, and its distinc- 
tion has been that it has done its work 
as a college so thoroughly that its grad- 
uates have forced their way to the front in 
every part of the country. Dartmouth has 
never been better able to do good work 
than now, and itis the note of President 
TUCKER’s policy that the institution is to 
press the college ideain its integrity and to 
take up into its course the scientific and 
special studies that are carried out in the 
adjoining schools, so that they will count 
for most in giving men the double advan- 
tage of a general education and a special 
acquaintance with the work which they 
intend to doin the future. His recognition 
of the fact that science is not hostile to a 
literary development shows that he is will- 
ing to take the new learning at its best and 
to judge it by its fruits. This point is one 
of the gains which specially mark the 
trend of the new education. Biology, soci- 
ology, civil engineering, political science, 
are each and all recognized to-day as de- 
velopments in education which are within 
the reach of the college. 

There is another point to be considered 
in estimating Dartmouth College in its fut- 
ure work, and that is the way in which its 
alumni have obtained recognition in the 
Board of Trustees. At the present time, 
out of a board of twelve, five members are 
chosen to represent the alumni. The only 
wise way for any American college to 
maintain its contact with young men is 
to keep itself young through its aJumni.

QGIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


for Forming a New-York 
State League. 


Preparations 


ALBANY, N. ¥., Juné 29.—Preliminary steps 
were taken yesterday at a mecting at the 
Hotel Kenmore for the organization of a New- 
York State Civil Service Reform League. The 
meeting was called by representatives of the 
local organizations in various parts of the 
State, and delegates were present from New- 
York, Brookiyn, Buffalo, Roshester, Geneva, 
and other places. Among those present were: 
Judge F. UO. Mason of Geneva, Frank M. Loomis 
of Buffalo, William Potts of New-York, Seore- 
tary of the National Civil Service Reform 
League, and George MoAneny, Jr., of Brooklyn, 
Assistant Secretary of the national body. 

Judge Mason was made temporary Chairman 
and Mr. MéAneny Secretary and Treasurer. 
Delegate Watson, as a representative of the 
New-York City association, reported that that 
body had investigated the charges against the 
administration contained in aresolution of cen- 
sure introduced in the National League’s Con- 
vention in April by Frank M. Loomis of Buffa- 


lo. The committee had found that over 100 
persons were holding office illegally in the 
State departments, aid that there had been a 
large number of changes from the competitive 
to non-competitive schedules. 

Letters had been writt®n to the State Con- 
troller requesting him to discontinue the pay- 
ment of salaries to persons illegally holding 
oftice, and to the Btate Civil Service Commission- 
ers directing their attention to the violations of 
the law and requesting a conference at a time 
and place to be fixed by the Civil Service Com- 
missioners. The letters, written three weeks 
ago, had evoked no responses as yet. 

The report was received and Mr. Loomis and 
Mr. Oary of New-York City were appointed a 
committee to represent the league at such a 
conference, Committees were appointed to 
select permanent officers and to decide what le- 
gal steps should be taknn to rectify existing 
abuses. The league decided upon an Execu- 
tive Committee to be formed by representatives 
from each local civil sesvice reform organi- 
zation. This committee willin September call 
the next meeting of the league.

MR. POWER MAY YET AOCOEPT. 


Shipping Commissioner Reed’s Refusal to 
Leave His Office. 





WASHINGTON, June 29.—Mr. Maurice J. Power 
has not declined the appointment by Secretary 
Carlisle to be Shipping Commissioner at New- 
York, but, he may do so. He is here to talk 
with Secretary Carlisle and the President about 
the matter, and he will lay before both gentle- 
Me6A some Circumstances that may lead the Ad- 
ministration to conclude that it may be neces- 
sary to select another person for that office. 

Mr. Power expresses the highest gratification 
at haviug been offered the position, which he 
believes he could fill to the satisfaction of the 
Government. Immediately after he had in- 
timated his acceptance of it some business 
affairs in which he is interested became tangled, 
and it became necessary that he should give 


| them his personal attention. This he discov- 


ered that be could not do, if he is expected to 
take possession at once of the office of Shipping 


Commissioner. His purpose is to lay the whole 
matter before Secretary Carlisle, and if that 
olticer thinks that a new Commissioner muat be 
chosen at once, Mr. Power will be ready to 
waive the place and to give the Administration 
a chance to inviteina new man. If the ottice 
can wait for him he may yet fill it. 

Mr. Power is of the opinion that there must be 
some mistake about the report that Commis- 
sioner Reed has been declaring to the Secretary 
his intention to dispute the occupation of the 
otfice by his successor. Mr. Power saya that the 
day his appointment became public Mr. Reed 
ealled on him, congratulated him upon his ap- 
pointment by secretary Carlisle, took him to the 
Commissioner’s office, showed him the books, 
and offered in many ways to assist him 
in becoming acquainted with the business 
of the ottiee he was about to assume, 

This seems odd in view of the receipt by As- 
sistant Secretary Curtis of a long dispatch 
signed Reed, declaring that the Secretary has 
no right to remove him and setting forth many 
reasons why he should be continued in posses- 
sion of the office. Mr. Power understood from 
Mr. Reed that be had offered to resign the office 
to President Harrison when he was elected, but 
that the President had not acted upon the 
resignation.

Defeat of the Anti-Libel Bill Discussed—

A LONG OONTROVERSY ENDED, 


‘* Printers’ Ink” Admitted to the Mails ag/ 
Second-Class Matter. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Postmaster General 
Bissell has admitted Printers’ Ink, the publica- 
tion of George P. Rowell, to the privilege of the 
mails as second-class mail matter. This publi- 
cation had been accepted as second-class matter 
from 1888 until January, 1892, when Postmas- 
ter General Wanamaker, for reasons that hava 
been set forth at great length in THe New-~- 
York Tims, directed that it be excluded from 
the mails as matter of the second class. 

The publisher of Printers’ Ink contended 
that he was entitled to the same consideration 
as many other publishers enjoying the privi 
lege, and he has kept up the fight in the depart- 
ment with ceaseless activity until now. The 
Postmaster General recently took up the case, 
and he has senta letter to Mr. Rowell and ta 
the Postmaster at New-York directing that the 
publication be restored to the privileges it en- 
joyed before Mr. Wanamaker withdrew them, 
The letter sets forth the reasons for which the 
privilege is renewed. 

Itis found that the publication has about 
11,000 eirculation, and that there is a subscrip- 
tion list for about half that number. This en- 
titles it to be considered as a paper not exoclu- 
sively for advertising purposes, and the 
circumstances are cousidered to be very diifer« 
ent frum those presented earlier tn the contro- 
versy. Ifthe argument was made now, as it 
was when it was presented by Priniers’ ink at 
first, when the cireulation was 50,000 and the 
subscription list was but a few hundred, the 
Postmaster General is of the opinion that he 
would decide against the admission of the 
publication as second-class matter. But the 
Postmaster General does not regard the de- 
cision as one that is irrevocable. It is intimated 
to Mr. Rowell that if the free ciroulation of the 
publication in question should be unduly in- 
creased, the privilege accorded would be with- 
drawn. The decision is rendered upon the ex- 
isting state of thiugs and upon a change of 
those conditions it is possible that the question 
might be again brought up by a withdrawal of 
the second-class privilege. _ 

There is reason to fear that this decision will 
not prove satisfactory to those who have adver- 
tising publications that are made valuable 
enough to secure stbscribers because they ob- 
tain circulation. The understanding of the law 
in the department is that the Postal Service 
should not be used by advertisers at 
the expense of the taxpayers, and that 
it is improper for the Government 
to be made a partner in advertising 
speculations. But should a limit be drawn as 
to the number of copies of publications contaln- 
ing advertisements admissible to the mails at 
the second-class rate, it is possible thata ver. 
nice controversy would follow. It is beliey 
that the settlement of the case of Printers’ Ink 
will be the signal for applications by man

SENATOR J. P. JONES SPEAKS 
FOR THE FREB-OOINAGE MEN, 





He Says They Will Not Tolerate a Return 
to the Old Law—If the Sherman Act 
Is Repealed and the Demands of the 
Silver Men Are Not Met They will 
Organize a New Party—Free Silver to 
be the Only Issue—Too Early to Fore- 


tell the Result of India’s Action. 


Senator John P: Jones of Nevada said 
yesterday at the Grand Hotel thatif the 
next Congress repeals the Sherman act 
and does not pass a substitute whiéh will 
go as far toward meeting the demands of 
the silver men as the present law a new 
political party will at once spring into ex- 


istence. 
The silver men will not tolerate the re- 


pealof the Sherman act and a return to 
the old law. Party ties, he said, will, in 
such an event, be readjusted, and Repub- 
licans and Democrats who are for free 
coinage will meet together and fight the 


two existing parties. : 
Senator Jones said he would be with the 


new party. 

“You will find,” said he, “that there 
will be splits in the old parties in almost 
every State. The new party will nomi- 
nate candidates for Congress on® year from 
next Fall, and probably nominate ® candi- 
date for President in 1896.” 

“Will thie new party have sufficient 
strength to seriously break the existing 


parties?” 

“ With free silver as its only issué, it will 
carry about every State west of the Missis- 
sippi River, some in the South, and will 
secure heavy votes in neatly every Eastern 


State.” 

Senator Jones was discussing the recent 
attion of the Indian Government concern- 
ing silver, and its probable effect on the 
silver question in this country, particularly 
as regards legislation at the special session 
of Congress. He took the ground that it is 
too early to make predictions. He did not 
think, he said, it would result in the repeal 


of the Sherman act. 

* Until the monetary affairs of India are 
settled,” he said, “‘ we cannot tell what will 
be the permanent effect of the Indian Coun- 
si’sorder. Itis proper to say that the stand- 
ing of silver in India is not yet finally deter- 
mined. If India continues to buy and coin 
silver, not freely.from any bullion owner 
who brings it the mints, but as it is needed, 
charging seigniorage for minting, the ef- 
fect on the silver market of the world will 
not be 80 serious. 

“The repeal of the Sherman act would 
simply be cutting otf the feedpipe which 
supplies one stream of money to the people. 

**] do not look torward to the repeal of 
this act, because the silver advocates want 
it kept upon the statute books. The advo- 
cates of gold insist that it must be repealed. 
If they secure its repeal, the silver men will 
demand a substitute which will guarantee 
to supply at least an equal amount of silver 
money to the people.” 

“What substitute would be agreeable to 
the silver men ?” : ; 

“They want free coinage. They will 
make a stand forthat. The only othersub- 
stitute which I would agree to would be 
the coinage of silver on a readjusted ratio. 
| would not advocate this readjustment of 
the ratio, say of 1 to 20, because I 
favor the coinage of silver at the present 
ratio; but if it became inevitable that 
there could be no other substitute adopted, 
I would accept the coinage of silver at the 
£0 to 1 ratio. 

‘* Phe silver men will revolt if the gold 
men give no substitute. It will bring 
about a revolution anda breaking up of 
parties. 

“The silver issue would not be mixed 
with the other issues which divide the 
parties now. I am a Republican and a pro- 
tectionist, but the silver party would not 
join their fortunes with the protectionists. 

hey will, if they break away, stand ona 
platform of theirown. With this one issue 
they would make their fightin the expec- 
tation of bringing about the passage of a 
free-coinage law.’ 

“Do you expect that the occasion will 
eome for this breaking away of the silver 
men ?” 

“JT expect that @ plan of battle will soon 
be mapped out by those who favor the 
free coinage of silver. I, for one, am ready 
to confer with them as early as possible, to 
determine just what stand we shall take 
when Congress comes together. 

*The silver men will make their stand 
on the basis of a need in the country of 
more money. They will not make the 
issue the simple question of disposing of 
the silver which comes from the mines, 

‘* The increase in the amount of money 
in the country should at least keep pace 
with the increase in population. t does 
not do so now. This whole question is one 
of supply and demand. The demand from 
natural causes, as shown by the census re- 
ports on population, is considerably in ex- 
cese of the supply as shown by the reports 
on the quantity of money in circulation.”

MAILLOUX HAS A TALE TO TELL, 


He Promises to Expose Quebec Boodlers 
and Boston Opium Smugglers. 





Boston, June 2¥.—Elias Majilloux, charged 
with forgery and formerly accountant of the 
Public Works Department of the Province of 
Quebec, bas been arrested in Salem. 

This arrest is a very important one, and will 
bring to light the facts of the forgeries perpe- 
trated on the Province of Quebec Government 
in the month of June, 1892, since which time 
the Canadian authorities have been doing their 
best to capture Majilloux, but without success. 
He has been in South America, Germany, VCali- 
fornia, and different parts of the United States 


during the last year. 

Malloux said to-day: ‘I am implicated in 
the Province of Quebeo forgeries, and know 
that I am wanted in connection with the 
ninety-seven-hundred-dollar check cashed by 
the Union Bank of Quebec. Still, I am not the 
forger. He is yet at large in Quebec, carrying 
on other dangerous games. For all that I have 
been arrested, and I am willing to go back to 
Canada and tull all I know, which will compro- 
mise many persons, most Leap ernee nef those 
who have been the cause of my downfal 

“ Why, the very fellow who forced me to fly and 
placed me on & schooner, and made sure of my 
passage to South America was the real culprit. 
He handed me arevoiver and told me to blow 
my brains out rather than be arrested. He then 
solemnly promised that my name would not be 
mixed up with the trial, and thatin afew months 
I could return home te Canada I believed this 
man, Malenfont, and proceeded to South Amer- 
ica, but, after I had reached there, I found that 
the whole blame of the forgeries was piaced on 
my shoulders, and always by this individual, 
who manipulated the ohecks. Well, I suffered 
the torments of the danined, and finally oon- 
cluded to come back to Canada and give myseif 


u 

I arrived in Halifax, N. 8., on March 26 last, 
and at my home, Kiverdu Loup, the following 
day. After a meéting of afew hours my wife 
and I parted and I crossed over to Maine In 
the month of April I came to Boston. In the 
meantime, it became noised about in Quebec that 
I was in Boston, which caused Malenfontto come 
onand findme. He took me to a hotel, kept me 
drunk a night and a day, and induced me te re- 
turn to South America. 1 consented. 

“He took me to New-York and secured pas- 
sage for me via Antwerp by the Red Star Line, 
I went to Antwerp, but when I reaehed there I 
determined to come back. Well, I arrived in 
Boston yesterday morning and was arrested at 
Balem yeeterday afternoon, and I am not sorry. 
My wind is easier than it has been for a single 
moment during the last year,and when Iam 
taken before Judge Chambers 1 will tell all, 
with much to astonish the world. 

“Why, even before the forgery cases and the 
change of Government, I passed $60,000 worth 
of checks through my hands as accountant of 
the Public Works Department. That was a 
Ministerial steal. All the charges that the con- 
tractor, John P. Whelan, made against the Gov- 
ernment were true. John P. Whelan was too 
good-hearted, as he might have been $150,000 
richer by not dividing that amount with the 
late Government indirectly. He should have 
been like Contractor Charlebois—promise much 
and give nothing, and, when the eleotions took 
place, give to both sides.” 

Mailloux tells an interesting story of a black- 
mail conspiracy in connection with a recent 
opium-smuggling case in this city, in which he 
implicates three men named Morrisette, Boirin, 
and Paulin, and says that when the proper time 
comes he will give information on the smug- 
gling matter that will startle the authorities 
of both countries.

William M. Hayes. 

William M. Hayes, one of the best known pub- 
lic men in Ulster County, N. Y., died suddenly 
at his home in Kingston yesterday morning of 
heart disease. He had just returned from a 
walk and had seated himself at the breakfast 
table, when his head fellover, he lost conscious- 
ness, and in a few moments he was dead. 

Mr. Hayes was born at ‘The Forge,”’ at Cairo, 
Greene County, in 1828, His wife died in this 
city eight years ago. His surviving children 
are Mrs. Frank Ingolsby of Creede, Col, and 
Augustus Hayes of Rondout. 

For twenty-five years Mr. Hayes was Secre- 
tary of the Republican County Central Com- 
mittee. He served one term as County Treas- 
urér, and was recently appointed to that 
position in place of Nicholas E. Brodhead, de- 
ceased. He was at one time United States Loan 
Commissioner, was once elected an Alderman, 
and wasa member of the Kingston Board of 


Education. During Mr. Garfield’s Presi- 
dency he was Postmaster at Kingston. 
At the time of his death he was a 
Trustee of the Kingston Club, a member 
of the Kingston Hospital Association and 
one of its foremost projectors, and a member of 
the Board of Trade. 

He was & Mason and had held the office of 
High Priest in the Horeb Chapter in Kingston. 

Although his physician told him two years 
ago that he had heart disease, Mr. Hayes never 
gaveup his active interest in public move- 
ments, and up to the day of his death was an 
indefatigable worker.

OPPOSITION xortons TO ADJOURN 





‘The Prime Minister Explains His Reasons 


for Urging a Speedy Passage of the 
Home Rule Bill—Much Important Gov- 
ernment Business Yet to be Presented 
—The Necessity for a Cloture Resolution 
Imperative—An Exciting All-Night Ses- 
sion of the House of Commons. 


LONDON, June 29.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Gladstone moved the adoption of 
the resolution, the terms of which were read in 
the House yesterday, providing for the quicker 
passage of the Irish Government act, (the 
Home Rule bill.) 

In speaking to his motion Mr. Gladstone said 
that the Government would not feel justified in 
sanctioning any intermission in the business of 
the House by proroguing or adjourning Par- 
liament until the Home Rule bill was passed 
and supply voted. The resolution was abso- 
lutely necessary. It was as considerate as he 
could possibly contrive. Without resorting to 
some method of cloture it would take more 
than twelve months to pass the bill in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. The character of the 
amendments was such thatif they were accepted 
they would destroy the bill. The Government 
had other important measures which he hoped 
the House would have time to deal with. 

The Right Hon. A J. Balfour, the leader of 
the Opposition in the House, here asked: ‘‘ How 
ean proposals curtailing the liberty of disous- 
sionof the Home Rule bill be a necessity when 
the Prime Minister in the same breath states 
that there is plenty of time to settle other ques- 
tions?” 

Continuing, Mr, Balfour said it was party ex- 
pediency and not Parliamentary necessity that 
inspired the resolution. Nothing but the whole 
energies of Parliament during the whole ses- 
sion were adequate to the Home Rule bill The 
Government wished to evade discussion of a 
new Constitution affecting the United Kingdom. 

Mr. Balfour denied that there was a parallel 
between the clotureresolutions of the Conserva- 
tives in 1887 and the present resolutions. The 
Crimes bill of 1887 was urgent, while the Home 
Rule billis not. He defended the amendments 
to the bill, saying that though they were nu- 
merous none of them was obstructive. Never 
had debates conducted in Committee of the 
Whole more regard for the rules of the House, 
nor had amendments offered more relevancy to 
the subject matter of the bill they were pro- 
posed to improve. 

T. W. Russell, champion of the men of Ulster, 
moved the rejection of the resolution. 

Joseph Chusmberlain, leader of the Liberal 
Unionists, spoke at length against the Govern- 
ment’s plan for curtailing the debate in the 
committee stage. The object of the resolution 
was virtually to gag the ehief contracting party 
to the union. Nothing more monstrous had 
ever been proposed in the House. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Conservative, for Ply- 
mouth, deuounced the Government for not 
noticing the arguments of Unionists. This 
silence,he said, was such a piece of Parliament- 
ary discourtesy as bad not before been re- 
corded. it was the evidence of political 
cowardice. 

Mr. Chaplin, President of the Board of Agri- 
culture under the last Salisbury administration, 
criticised the Ministers hardly less sharply for 
their refusal to debate the resolution, and 
eventually moved that, asa protest against the 
conduct of the Ministry, an adjournment be 


taken. 
Bir William Harcourt replied briefly to the or 
position speakers. The Prime Minister, he said, 
had fully explained the object of the resolution, 
and had stated the Government's reasons for 
introducing it. The arguments given in his 
speech had rendered superfluous any further 
discussion on the part of the Government. 

Mr. Chaplin’s motion to adjourn was defeated 
by a vote of 306 to 279. r. Russell’s motion 
to amend, practically, so as to reject, was de- 
feated by a vote of 3U6 to 279. 

In continuing the debate on the original reso- 
lution, Jesse Collings, Liberal Unionist, for the 
Bardesley division of Birmingham, declared 
thatin stifling amendménts the Government 
might hide another gigantio error like the one 
that rendered reyry ! the revision of the 
financial clauses of the Home Rule biiL He ao- 
cused the Government of intending to evade 
altogether the discussion of the land question. 

Ferdinand de Rothschild, Liberal Unionist for 
the Aylesbury division of Buckinghamshire, 
moved that the House adjourn. verybody 
was anxious, he sald, to follow the Prime Min- 
isier’s example and go to bed. These words 
were greeted with ories of “ Shame!” from the 
Liberals, and the Speaker reproved Mr. de 
kothscnild. 

Sir William Harcourt reminded the House 
that every hour wasted in such futile disous- 
sion shortened the time in which the bill must 
be got through the committee stage. 

In urging the Government to assent to an ad- 
journment Joseph Chamberlain made a cutting 
remark coneerning Mr. Gladstone. Twenty 
Liberal and Irish members cried ‘‘Shame!” and 
somebody shouted “Judas!’’ The Speaker in- 
terrupted the discussion to rebuke the unidenti- 
fied shouter. Mr. Balfour made a final appéal 
to the Government to accept the Kothschild 
motion to adjourn. The House then divided on 
the motion, which was defeated by a vote of 
283 to 257. 

Viscount Cranborue, Conservative, moved to 
adjourn for the reason that the Ministers were 
notin condition at thatlate hour to give dis- 
passionate consideration to the amendments 
proposed. sir William Harcourt, Mr. Balfour, 
and others spoke on the motion. 

Thomas Sexton, Anti-Parnellite for North 
Kerr? accused the opposition of trying to force 
an all-night sitting upon the House and then 
trying to back out. On division the Cranborne 
motion to adjourn was lost by a vote of 270 to 
242, 

After some further discussion Mr. Balfour 
agreed to conclude the offering of amendments 
at 7 o’clock to-day, and Sir William Harcourt 
consented to adjourn the House. The members 
rose a few minutes after 4 o’clock.

THE BERING SEA TRIBUNAL, 


Mr. Phelps Continues His Argument for 
the United States. 


Paris, June 29.—Upon the opening of the 
session to-day of the Bering Sea Tribunal of 
Arbitration Sir Charlies Russell of counsel for 
Great Britain said that he had obtained more 
evidence in regard to Dair séals, concerning 
which Senator John T. Morgan, one of the 
American arbitrators, had made inquiries yes- 
terday. E. J. Phelps of counsel for the United 
States read the new evidence, but neither he 
nor Sir Charles Russell attaches great impor- 
tance to it. 

Mr. Phelps then continued bis closing address, 
devoting the major part of his time to an am- 
plification of his argument regarding the right 
of nations to protect all marine animals in 
which they had a property right. Yesterday in 
arguing this point he referred to the protection 
accorded by Great Britain to her coral and pearl 
oyster industries, which are situated outside of 
territorial waters, and to-day, in further sup- 
port of his argument, he instanced the 
case of Norway, stating that that coun- 
try gave protection to the whales within 
her fiords, which in many cases were 
wider than six miles. Russia’s protection of 
the seals of the Commander Islands was also 
referredto. In connection with the latter point 
Mr. Phelps reviewed the seizure by Russia of 
Canadian and American sealing vessels in Ber- 
ing Sea, aud remarked that the recent Anglo- 
Russian agreement in regard to the Russian 
sealeries was really a concession on the part of 
Great Britain to the firm stand on the question 
taken by Russia. 

Mr. Phelps admitted in the course of his ad- 
dress that protective statutes were generally 
useless outside the territorial jurisdiction, but 
he declared that nevertheless special statutes 
regulating the protection of national property 
woulda become effectual if they were necessary 
aud were reasonably and duly enforced. 

Ho argued thatthe three-mile limit was the 
minimum live of self-defense and not the maxi- 
mum line. Jurisdiction, he contended, nay ex- 
tend much further than the three-mile limit 
when it is necessary to protect special national 
interests. The right of national self-defense 
does pot depend upon statutes. The law for- 
bidding sealing in Bering Sea, besides being ef- 
fectual against Americans, gave notice to na- 
tions other than the United States of what rog- 
ulations were enforeed. 

OTTAWA Ontario, June 29.—Private advices 
to-day from Premier Sir John Thompson, one of 
the British Bering Sea arbitrators, state that 
he ie arranging to sail for Canada July 10, so 
that a decision in the Bering Sea gase is appar- 
entiy certain next week.

LONDON, June 29.—Vice Admiral Sir Mich#el 
Culme-Seymour has been appointed Oom- 
mander in Chief of the British Mediterranean 
Station to succeed Vice Admiral Sir George 
Tryon, who lost hia life by the foundering of the 
battle ship Victoria. 

Sit Michael entered the navy in 1850, became 
& Captain in 1865, a Rear Admiral in 1882, and 
& Vice Admiral in 1888. He served in the Bur- 


mnah war of 1852, in the Baltio end Black Beas 
during the Crimean war, and in the China war.

Populist Railroad Scheme. 

LINCOLN, Neb., June 29.—The first thing 
taken upinthe Populist Railroad Convention 
this morning was the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions, enthusiastically indorsing the 
scheme for an electric railroad through the 
Western States, from Topeka to the Gulf, also 
to the north line of Dakota, with a branch to 
Duluth, 

It was proposed that the road be chartered 
and the management of the scheme be put into 


the hands of a provisional committee by March, 
1894, and that this charter should remain per- 
petually with the people. The estimated cost 
is $30,600,000. itis proposed to bond the line, 
pay nearly all the expenses of building and 
equipping with the bonds, and provide the 

ower by harnessing the artesian wells of Da- 

ota, the rivers, streains, creeks, and rivulets 
along the proposed line and the tides of the 
Gulf of Mexivo. 

The report of the Committee on Plans con- 
tained many criticisms on public officials and 
many aspersions on the motives of public men.

NO BETTER CAMP IN EUROPE. 


Lieut. Heese to Make a Report to Em- 
peror William of His Visit to Peekskill. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., June 29.—A distinguished 
visitor, in the pérson of Lieut. Albrecht Heese 
of the German Legation at Washington, was in 
Camp to-day as the guest of Gen. Porter. Lieut. 
Heese gained his title by meritorious services 
in the artillery of the German Army. 

Some time ago he wrote to Gen. Porter and 
‘asked the privilege of visiting the camp, and 
this morning he arrived in eamp just as the 
companies were forming for battalion drill. He 
was cordially greeted by Gen. Porter, Gen. Me- 
Grath, Col, Phisterer, Col. Storey, and Major 
Stacpele, and after the formalities were over 
he ofitically watched the movements of the 
troops. 

After the drill was over, Lieut. Heese ex- 
pressed himself as greatly pleased with the 
manDwuvres, and then a tour of the camp was 
made, The cleanliness of everything appealed 
to him instantly, and he said that he had never, 
either in Etrope or America, seen & camp 
whioh surpassed this one in neatness and per- 
fect appointments. 

“His Majesty the Emperor, you know,” he 
said, ‘takes a keen and deep interest in mill- 
tary affairs, but it is not known in Germany 
how thoroughly your National Guard conforms 
to the requirements of the regular army. I 


will make an extended report of what I have 
seen hére and will forward it to his Majesty.” 

Lieut. Heese left here at 3 o’clock to spend 
the night at West Point He will return in 
the morning to view the battalion’s movements 
in extended order. 

This was visitors’ day at the camp, and there 
were excursion parties from Brookisn, Pough- 
keepsie, Newburg, Albany, and Troy. Among 
the visitors from Brooklyn were Capt. C. 8t. 
John, George W. Wells, Sergt. Lawrence W.

NEW-YORK DAYS AT GETTYSBURG, 





Veterans to Dedicate Regimental and State 


Monuments, 


Fully 2,000 veterans, representing ninety-two 
New-York regiments, will go at the expense of 
the State to Gettysburg to participate in the 
ceremonies which are to take place there on 
July 1,2,and 3. Many other véterans will go 
attheirown expense, and itis estimated that 
between 6,000 and 10,000 men will witness the 
dedication of New-York’s monument on July 2. 

A special train willleave this morning from 
Jersey City over the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
On it will be the Commissioners who have had 
charge of the arrangements for the ceremonies, 
many invited guests, and two organizations 
representing the city’s Gettysburg veterans— 
the Second New Fire Zonaves and the Fortieth 
New-York Regiment. The veterans will be es- 
corted to the Cortlandt Street Ferry from their 
hall in Essex Market by 100 volunteer firemen, 
veterans of the historic tight. Fifty of these 
firemen will go on to Gettysburg. 

Among others who will probably go on the 
train are Bishop Potter, Gen. O. 0. Howard, 
Gen, James Longstreet, Gen. Alexander Shaler, 
Gen. George 8. Greene, Gen. J. H. H. Ward, 
Gen. James G. Grindlay, Gen. Carl Schurz, Gen. 
George H. Sharpe, Gen. D. M. Gregg, Gen. Denis 
F. Burke, and many prominent members of the 
State Legislature. 

Gov. Flower and his staff will go by special 
train Saturday morning to Harrisburg, where 
they will be received by Gov. Pattison, who 
will conduct them to Gettysburg. 

The Commissioners, who for months past have 
been perfecting the arrangements for the cele- 
bration, are Gen. D. E. Sickles, Major Gen. H. 
W. Slocum, Major Gen. J. B. Carr, Major C. A. 
Richardson, ajor Gen. Josiah Porter, and 
Secretary ot the Commission A. J. Zabriskie. 
The headquarters of the Commissioners will be 
at the Eagle Hotel, Gettysburg. They have 
prepared an elaborate programme. 

The first day will be spent in visiting the va- 
rious parts of the battlefield and the dedication 
oftregimental monuments. The intrenchments 
ey Culp’s Hill will be illuminated in the even- 

ng. 

in the morning of the second day Gen. George 
8. Greene will be received by his brigade on 
Culp’s Hill, and Gen. H. W. Slocum will de- 
liver an oration. In the afternoon the New- 
York monument will be dedicated. After in- 
troductory remarks by Gen. Sickles, the dedi- 
cation address will be made by Bishop Potter. 
Gov. Flower and Gov. Pattisun will then ad- 
dress the veterans, and & poem will be read by 
De Witt C. Sprague. Hymns and songs by the 
Kennicott Quartet will then be sung. A salute 
by a United States battery will conclude the 
ceremonies. 

The third day will be taken up with the com 
pletion of the muster rolls of honor and the fil- 
ing of returns at headquarters for medals. 

During’the reunion on the battlefield the sur- 
vivors of the Exoelsior Brigade of New-York 
will dedicate their beautiful monument, which 
stands on Sickles’s Avenue, near the Peach 
Orchard. The monumentis in theshape of a 
Doric temple, pentagonal in form, and having 
on each of its five sides bronze tablets giving the 
record of the killed, wounded, and missing in 
the battle of each of the five regiments of the 
brigade. The whole is surmounted with a 
bronze eagle with outstretched wings. The 
monumentis 21 fest Sinchésin height.

LOWEST PRIOE FOR WHEAT, 


Market 
Yesterday—Fewer Transactions. 





It Fell Below All Records in This 


Wheat touched the lowest price on record 
yesterday. 

July options opened at 70%s cents per bushel, 
declined to 69%, and closed at 70 cents. The 
most active options are for September, which 
opened at754 cents, declined to 74 9-16 cents, 
and closed at747.s cents. 

Chicago led the downward movement, on ac- 
count of financial uneasiness and forced liquida- 
tion inthe West. It was helped along here by 


high rates formoney. The difficulty of obtain- 
ing accommodation has advanced the cost of 
carrying wheat from month to month to 6 cents 
a bushel, against the usual charge of one-quar- 
ter of 1 cent. 

Despite low prices the wheat situation was 
not as dark yesterday as it was the day before, 
when transactions in 12,000,000 bushels 
brought on a break of 2 cents. Yesterday’s 
break was Jess than 1 cent, and the volume of 
transactions dropped to 7,100,000 bushels. 

A sign still more favorable was the engace- 
ment of 300,000 bushels for export. Low prices 
have tempted foreign buyers to enter this mar- 
ket. There is now no objection to the price of 
the grain. If satisfactory freight charges can 
be arranged there will be every prospect of 
large sales for export from this time on. 

The outlook in this respect was indicated yes- 
terday by cables saying that vessels that have 
been laid up for along time at European ports 
on account of the scarcity of American freights 
were now coming here in large numbers in bal- 
last, expecting to carry back cargoes of grain.

Among the Canoeists. 


—Frank C. Moore has bought the racing canoe 
Torment from Harry Smythe of the Brooklyn Canoe 
Club, and will race in her this season. She was 
built by Ruggles at Charlotte in 1892, and is a very 
fast Canoe, though she was raced so little while in 
Smythe’s hands that she had nochance to makea 
record, At the Marine and Field regatta last Satur- 
day, however, she finished fifth in the unlimited 
sailing, second in the club sailing, and first 
in the race for the Marine and Field Clabv Cnp. 
The Marine and Field Club Cup, which is offered 
anunoally to open competition in a canoe-sailing race, 
is a handsome silver trophy about 16 inohes high, 
and is valued at considerably more thau $100. It 
was first offered in 18391, and since that time the 
race for it has always been the most intereeting and 
important event of the annual canoe regatta 
of the olub, and some of the _ best racing 
men of the country have come bundreds of 
miles to compete for it. In 1891 and 1892 it was 
won by David Goddard of the Vesper Boat Club of 
Lowell, Mass., and herefore became his property, 
as the conditions By that if won twice in suc- 
cession it could be held permanently. A new ou 
of exactly similar design repiaced it this year an 
was won by Schuyler Schieffolin of the Marine and 
Field Club in F. Moore's canoe Torment at the 
annual regatta last Saturday. Mr. Schieffelin will 
hold itfor a year at least, and, if heis lucky at the 
regatta next June, may be able to hold it much 
longer. 


—The Knickerbocker Canoe Club have at last re- 
ceived their big war canoe, and it is safely housed in 
their handsome clubhouse at One Hundred and 
Fifty-second Street and the Hudson River. It is 
fully three months since they first ordered it from 
the makers in Canada, and since that time there has 
occurred a series of delays and disasters which sorely 
tried the patience of the Knickerbocker men. The 
delays in building and shipping were numerons, anid 
when finally shipped it went astray on the railroad 
and had to be hunted up by a “tracer.” Then when 
it finally arrived in New-York and was unloaded 
from the car, it had been but a few hours on the 
freight pier before an unruly team of horses forced 
the pole of a heavy wagon through its side, snd 
damaged it to such an extent that it was foared it 
might have to be sent back toits makers for repairs. 
It has been repaired, however, atthe expense of the 
tirm owning the wagon, and is safe in the clubhouse, 
but the first thing that is done by every man who 
comes to the house now is to look at the war canoe 
to see what has happened to it since he last saw it. 
The club has about decided that it has a “ hoodoo.” 


—The meet of the Atlantic Division of the Ameri- 
can Canoe Association will not be held on Great 
Captain's Island, near Port Chester, as at first an- 
nounced, but will be instead at Chimmon’s Island, 
which is about ten miles further up the Sound, near 
South Norwalk, Conn. The change was necessary 
becanse the Camp Site Committee suddenly learned 
almost at the last moment, that the division would 
not have the exclusive use of the island as had been 
promised. ‘hey therefore accepted the offer of the 
owner of the other island, an‘! the meet will be he!d 
thers, beginning next Saturday. Chimmon’s Isiand 
is much larger than Captain's island, as it contains 
about sixty acres, ani’ possesses many more ad- 
vantages. It has several available buildings and 
three fine springs. Itis well wooded, and there are 
several good beaches. The arrangements for trans- 
portation, tents, tloors, d@c., will be the same as al- 
ready announced, with only the necessary incidental 
changes. The island is about two miles from South 
Norwalk, and a launch will run to meet trains there. 


—Commmodore William W. Blow of the Oakland 
(Cal.) Canoe Club is on a visit to Eastern clubs ac- 
companied by his son, who is also a member of the 
clab. He attended the regatta of the Brooklyn Ca- 
noe Club a few weeks ago and was present at the 
meet of the Eastern division of the American Canoe 
Association at Haddam Island in the Connecticut 
river. Commodore Blow is one of the pioneers in 
canoeing, and has been interested in the sport 
since ita tirst introduction into this country, 
more than twenty years ago. For several years he 
Was @ prominent figure atthe annual canoe meets, 
and upon moving to San Francisco he founded the 
Oakland Canoe Club, now the largest and best- 
known club on the Pacific coast. He will attend the 
annual mest of the American Canoe Association in 
the Thousand Islands next August. 

—The Jersey City Canoe Club, formerly known as 
the Crescent, whose house was on the Newark Bay 
shore at Greenville, was recently burned. Fourteen 
boats were destroyed, besides the house, furniture, 
and much individual property. This is the third 
time its house has been destroyed by fire, evidently 
incendiary each time, and it will probably not again 
rebuild in that locality. The loss was entire the 
first time, but was partially covered by insurance 
this time.

HARVARD STOCK GOES UP 


IT LOOKS LIKE AN EXOITING 
RACE AT NEW-LONDON. 





Even “Bob” Cook Says Yale Will Win 
Only by a Narrow Margin—Both Crews 
in the Best of Condition for the Great 
Event—Fearing as Strong 
The Race te be Rowed in the Morn- 
ing If the State of the Water Will 
Possibly Permit. 


as Ever— 


NeEw-Loxpon, OConn., June 29,—To-morrow 
Morning at 10:50 the great four-mile 
race op the Thames between Harvard and 
Yale will be rowed, wind and weather per- 
mitting. The prospects to-night are for one 
of the closest races that has ever been rowed 
between the representatives of the two uni- 
versities. Harvard stock has come up tre- 
mendously within the last twenty-four hours 
as a result of theexcellent showing made by 
the crimson oarsmen in their practice spins of 
yesterday and to-day. The crew is rowing very 
fast, and Yale will have to hustle if she means 
to win. The men of both crews are in splendid 
condition, and there is likely to be nothing to 
mar the great event. 

“Bob” Cook said to-night: “I think Yale 
will win, but if she does it will be by the very 
narrow margin of from a length to a length and 
a half.” 

This seems to be the general opinion among 
the wearers of the dark blue, and they are very 
Joth to give odds, although some bets are being 
made at the odds of 6to5. Dr. William A. 
Brooks, Harvard, ’87, a veteran oarsmen, is 
very certain that the Harvard crew will cross 
the line the winners. He says that the crew is 
rowing splendidly, while Yale is by no means 
up to her usual high standard. 

It is quite possible that the race will not come 
off until the afternoon, in which case it will be 
rowed up stream, and will be started from just 
above the railroad bridge at 7:50. The water 
in the morning, if the wind is in the northwest, 
which is the prevailing wind here at this time 
of the year, will be too rough to permit of the 
race being started at the advertised time. New- 
London people are rather hoping that the race 
will be postponed, for if it ia the big crowds 
will be forced to stay in town and spend their 
money. Ifthe race is rowed in the morning 
Harvard will have the east, which is considered 
the better course, while Yale will take the west, 
or New-London, side; ff the race is postponed 
the Captains of the crews will toss for positions. 

There is the usual excitement, and there are 
erowds about the hotels to-night, although the 
trains to-day have not brought in as largea 
number of people as is generally to be found 
here on the eve of the race. But the early 
morning specials from Boston and New-York 
will no dcubt augment the throng consider- 
abiy. The races during the last two years have 
been eo one-sided that the general public has 
somewhat lost interest. Yale is the favorite in 
the betting, but there is comparatively little 
money being wagered. 

This morning $50 to$40 wastaken atthe 
current odds bya gentleman at the Pequot 
House. Another wager of $75 to $50 was 
posted at Yale headquarters. The betting in 
Boston is reported to be 5 to 3 in favor of Yale, 
with plenty of Harvard moneyin the market. 
A late arrival from New-Haven reports a loss 
of confidence in the ability of the favorite crew 
to win the race. 

“I was commissioned last night,"’ he said, 
“to place $5000n Yale, but this morning be- 
fore ileft, my instractions were to let the men 
row without betting a cent. This, too, was on 
the advice of a man whois on the inside so far 
ae Yale is concerned.” 

The local committee went over the course this 
morning, and saw that all the flags were in 
position. Every precaution is tobe taken to 
keep the course free of craft. The referee's 
boat Polly, the press boat Manhanset, and the 
steam yacht Cora, which will carry the sub- 
siitutes of the two crews and ex-university oars- 
men, are the only boats which will be permit- 
ted to follow the crews. The revenue cutter 
Dexter, under the direction of Collector Saxton, 
will police the course. In previous years there 
have been many narrow escapes from serious 
accidents because of the attempts of the masters 
of river craft and excursion steamers to crowd 
in directly behind the referee's and press boats. 

Probably not less than 10,000 people will wit- 
ness the race if the weather is pleasant, and 
there is every prospect thatit will be. Many 
means for seeing the contest from a comfortable 
position will be afforded. The observation train 
of forty cars will leave the Union passenger 
station at 10:15 A. M. sharp, about half an 
huur before the start. The train will carry 
about 3,600 persons. It will proceed up to 
the head of the course and start back with 
the race. Tickets for the train are $2.50 
each, The-cars are especially designed for the 
business, and each oar is,equipped with patent 
air-brakes and Gould couplers. Wednesday 
afternoon the train was given a rehearsal, run- 
ning over the four miles just as it will go to- 
morrow to familiarize the train men with the 
working of the oars. Superintendent MoKenzie, 
General Passenger Agent Southard, and other 
New-Lendon Northern officials will be in charge 
of the train. 

The steamer City of Richmond will aleo af- 
ford an excellent means of witnessing the race. 
The steamer will leave the Shore Line wharf at 
10:15 A. M., and has accommodations for 1,500 
people. After the race the steamer will make a 
landing at the Pequot and Fort Griswold bouses. 
The steamer Biock Island will leave for the race 
from Central Whert half au hour before the 
start. After the race the beat will return te 
New-London to land nee ge and then pro- 
ceed to Montville and Norwich. 

The steamer City of Worcester, Capt. H. C. 
Lanphert, will leave her wharf half an hour be- 
fore the start. The Worcester, like the others, 
will anchor near the finish, where a full view of 
~ =< boats can be had as they come down the 
river. 

The steamer Manhanset, the press boat for 
the race, will leave Central Wharf for the upper 
end of the course at 10 o’clock. 

An important conference was heid at the Har- 
vard headquarters late this afternoon, at which 
the arrangements for the race were completed. 
Mr. George L. Rives, the referee, was there, and 
the Yales’ representatives were George A. 
Adee, “Josh” Hartwell, Captain of last year’s 
eight, and Alfred W. Cowles. The men who did 
the talking for Harvard were Harry Keyes and 
Neleon Perkins, the coaches of the crimson 
crew, and Lawrence E. Sexton of New-York 
and Charies Francis Adams, Jr., of Boston. 

It wae at this meeting that the question came 
up as to whatshould be done if it should be 
found necessary to postpone the race until 
evening. The Harvard mén centended that 
there would be plenty of time to settle that 
question after the race had been postponed. 
‘they were very anxious te row in the morning, 
and thought that every effort should be made, 
to have the race started at the advertised hour, 
10:50, but the Yale men insisted that.some de- 
finite hour should be set in case of postponte- 
ment,and after afriendly argument of more 
than an hour, the time was set at 6:50,in case 
the water was too rough in the morning. 

The other officers of the race besides Referees 
Rives are: For Harvard—L. HB. Sexton, ju : 
Nelson Perkins, —— Ferm For Yale—A. W. 
Cowles, judge; George A. Ades, timekeeper. The . 
referee’s boat will be the Polly, a very fast Her- 
reshoff from Boston. 

Judges and referee are expected to be on 
board promptly at 9 o'clock, when they will go 
over the course to see if the water is in proper 
condition, and if it is, to order the crews to the 
starting fag. 

Both the crews took very light work to-day. 
The Harvard men rowed Soh morning and 
afternoon,but were out fer aghort time only on 
each occasion. dimner they took a sail of ' 
a couple of bours down the river, and around 
the Pequot into the Sound, on the Cora, Joha A. 
Morris's beautiful steam yacht. The men are 
in Fe condition, accormiing to the coaches 
and Dr. Conant, who has been looking after 
their physical well-being. 

Fearing, who had been ailing for three or four 
days, seems to have entirely recovered and says 
be ieelaas strong and well as he ever did 
‘here is very little nervousness in the crew 
and they seemed to realize this afternoon that 
the grand struggle for which they have been in 
training for more than six months was so near 
at hand. To-night after they came in from 
their final practice about 7:30 they sat about 
after supper for an hour listening to the music. 
of a quartet composed of the negro cooks, and 
then went to bed for a good long rest. 

ylt the water is smooth the crew will use a 
light paper shell made last year by Waters of 
Troy. Itisone of the best boats that the fa- 
mous builder of eight oars has ever turned eut 
and is said to be very fast. If the water should 
be rough Keyes will put his men into a 
cedar boat which weighs about thirty pounds 
more than the peper boat.

“Foxy” Bancroft in the old days. This is of 
decided interest, as many Harvard oarsmen 
who were taught the art of rowing by Mr. Ban- 
croft contend thatthe stroke of to-day is en- 
tirely different from that which they learned. 

Mr. Belehaw aiso said when he saw the Yale 
crew that its stroke was radically different 
from the so-called ‘‘ Bob Cook” stroke, which 
proved more or less conclusively what Harvard 
men have been saying for the t half dozen 
years, that Mr. Cook has been taught many 
things by the Cornell men, and also by the radi- 
cal departure which was made inthe Harvard 
atroke of 1885 by “Jim” Storrow.

WAITING FOR THE GREAT CONTEST. 


Visitors at New-London Enjoying Delight- 
fal Weather—Some of the New Arrivals. 


New-Lonpow, Conn., June 29.—All those col- 
legians and watermen whose heads did not 
ache too much from the over-night celebration 
of the Yale freshmen’s victory or the conviv. 
ial methods of expressing sympathy with the 
defeated crews of Harvard and Columbia, 
arose bright and early this morning. The per- 
fect zephyr of @ southern breeze,a biue and 
almost cloudless sky, and a flood of glorious 
sunshine greeted their awaking. A large num- 
ber went down to the “ White Beach” for a dip 
inthe ocean. These and those fortunate resi- 
dents of the Pequot who arose with the dawn 
were treated to a grand sight. 

It was the first really fine morning seen upon 
the harbor and Sound for nearly three weeks.

The 
long-expected change took place this morning, 
and ere the sun had risen, the sailors aboard 
hundreds of these craft were busying them- 
selves hoisting saliand putting their boats in 
seagoing, trim. By 7 o’clock they were passing 
from the harbor to the Sound by the score.

JUDGE PRATT OF BROOKLYN SETS 
ASIDE THE AWARD. 





The Appraisers Valued the Water Supply 
Plant and Franchise at $570,000—The 
Company Protested and the Court Ap- 
pointed a New Commission—The Water 
Supply Company Said to be a Tenant of 
One of the New Commissioners—Views 


of Brooklyn Citizens. 


The scandal of the attempt to force the tax- 
payers of Brooklyn to purchase the plant send 
franchise of the Long Island Water Supply 
Company at an exhorbitant price has again 
been brought prominently before the public eye. 
Judge Calvin E. Pratt of the Supreme Court 
has furnished the medium for its present ap- 
pearance with an order setting aside the award 
made by the Commissioners of Appraisal ap- 
pointed by the court. 

The public hoped that this scandal had been 
put down once and forall by the work of the 
Commission of Appraisal, but it all has to be 
gone over again, for Judge Pratt has appointed 
an entirely new commission that has shades of 
color in it not entirely reassuring to those who 
wish to see the city acquire the property at a 
fair valuation. 

All the work of the o]d commission is thrust 
aside by Judge Pratt as completely as though 
that work had never been done. The new Com- 
missioners named are John L. Hill, who will 
probably be Chairman; Hugo Hirsch, Freder- 
ick Jensen, Dr. W. H. Bates, and Williamson 
Rapelje. 

Williamson Rapelje is the only one of the five 
Commissioners who resides in the Twenty- 
sixth Ward, formerly the town of New-Lots. 
His residence is on Pennsylvania Avenue near 
the New-Lots Road. The plant of the Long 
Island Water Supply Company is in the Twenty- 
sixth Ward. 

The Long Island Water Supply Company, 
whose property Mr. Rapelje will appraise, is 
said to be a tenant of his. A prominent real 
estate dealer of the Twenty-sixth Ward, who 
did not wish to have his name used, stated that 
the office of the company, at the corner of Ful- 
ton Street and Sheffield Avenue, was owned by 
Mr. Rapelje. Inquiries among the tenants of 
the house elicited the information that it was 
owned conjointly by Mr. Rapelje and Jobn H. 
Ireland. 

Mr. Rapelje is the largest real estate owner 
in the ward and is considered by his neighbors 
to be the wealthiest of its residents. The Ra- 
pelje farm, which he almost wholly owns and 
entirely manages, originally extended from 
Evergreens Cemetery to Jamaica Bay, be- 
tween lines which would correspond now to 
Pennsylvania and Alabama Avenues. it was 


a stretch of land over two miles in length and 
an averuge width of more than 800 feet, all of 
which lies within the Twenty-sixth Ward. 

To this Mr. Rapelje has added numerous 
pieces of land, many of them in close proximity 
to the water works, which are situated on At- 
lantic Avenue, between Logan and Chestnut 
Streets, Richmond Street, which runs between 
them, being closed by the plant. Mrs. Rapelje 
was formerly a Miss Scheuck, and brought to 
her husband a large amount otf property in New- 
Lots. 

Besides attending to his real estate interests, 
Mr. Rapelje has invested considerabie money in 
building. q 

Mr. Kapelje is at present visiting the World’s 
Pair, and will not return until after the Fourth. 

The Commission of Appraisal which was ap- 
pointed in answer to a popular demand, after 
the sub rosa purchase and sale under the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Chapin had failed, was 
composed of Edward M. Shepard, E. W. Bliss, 
Hiram W. Hunt, Edward Kowe, and Charlies E. 
Emery. The popular demand which led to the 
appointment of these men was the result of ac- 
tion taken by William J. Gaynor showing thai 
the price which the Mayor Chapin administra- 
tion hud agreed to pay would make the pur- 
chase a public steal 

In determining what would bo a fair purchase 

rice the old commission—the one whose work 
See now been set aside by Judge Pratt—did a 
great amount of work. Hearings extending 
over Many months were held and volumes of 
testimony taken. Judge Pratt, who has nulli- 
fied this work, will be remembered for the posi- 
tion he occupied in the matterof the Sugar 
‘rrust receivership, the New-York boodle Alder- 
men cases, and the revolting Dr. McGonegal 
case. 

The old commission made a majority and a 
minority report, but the majority report was 
ail that the law required, and, as the judgment 
to be rendered was merely upon a question of 
fact, the fixing of # valuation on the water 
company property, there was no idea that a 
Judge would do anything else than contirm it, 
unless it was impaired by some serious legal 
defect. This belief, however, did not take 
Judge Pratt into calculation. 

The majority report, signed by Edward M. 
Shepard, Hiram W. Hunt, and E. W. Bliss, fixed 
the price which the city should pay for the 
water company plant and franchise at $570,- 
000. Of this $500,000 was to go to the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company, as trustee tor the bond- 
holders, with interest, making in all $517,580, 
and the Long Isiand Water Supply Company 
was to get the balance of $53,486. 

The minority report, signed by Commission- 
ers Rowe and Emery, said that $2,000,000 
shotld be paid. This was regarded as rathor 
rich in view of the fact that the original exor- 
bitant price fixed upon by Mayor Chapin, Con- 
troller Jackson, and Auditor Rutan was only 
$1,250,000. With that original price a promi- 
nent Brooklyn politician was heard to make the 
boastin the Brooklyn Club that if tbe deal 
went through he would clear $500,000. 

Of course there was a how! from those inter- 
ested in the water company at the award made 
by the majority of the Commissioners. They 
did not contend that the award was not ample 
to cover all present property and value, but 
they wanted to sell on the basis of prospective 
protits. At the hearings, Thomas f. Pearsall 
and William C. De Witt, who appeared for the 
water company, called alot of so-called expert 
witnesses to testify as to the value of the fran- 
chise heid by the company to supply water to 
the Twenty-sixth Ward for the coming forty 

ears or more. Counsel for the company con- 

nded that the valuation should be made on 
the basis uf these prospective profits, and they 
declared that the award should be about 

2,000,000. That was just what Commissioners 

owe and Emery thought and said in their 
minority report. 

The views of the majority of the Commission- 
ers on this point were set forth when, after 
telling how the water company was ineorporat- 
ed to supply the town of New-Lots, now the 
Twenty-sixth Ward, they said: 

“The water company has claimed that * * * it 
aoquired a right of the Dature of a contract to the 
exolusion of ali other persons, corporations, and au- 
thorities, to ‘publicly purvey water tothe town and 
its inhabitants. We think otherwise. We do not 
find in the law any prohibition upon the town au- 
thorities to make another grant to avother company. 

“Itis probable that the authorities of a town, 
after hh 3 grauted the application of a water 
company which, upon the faith of the grant, has in 
good faith and with diligence constructed its reser- 
voir and plant and laid its pipes, ought not to grant 
the application of another company so long us the 
first company discharges its obligations with fair- 
ness and to public advantage. They certainly ought 
not until the first company, so acting, has been 
fairly compensated by its profits for its investments, 
risks, and services to the public. 

“In valuing the franchise of the present water 
company we have, therefore, made what we believe 
to be fair and ample allowance for the value which 
its iranchise gains from the probability that liberal 
good faith will be observed by the authorities in not 
subjecting it to rivalry until it has .een so fairly 
compensated.” 

The company insisted, however, thatan award 
of $2,000,000 would not more thau compensate 
it for the money it expected to earn under its 
charter, and also insisted thatits charter gave 
it the exclusive right to furnish water to the 
Twenty-sixth Ward. When ex-Judge Reynolds 
and Albert G. McDonald, who appeared for the 
City of Brooklyn at the hearings, moved before 
Justice Pratt for confirmation of the majority 
award, the water company’s lawy#rs were there 
to ask that that award should be set aside. 

Judge Pratt sct the award aside, giving a 
lengthy opinion as to why he did so. Then the 
water company lawyers asked that a new com- 
mission should be appointed, and this was done

TESTING THE MAINE’S ENGINES. 


Preliminary Trial of the New Cruiser’s 


an American 





Machinery at the Navy Yard. 


The preliminary trial of the machinery of the 
new armored cruiser Maine was conducted at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday. The teat 
embraced the running of both the main and 
auxiliary engines. Atthe works of the N. F. 
Palmer, Jr., Company, the builders of the 
Maine’s engines, it was said yesterday that the 
official trial of the engines would not take place 
for fully ten days. It appears the builders of 
the engines have found more preliminary test- 


ing necessary than they had originally counted 
upon. 

The operations of the engines yesterday 
showed much smoothness in the working parts. 
High pressures have not yet been tried upon 
the boilers of the Maine. he contractors will 
wait until the official test is on before subject- 
= the boilers to service conditions. 

he Maine as she now sits in the water pre- 
sents a far different appearance from that seen 
when she first took to the stream on the ocoa- 
sion of herlaunch. When she firat slid into the 
Wallabout she rode high out of the water: Since 
tne launch she has been loaded down with many 
hundreds of tons. Her machinery, her super- 
structure deck,and some of her armor have 
been put in place. 

As she appears now the Maine approaches 
somewhat to the general outlines of the big 
Brazilian iron-olad Aquidaban. When the Maine 
has all her armorin piace, and is provisioned 
for a three years’ cruise, with men, guns, and 
ammunition on board, she will have her main 
deck not much more than twelve feet out of 
water. 


GEORGE GOULD HURRYING HOME. 


This Is Supposed to Mean the “L” Com- 
pany Is Ready to Talk Rapid Transit Again. 





There seems to be no doubt now that as soon 
as George Gould can get home from Europe 
the Manhattan Directors will be ready to re- 
sume negotiations with the Rapid-Transit Com- 
missioners.

The celebration will be most elaborate in the 
Manufactures and Liberal Arts Building, in the 
great gallery as wellas on the floor. The ex- 
hibitors or their representatives at the meeting 
held in Festival Hall this afternoon decided to 
march in a body to the gates of the fair, where 
the parade from the city would pass into the 
grounds, and welcome the body. The foreign 
exhibitors will be invited to join their American 
fellows in the demonstration at the gates. The 
Declaration of Independence will be read in the 
American sections of every building at 9 
o’olock A. M. 

A display of fireworks will be made a regular 
part of the evening attractions at the World's 
Fair, beginning next week. The evenings on 
which the display of fireworks will be given 
have not yet been decided upon. Saturday, of 
course, Will be one of them; Sunday may be the 
other. 

The Paraguayan exhibits remained closed and 
covered to-day, while every exposition official, 
excepting Director General Davis, was either 
endeavoring to shirk responsibility for the in- 
sult to Commissioner Hassler, or else had delib- 
erately and intentionally ignored the protest.

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WHY HE HOISTED THE FLAG 


EX-MINISTER STEVENS REVIEWS 
HIS OOURSE AT HONOLULU. 


Address to His Fellow-Citizens of Augus- 
ta, Me.—Desire to Protect American 
Interests Was His Ruling Motive, He 
Says—The Occasion Demanded Prompt 
and Vigorous Action, and He Took It— 
Annexation Declared to be the Only So- 
lution of the Pending Trouble. 





AvGusTA, Me., June 29.—John L. Stevens, ex- 
Minister to the Hawaiian Islanda, at the invita- 
tion of his fellow-citizens of this city, delivered 
Bu address this evening, in which he reviewed 
his course in Honolulu and discussed the ques- 
tion of annexation. He spoke as follows: 

“I am claiming no special merit when I say 
that as an American representative abroad I 
have maintained it as a cardinal principle of 
my service to recognize no home or domestic 
politics in my official action. Looking through 
the telescope of distance, I have been able to 
see only a common flag floating over the Ameri- 
©au Nation. 

“Touching Hawaiian affairs at this time, I 
Geem it especially fitting to stand in this atti- 
wude of an American only. I fully recognize, 
and am glad to recognize, that in the seventy 
years of American relations to the Hawalian 
Islands the great parties of this country have 
eccupied common ground and shown a firm 
American front to our foreign rivals and an 
equal determination to protect the American 
and native Hawaiian interests in those islands. 

*“*We have said in effect, if not in words, to 
other nations: ‘ Youmay, if you will, take posses- 
sion of many islands in the Pacific, subdue and 
improve them at your will, but in these islands, 
etanding at our gates and fronting our coasts, 
American rights and intereste are before all 
foreign claimants, the natives shall be protect- 
ed and civilized, and American interests de- 
fended.’ 

“This broad American claim to priority and 
euperiority has been equally maintained under 
the Whigs by Daniel Webster and John M. Clay- 
ton as Secretaries of State, under the Demo- 
crates by President Pierce and William L. 
Marcy, and by President Cleveland and Secre- 


Stary Thomas F. Bayard, and under the Repub- 
lican Administrations by William H. Seward, 
Hamilton Fish, and James G. Blaine. 

“ Assuming the responsibilities of the Minis- 
ter of the United States at Honolulu, in the 
light of these facts, my duty was plaiv. The rec 
ords of the legation for more than baif a cent- 
ury indicated what my country had the right 
to expect of me, and thatif I permitted Amer!- 
@an interests to sutfer by my neglect or want of 
courage I would be beld responsible. 

“In no way interfering with the internal 
— affairs of the jislands, cultivating the 

est possible relations with the existing au- 
thorities, I carefully set, myself to a thorough 
investigation of the moral, political, and com- 
Mercial state of affairs. This required many 
months, for it was proper for me to obtain 
thorcugh information in a quiet, unobtrusive 
Way. 

*The monarchy died by its own revolutionary 
hand—a suicide of blindness, incompetence, and 
corruption. The manner in which the Hawalian 
monarchy came to its end, the circumstances 
which caused the landing of the United States 
maval force at Honolulu, Jan. i6, 1 have al- 
Teady stated in my address at San Frencisco, 
which I need not now repeat. 

**I will not occupy your time in repeating the 
abeurd charge of the fallen Queen’s unscrupu- 
lous lawyer and the other individuals of the lot- 
tery and opium gang, who corruptly shared her 

sociation—the charge that the United States 

inister and the commander of the Boston over- 
turned the monarchy. As a matter of curiosity 
bearing on this point, which may interest you 
pomewhat, I will read a copy of the commun!- 
pation addressed to me by the Queen, signed by 
herself and by the four Ministers who had been 
closely identified with herin herrevolutionary 
proceedings: 

The assurances conveyed by a royal proclamation 
by myselfand Ministers yesterday having been re-

“The salutary effect of thus raising the flag 
was immediate aud remarkable. Quiet, con- 
fidence, and perfect order at once took the place 
of panio, fear, and distrust. Language cannot 
adequately express the joyful feelings of the 
large American colony and of all the better 
elements of the other nationalities. 

“It has beon said that President Harrison 
and Secretary Foster disapproved of our action. 
I have never 60 understood it, Secretary loster 
after our action was taken did oarefully defize 
just how far the effect of our qualified protect- 
orate and flag raising should go, and his defini- 
tion and instruction on the subject were just 
what the provisional Government and the 
American representative intended when the 
flag was raised, and just what the provisional 
Government and American representative 
thought and intended that our published docu- 
ment and otticial action expressed. 

“The one essontial and effective step we took 
was to raise the flag—we only did that, and pre- 
cisely that President Harrison and Secretary 
Foster never disapproved. It remained up sev- 
enty-five days. During that time wll had been 
accomplished which had been promised and ex- 
pected when it was raised. In that time two 
foreign war ships had arrived at Honolulu, but 
the American fiag was up, and thus all danger 
of dual or tripartite arrangements as to Hawaili- 
an affairs was avoided and the just American 
predominance successfully maintained. 

“fam but too glad to believe that the pres- 
ent Administration has no thought of giving up 
this vantage ground, to which the bold and vig- 
orous dlapatch of Secretary Bayard, approved 
by President Cleveland to Minister Merrill, 
July 12, 1887, powerfully contributed. The lan- 
guage ofthe dispatch when an outbreak was 
feared in the Summer of 1887, was the follow- 


ing:

mestic affairs of Hawaii in accordance with the poli- 
cy and practice of this Government, yet obstruciion 
to the channels of legitimate commerce under exist- 
ing law must not be allowed, and American citizens 
in Hawaii must be protected in their persons and 

roperty by the representatives of their country’s 
aw and power, and no internal discord must be sul- 
fered to impair them.’ 

“These were the latest instructions to the 
United States Minister at Honolulu, on file at 
the legation for guidance in case of oircum- 
stances precisely like those which arose when 
the Hawaiian monarchy fellin January last. It 
was the language of this dispatch which Capt. 
Wiltse of the Boston had for his instruction. 

“ That country now has the best Government 
it has ever had, administered by men of intelli- 
gence, education, and character. and as thor- 
oughly Americanin sympathy and interest as 
we have at the head of any of our American 
States and Territories. That Government and 
those back of it—all the responsible and best 
citizens of the islands—ask for the annexation 
of Hawaiias a territory of the United States. 
This is desired because it is believed to be best 


for the native as well as the foreign-born popu- |, 


lation of the islands, 

“The Hawaiian monarchy has been eape- 
cially injurious to the weifare of the native 
Hawalians. The Government and those sup- 
porting it desire annexation because they juet- 
jy regard present Hawaiiinreality an Awerican 
colony; closely identified with American inter- 
ests, and governed by American ideas, American 
laws, and American judicial rules and decisions. 

‘Now this rich prize is freely offered us. I 
cannot think it possible that our people and our 
statesmen will refuse to accept it. To spurn 
and reject thia important and thoroughly 
American colony, planted by some of the most 
devoted of America’s sons and daughters, fos- 
tered by American benevolence and sympathy, 
aided vy $1,500,000 of private contributions, 
encouraged for more thun filty years by the 
American Government—to abandon them now 
at this critical period of their bistory would be 
cowardice and inhumanity that I believe no 
self-respecting Christian nation would be guilty 
of, the least of all the great American Nation, 
whose vast opportunities in the North Pacific it 
would be a great want of wisdom and patriot- 
ism to ignore.’’

WKINLEYS WEAK POINTS 


WHY HE HAS BEEN A FAILURE 
AS GOVERNOR OF OHIO. 





Wot a Good Politician and a Poor Judge 
of Men—Several of His Appointments 
Have Brought Reproach on His Ad- 
ministration—His Alliance with Senator 


Sherman Has Antagonized a Large 


Faction of the Republicans—A Thorny 
Road Before Him. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 29.—While Gov. Mo- 
Kinley is preparing fora round of speechmak- 
ing at farmers’ picnics, country fairs, and simi- 
lar social gatherings prior to the opening of the 
Democratic campaign, his appointees in the 
various State institutions are making capital 
against him by the manner in which their duties 
are administered. Itis notorious that Mr. Mo- 
Kinley has failed signally in the principal duty 
devolving upon the Governor of Ohio, that of 
choosing capable men to conduct the charities 
and correctional institutions of the State. His 
head has been in tho clouds part of the time 
with a Presidential bee buzzing about it, and he 
has also been hampered seriously by the prom- 
ises made in the interests of Sherman's Sena- 
torial candidacy. 

The patronage mongering that is inseparable 
from the Gubernatorial office has been distaste- 
ful to him, and he has astonished many of his 
political associates by his failure to grasp the 
political bearings of an appointment. As one 
of the prominent Republican workers in the 
southwestern part of the State said to THE 
NeEw-YORK TiMEs’s correspondent recently 
while in the city: 

“Gov. McKinley is not a quick, shrewd ob- 
server. He fails to seize the obvious points of 
attack on the moment, as Foraker is so certain 
to do, and thua continually loses important ad- 
vantages. At the Ada debate two years ago, 
for example, he was too dull to perceive half a 
dozen chances that ex-Gov. Campbell gaye him, 
which might have been used with great effect 
upon thecrowd. The next dayin a different 
county, after he had slept on them or been 
coached, he took them up and answered them.’’ 

This illustrates the character of Gov. Mce- 
Kinley very well. Ho lacks facility and quick- 
ness in dealing with men. Strong in some 
points, he is nevertheless extremely weak in all 
that makes the ready politician and begets 
spontaneous enthusiasm. His followers re- 
spect McKinley; they rarely become enthusi- 
astio over him. 

All this helps to an understanding of his 
failure as Governor of Ohio. Shermanjwas en- 
tirely too longheaded and shrewd for McKinley, 
and the Governor made a serious mistake when 
he used his patronage to promote Sherman’s 
Senatorial candidacy. It was not good politics 
for McKinley. Not only were Foraker and bis 


friends angered by it, but the average character 
of the appointees was lowered. ‘Ihe Governor 
took men on the word of others and was 
**bunkoed” by so doing. 

The gravest malfeasance in office that has 
yet been made public is the case of McDonald, 
the Shop and Factory Inspector, who was sum- 
marily dismiesed by McKinley after a Kepub- 
lican examining board had found that he had 
falsified voucbers and drawn $4,600 illegally. 
He returned that amount of money to the State 
Treasury and expects to escape prosecution. 
He is still Secretary of the Ohio Republican 
League, as well as President of a Republican 
tin plate company in Columbus. MuDonald, 
however, was a Foraker devotee, a hold-over 
through Campbell’s administration. He ad- 
mitted, while under investigation, that part of 
the money illegally taken was used to intiluence 
legislation—in other words, that he was a briber 
as Well as a falsitier of accounts. 

From Dayton comes serious stories reflecting 
upon the management of the asylum for the in- 
sane there. Recently George Smith, an inmate, 
died mysteriously and was nhaatily buried. 
Strange stories soon began to float around, and 
an inquiry by the Coroner at the request of 
friends developed the fact that Smith had died 
from ill treatment. Several ribs were broken, 
and he had evidently been brutally beaten and 
kieked. The attendants, of course, placed the 
fault upon some of the other patients. Now 
rumors of another homicide are rife. Michael 
Knecht, who was reported to have died of pneu- 
monia and was buried in the asylum grounds 
about-three weeks ago, is said to have died from 
broken ribs and other injuries. His attendant 
was discharged by Superintendent Romspert, 
who is now dangerously ill and unable to 
testify. An investigation will probably be 
made, however. 

Atthe Columbus Asylum complaints are made 
by people in the vicinity of the manner in 
which inmates are allowed liberties about the 
grounds, when from the nature of their mal- 
adies some of them are certain to make disgust - 
ing exhibitions of themselves. 

The penitentiary has also been remarkable 
for its sensations under the McKinley régime. 
The latest was the blinding of Murderer Elliott 
by having vitriol thrown in hia face by another 
prisoner, who had plotted to escape and had 
been reported by Elliott. How he came by the 
vitriol is not clear. Several escapes have been 
made, and many unpleasant reports have come 
from the institution from time to time. 

The Boys’ Reformatory has been managed in 
@ peculiar way in certain respects, as has al- 
ready been noted in these dispatches. Rumors 
have assailed the oftice of the Labor Statistician, 
whose bills for postage have been phenomenally 
large, and the peculiar record of Railroad Com- 
missioner William Habn while a member of the 
Board of Public Works is well known. MoKin- 
ley knew when he appointed Hahn that some of 
the grants of canal lands made to railroads 
while Hahn was in the board were peculiar, as 
was shown by at least one legislative in vestiga- 
tion last Winter, yet he appointed him to an 
otfice with many available “perquisites,” ve- 
cause Hahn wasa Sherman bieutenant out of 
a job, and had also been the manager of the Mo- 
Kinley campaign two years ago. 

‘These are some of the reasons why McKinley’s 
pathway to re-election will be thorny. A Gov- 
ernorof Olio needs to be, above all other things, 
a good executive officer and a shrewd judge of 
men. This, McKinley has not proved himself 
to be, and the people of Ohio are-hardly likely 
to give him another chance at it. Incidentally. 
his record also shows in what respects he would 
be a monumental failure in the White House, to 
which he aspires, and where every fond bene- 
ficiary of protection hopes to see him. 





Another Week for Frank Ellison. 

Frank Ellison, who assaulted W. H. Hen- 
riques, the broker, a few weeks ago, is still a 
prisoner in Jefferson Market. When his case 
was called before Justice Voorhis yesterday 
morning he was attired faultlessly in a suit of 
blue serge, new russet shoes, and a sbirt im- 
maculate in its whiteness.

papers in the case and tried to hand it to 
Kllison’s counsel. Ellison, however, snatched 
it and read its contents, after which he handed 
it to Lawyer Brooke. The letter was from Dr.

PERTH AMBOY’S NEW WATER WORKS 


The City by the Raritan Celebrates an Iin- 
portant Event in Its History. 


PERTH AMBOY, N. J., June 29.—Perth Amboy 
fairly outdid itself to-day. The citizens turned 
out en masse, and enjoyed a holiday similar to 
those they take on oirous days. Even tardy citi- 
zens were up early decorating and trimming 
their homes. All of the} principal stores were 
hidden behind bunting and flags. It was all in 
“commemoration of pure and wholesome 
water, June 29, 1893.” 

Bronze medals had been struck off for sale 
to commemorato the advent of pure and 
wholesome water. They bore the names of the 
city officials: Mayor Edward R. Pierce; Alder- 
meu Conrad F. Hull, President; James M. 
Chapman, Andrew J. Chase, O. W. Peterson, 
J. W. Poulson, 8. R. Farrington, James E. 
Toomey, Christian Lund, and James White, and 
Committeemen James Nolan, Harry Conard, 
and Patrick Toolin. 

The streets were packed with people who 
came to celebrate, as Mayor Pierce said, ‘‘ the 
biggest day Perth Amboy has ever seen.” 
There were 30U invited guests present from 
Lynn, Boston, Manchester, Bridgeport, Concord, 
New-London, New-York, Newark, New-Bruns- 
wick, Kahway, and Elizabeth, Among these 
were ex-Senator Kufus Blodgett, Senator Smith, 
the Hon. Miles Ross, the Hon. J. A. Geissen- 
hainer, the Hon. John Kean, Jr., the Hon. 
George Brown, Dr. Hunt, President of the State 
Board of Health; Mayor and Aldermen of New- 
Brunswick, the Hon. Cortlandt Parker, Mayor 
and Common Counoil of Rahway, and James 8. 
Wight. 

At 10:30 o’clock the city officials and invited 
guests boarded a special train of five cara at the 
Central station for the pumping station at Ten- 
nant’s Brook, seven miles from the city across 
Raritan Bay. There aninspection of the station 
was made and the plant tormally turned over 
to the city officials. 

The works were six months in building, ata 
cost of $125,000. J. L. Loritz was the builder. 
‘The engine room is 36 by 36 feet and the boiler 
room 36 by 47 feet. The standpipe or reservoir 
is three miles from the station at an elevation 
of 200 feet. The engines are compound ex- 
pansion. The indicated horse power is 200 
pounds to the square inch. The water is run 
on 60-pound pressure. The engines are capa- 
bler of turning out 3,000,000 gallons in twenty- 
tour hours. Besides there is an auxiliary 
engine, which on a pinch can force 100,000 
gallons through the pipes in a like time. 

The works are fed by thirteen streams, which 
cover ninety acres of ground. There are eight 
miles of pipes in South Amboy and seventeen 
in this city. It is said the works are second to 
none of their kind in the United States. When 
started they worked without a hitoh of any 
kind, which is considered wouderful for new 
machinery. 

Aftera light lunch the guests returned to 
town und were driven to the Music Hall, where 
the capac Was treated to an eloquent address 
by the orator of the day,the Hop. Cortlandt 
Parker. Mr. Parker's address was on the pres- 
ent and future of Perth Amboy, and com- 
prised history, reminiscence, anecdote, and ad- 
vice in appropriate proportions. 

At the conclusion of the address a banquet 
Was served atthe City Hall. No set speeches 
were delivered, but many of the quests were 
called upon and responded. They all congrat- 
ulated the city on being so fully equipped to 
tight fire and enjoy ‘“‘pure and wholesome 
water,” somothing Perth Amboy had never en- 
joyed before. 

After the wants of the inner man had been 
satisfied the guests took carriages and the mon- 
ster parade was formed. After making a tour 
of the prinoipal strests an exhibition of the 
pressure in the new water mains was given on 
Smith Street vy the Fire Departmont of the city. 
With a pressure of 60 pounds to the square 
inch, an inch stream of water was easily thrown 
150 feet. 

When the stream reached the height of 100 
feet there was a prolonged cheer from the 
thousands who witnessed the to them novel 
sight. Mr. Loretz told a reporter for THE NrEw- 
YorK TIMES that if necessary a stream 250 
feet high could be thrown for twenty-four con- 
secutive hours. The reserve supply in the 
pond is estimated at several billion gallons. 

That the whole town ia delighted with this 
necessary provision for their safety was mani- 
tested on all sides. They ‘* don’t see how Perth 
Amboy did so long withoutit.” While built at 
a large expense to the city, it is claimed that 
the water works will pay for itself several times 
over in case of fire and as a preventive of 
sickness. 

sSherilf Aiken of Middlesex County yesterday 
sold under foreclosure proceedings the old 
Perth Amboy water works. The complainant 
was the Union Trust Company of New-York. 
The plant was purohased by W. E. Spiger of 
New-York, trustee, for $35,000. The property 
was sold at private sale several weeks ago for 
$45,000, but some of the stockholders refused 
to assent to the sale, thinking it should bring 
more. Foreclosure proceedings were then 
begun by the Union Trust Company as trustee 
for the bondholders. The amount of the decree 
and costs was $72,000. ,

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 29.—The first Inter- 
national Epworth Jeague Conference began 
here to-day, and will continue during the next 
three days. By to-night it is expected that 
5,000 delegates will be present. Before the con- 
ference is over it is thought that the number 
will be doubled. All day a constant stream 
poured into the city. Pretty girls with white 
yachting caps and badges welcomed the visitors 
upon their arrival, gave them registration cards, 
and directed them to headquarters at the Hol- 
landen. Members of the Reception Committee 
were in attendance at all the stations. 

Mr. Wilson M. Day of this oity called the con- 
ference to order at 2 o'clock. and in a few words 
of hearty greeting welcomed the visitors to the 
city in which the Epworth League was founded.

BUCOIERI’S ORIME EXPIATED. 


Without He Murdered the 
Nun Who Was Feeding Him. 








Provocation 


READING, Penn., June 29.—Pietro Bucoleri, 
the murderer of Sister Hildaberta, was hanged 
here to-day. The drop fell at 11:00 and at11:26 
he was pronounced dead. Over 750 people 
were present. 

Father Isorelli of Philadelphia and Father 
Janauskikiewicz and Father Cleary of this oity 
visited the jail early and administered the last 
sacrament, which was received very devoutly. 
During the morning Buccierl wrote a long let- 
ter to his mother, whieh he directed to be 
mailed to her in Italy. 

Buccicri was born in St. Peter’s, Italy, thirty- 
seven years ago, came to America thirteen 
years ago, and in 1890 drifted to Reading, where 
he carried on shoemaking and often attended 
to the business correspondence of his country- 
men. In Febrbary, 1392, he was admitted to 
St. Josepbh’s Hospital, suffering with a burned 
arm received by the explosion of alamp iu iis 
shop. On June 23 the sisters served the 
hospital patients with milk, and when Sister 
Hildaberta handed him his he jumped out 
of his bed, pursued her with an open knife 
through the corridor into the kitchen, and 
plunged the dirk into her. She died the nexi 


day. 

His motive for killing the innocent sister has 
never been divulged. The Supreme Coart, Gov. 
Pattison, and the Board of Pardons all refused 
to interfere. During his incarceration he was 
stolid and indifferent. His wife and son, mother, 
and sister live in Italy, and have been informed 
of his fate.

QBJECTING TO THE GAS MAIN 


RESIDENTS OF EAST SEVENTY: 
FIRST STREET OOMPLAIN. 





They Criticise the Manner in Which the 
Street Has Been Ripped Up and the 
Material Deposited on the Sidewalk— 
Some Apprehend Danger from Leakage 
in the Big Leaders—No Uneasiness Feit 
by Officials of the Department of Pub- 
lic Werks—A Legislative Franchise. 


“East Seventy-first Street, between Third 
and Park Avenues, looks as if fortifications had 
been thrown up hastily there to bar the advance 
ofanenemy from the north,” said Dr. Robert 
8. Morris of 146 East Seventy-tirst Street yes- 
terday. ‘On the south side of the streetisa 
deep and wide ditch, above which frowns a tive 
foot wall of paving stones and earth covering 
about four-fifths of the sidewalk. Massive 
boulders are strewn promisouously around, and 
the residents are disposed to be profane as well 
as angry. 

“I think it isan outrage. Not only is there 
no chance for anybody on this side of the street 
to get regular deliveries of coal, wood, or ice, 
but they have enoroached on the sidewalk so 
that two persons cannot pass until one jumps 
on a stoop. The trench is dug by the East River 
Gas Company, whose plant is at Ravenswood, 
L. L, toaccommodate its mainsorleaders. Thes¢ ~ 
are three feet in diameter, and are to connect 
with the tunnel now being dug under the East 
River. 

“When the exoavations began a couple of 
weeks ago, the odor of gas which had saturated 
the soil was so strong and nauseating that 
many families instantly packed up and hast«ueu 
away to thecountry. Why the company does 
not push the work isamystery. During the 
last couple of days not a stroke of work has 
been done on these blooks, the gangs of men 
having been taken east of Third Avenue to ex- 
tend the excavation instead of laying the pipes 

ere. I do not believe that any private corpora- 
tion has the legal right to seize and occupy the 
sidewalk as has been done in this case. 

*“* However,” continued Dr. Morris, “‘ annoy- 
ing as the present inconvenience is, it is the 
future danger that I dread as the most serious 
feature. Ifan ordinary four-inch pipe leaks 
gas enough to blow the heavy iron covers of 
manholes high into the air, I cannot see how- 
they are going to make the joints of these thir 
ty-six-inch leaders so tight as to prevent the es- 
cape of gas. They say they are going below 
the frost line, but thatisa a gratuitous assert.on. 
The pipes are laid at varying depths, as you may 
see beyond Lexington Avenue, and I cannot 
comprehend how they can dig deeply in Park 
Avenue with its triple tunnel, sewers, water 
mains, and existing gas pipes. 

“ Undoubtedly the new asphalt pavement in 
Seventy-tirst Street will give the protection of 
a blanket, but if leakage then occurs, the nox: 
ious gas will be forced into our cellars. From 4 
sanitary standpoint I am unalterably opposed 
to this formidable addition to the many pipet 
already running through East Seventy-tirst 
Street. I think the Board of Health should 
anticipate the menace to life and property, for 
contraction and expansion will inevitably 
loosen the joints.” 

“TI deplore this incessant tearing up of the 
streets,” said the Rev. Kaufmann Kohler, 
pastor ofthe Temple Beth-El at Fifth Avenue 
and Seventy-sixth Street, who dwells at 115 
East Seventy-firat Street; “ but if the authori- 
ties decide that it is necessary, what is to be 
said? When the trench was first opened, the ex: 
halations were very offensive and nauseating 
indeed. My familyis going into the country 
soon, and when we get back I hope the work 
will be completed.” 

“T was just about to write a compiaint to the 
City Improvement Society,”’ said Lawyer Ever- 
ett P. Wheeler, who resides at the corner of 
Park Avenue and Seventy-tirst Street. “I do 
not apprehend any danger from the new mains, 
tor improved methods of packing and soldering 
the joints have been enfurced ever since Mr. 
Gilroy became Commissioner of Public Works. 
He was a most efficient public officer, and the 

recedents he laid down are closely adhered to 
e his succeasgor. What I complain of is that 
the.trench ig not filled in and the pavement re- 
placad where the pipes have been laid. Ireend 
exouse for delay there. a 

“I tried to. impress. upon the Legislature, 
Mr. Wheeler. continued, -**that we can never 
haves satisfactory system. in this city until 
we adopt the Paris model of big tunnels for our 
principal thoroughfares. .They would not only 
serve as sewers, but would afferd conveniens 
accommodation for gas and water mains, com- 
pressed air pipes, electric wires, ce. A big op- 
portunity was missedin not trying the experi- 
mentin Broadway when it was torn up for the 
cable ducts. Anyhow, while it is preferable 
that illuminating gas should be manufactured 
outside the oity fimits, I do not think that sixty 
or seventy miles of new pipe were either neces- 
sary or desirable. The Legislature granted the 
franchige, as it performed many other remarka- 
ble feats.”” 

“The East River Gas Company obtained its 
franchise from the State*Legislature, not from 
the local authorities,” said Deputy Commie- 
sioner of Public Works Holahan. ‘‘ Our depart- 
ment had no option beyond seeing that the 
mains are 80 Jaid as not to damage or interfere 
with Croton water or other pipes. Chief En- 
gineer Birdsall’s bureau looks after that. 

“IT don’t foresee any danger from leakage. 
Joints have been much more securely packed 
and sealed ever since Mayor Gilroy was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Public Works. Even 
with all the old pipes that are down, we receive 
very few complaints nowadays about leakage. 
When the Commissioner decided to repave East 
Seventy-first Street, he notified the East River 
Gas Company to go ahead with its pipe-laying 
so that the new pavement would not Rave ta 
be ripped up in a short timeagain. That is why 
the leaders are being laia down in advance of 
the completion of the tunnel under the East 
River. 

In its own interest the gas company is put- 
ting down the best sort of mains in the best 
possible manner. The tearing up of a street 
costs & corporation at least $4 per square yard, 
and that is an expense to be avoided. 

“I can sympathize with the householders 
who are inconvenienced in Seventy-first Street, 
for I am in the same plight myself, bus the ma- 
terial excavated must be piled up somewhere. 
You can’t expect the contractor to cart it ail 
away and bring it back again.” 

“Why not pileit inthe middle of the street, 
instead of on the sidewalk?”’ 

“That would be going from bad to worse. 
Then you would be closing the whole street and 
doubling the annoyance. Better keep half of it 
open, so that wagons May pass through and 
serve their ,customers on the south side, even if 
the-goods have to be carried from the corner of 
the block. It is often difficult to keep these 
corporations in check, but the department in- 
spectors usually require them to do what is bess 
under the circumstances.” 

Chief Birdsall’s Assistant Engineer said: 
‘They should not have encroached so mach on 
the sidewalk. Our permit gave them no such 
right, although it made no express stipulation 
lation about the matter.”

SHARP BALLY IN STOOKS AFTER 


AN EARLY DEOLINE. 


Aciion by Leading Banks Puts a Stop to 
Extremely High Money Rates — Large 
Increase in the Issue of Clearing House 
Certificates—Another Bad Day for Sil- 
ver—Over 6 Cents an Ounce Lower— 
Shipments of Money to San Francisco 
“and New-Orleans, 


New-Yore : 
THurRspDay, June 29—P. M. 


Tight money caused a big drop in stocks 
this morning, which lasted until half a 
dozen of the strongest banks in the city 
came to the rescue and produced the need- 
edamountof funds. Thereupon the money 
rate dropped to 6 per cent. and stocks ad- 


vanced sharply. The market was at its 
strongest in the last hour, and the close left 
prices, as a rule, nearly at the level of the 
night before. In a few specialties there 
were marked advances, in some others de- 
clines, but the bulk of the list showed only 
fractional changes for the day. 

Early in the day money loaned at one- 
eighth of 1 per cent. commission plus inter- 
est at 6 per cent. per annum, or at the rate 
of about 51 per cent. per annum. Even at 
guch figures the demand was greater than 
the supply, and the rate was run up to 
three-sixteenths of 1 per cent. commission 
plus interest, or about a 73 per cent. rate. 
The stock market showed the result of 
such conditions in a decline which was 
pretty general all along the list. It was 
then that the banks took their action to 
relieve the situation, and announcement 
was made that half a dozen leading finan- 
cialinstitutions had agreed to take out 
Clearing-House certificates, not because 
they themselves were in need of them, but 
in order to help the money market. Offers 
of several millions led to a prompt drop- 
ping of the money rate to 6 percent. With 
the improved conditions brought about by 
the timely action of the banks, stocks took 





@n ipward turn, which Was ae dhary as the 
earl } decline had been. 

Some of the weak spots in Wednesday’s 
market disappeared. Western Union closed 
8g up for the day, Union Pacific %, and 
Lead % Genera! Electric gained 11, points 
and both the issues of Tobacco were strong, 
the common advancing 318 and the pre- 
ferred 4 points on the news of the declara- 
tion of quarterly dividends. A fractional 
gain in Missouri Pacific was on ramors that 
Alton interests had an eye on the property. 
Among the weak stocks were the Denver 
and Rio Grande issues, the preferred losing 
214 points, and the St. Paul and Omaha 
preferred, which was off 319 points. Long 
Island showed a loss of 6 points on a sale 
of a hundred-shaze lot, but there had been 
no other transactions in it for some time. 

Silver had another bad day, although its 
decline did not attract so much attention 
as did the flurry in money. Bullion certifi- 
cates continued their downward way on 
the Exchange. ‘The first sale of a lot 
representing 10,000 ounces was 65. Then 
came another sale at 64, and after that the 
decline went on to 631g and 62. A rally 
carried the price to 64, but then it declined 
again to 621g. After noon a lot represent- 
ing 30,000 ounces brought 65, buat 
weakness developed again in the last 
hour, and the price was carried 
down to 63. The last sale at that 
figure covered 40,000 ounces. Total sales 
of certificates for the day represented 236,- 
000 ounees, The commercial price for bar 
silver was downto 62c an ounce at the 
close. Silver mining stocks continued 
weak, and on the Stock Exchange an odd 
lot of Ontario Silver Mining shares sold at 
7. The closing price on Wednesday was 
10. 

Through the Sub-Treasury $150,000 was 
transferred by telegraph to San Francisco. 
Exchanges of small bills for large ones 
reached $500,000, about half of which was 
shipped out of town. About $200,000 was 
sent to New-Orleans. Interest payments 
in Government bonds were $549,000. The 
Loan Committee of the Clearing House put 
out $4,975,000 in certificates aud received 
applications for $3,500,000 more, which 
will be issued to-morrow. The amount 
outstanding yesterday was $7,030,000, so 
that by to-morrow night the issue will 
probably exceed $15,500,000.

Lonbon, June 29,—Farther liquidation 
in silver securities took place to-day, and 
serious declines were recorded, owing not 
so much to the quantity of stocks offered 
as tothe lack of buying demand. Prices 
steadied when the bank return, showing 
over £20,000,000 reserve, was published, 
and the final prices were firm at an im- 
provement. 

The fall was assisted by the rise of the 
Argentine gold premium, to 243, and 
rumors of a bank failure in Paris, which 
turned out to be the Comptoir Lyon Alle- 
mand, under which name a firm of bullion 
brokers were doing business. 

Home railroads were strong, but in for- 
eign bonds the declines extended to 5 in 
Mexicans, 21 in Greeks, 215 in Argentines, 
and 11g in other South American Govern- 
ments.

FRENOH SHORE QUESTION ‘AGAIN. 


French and English Men-of-War Ordered 
to Newfoundland. 














Orrawa, Ontario, June 29.—The exasperating 
French shore question has cropped up again in 
an unpleasant form in Newfoundland. French 
lobster packers have lately been importing eup- 
plies per British steamer Harlaw from Canada 
and the United States both at Bonne Bay and 
8t. George’s Bay. 

On such goods they refuse to pay duties, al- 
leging that under the treaties they have the 
privilege of importing all supplies for their fish- 
eries free. In St. George’s they have ovened a 
store, where they dispose of goods to all comers, 
underselling the looal traders, who have to pay 
heavy duties. 

So long as thes brought their own goods from 
France in French fishing vessels for their own 
use and did not trade in them the question as to 
their liability to duty was not raised, but the 
new phase of the matter attracted attention 
and the Newfoundland Custom House officials 
both at Bonne Bay and St. George’s seized goods 
for non-payment of duties. 

A French war ship engaged in looking after 
the French fisheries has been ordered to the 
spoteand so have the British ships Cleopatra 
and Buzzard, and the question will be investi- 
gated under their guns.

OHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


There Was a Big Slump in Wheat and 
Corn and Oats Were Weak. 





CHICAGO, June 29.—Wheat and silver to-day went 
down into the depths together. While silver was 
selling in New-York at 62, the lowest figure ever 
touched for the white metal, wheat was being offered 
here at 62%3c a bushel for July, a price far below all 
previous slnmps. Wheat was treated like an un- 
favored orphan. No one seemed to wish to take 
care of it, and it got turned over from hand to hand 
until a 37 # cent. rate of interest was offered as an 
inducement te hold it for two months. 

The chief immediate cause of the demoralization 
Was the surprising announcement made in Beer- 
bohm’s cablegram that India had produced in five 
sections of the country 66,000,000 bushels more 
wheat this year tnan in 1892. All previous reports 
from that country had led toa belief that the Indias 
crop was a shortone. It remains to be seen whether 
the other districts of that country have not failed in 
production to as much or agreater extent than the 
increase in the five sections mentioned by Beer- 


bohm. Liverpool was queted cheaper to effect sales 
bat the London contingent market was quoted 
firm er with a Continental demand at 3d advance for 
Chilean and Wallawaila white wheats. 

The opening price for July was 63,0, or exactly lo 
% bushel lower than it closed yesterday. Septem- 
ber started at 6940, which showed a decline since 
the previous afternoon of %o0. In the course of half 
an hour, July made another dive to 6240, and 
September to 68440, leaving a gap of 6c between the 
two deliveries, an altogether previously unheard of 
carrying charge, and breaking all records of lew 
prices forcash wheat. The panio in silver was, of 
course, the leading source of weakness, but aside 
from this and the news regarding India’s wheat 
there were other adverse iafinenoes. Contributing 
to the break was the news of helpful rains in the 
American Northwest. The decline was further aided 
by speculative “longs,” who were forced to sell their 
July wheat owing to the proximity of the month. 

Pardridge and other big shorts bought heavily at 
the bottom and stopped the decline. Reports of 
some recovery in silver and the clearance of 800,000 
bushels of wheat in kernel and flour helped to steady 
the market. According to one authority the widen- 
ing of the difference between the July and Septem- 
ber options is due to the fact that experienced oar- 
riers are running away from 5,000,000 bushela of 
wheat that slipped intothe contract grade by the 
skin of its teeth and that the straddling scalpers 
have got caught in the open without a shelter. he 
market at the opening for July was %@le lower, 
and for September 4@%0 lower than yesterday’s 
closing, ruled weaker, and prices further declined 
lc for July and %c for September, then rallied 
Slightly, July advancing %« and September 0, 
again eased off, and tne closing was easy, y@ad 
from bottom. Trading throughout the day, pul par- 
ticularly while the big decline was in progress, was 
marked by considerable nervousness and excite- 
ment, and transaciious at times were on a decidedly 
heavy scale. 

Corn was weak, the action of corn and wheat and 
continued favorable reports and liberal receipts all 
having that tendency. A good deal of changing was 
indulged in, selling July and buying the September, 
the difference at the opening being about 10, 
later widening to Zo. Firat trades were 14@%0 loss, 
and, upon free offerings, worked down \c more. At 
the deoline a fair rally took place, and the market 
held steady, showing an advance of 90, but July 
weakened and at the close had lost 4@%30, while 
September was steady and unchanged. 

Oats declined 440 for near futures. The drop was 

due to the increased offerings and in sympathy with 
wheatand corn, There was a good deal of selling of 
July and buying of September that made the former 
weak, but held the latter sirong, and it closed at 94 
over yesterday. 
_ The feature of the speculative market for provis- 
ions was the widening out of the carrying charges 
for lard, from July to September, to 80c early. At 
the close they were 70@72%c. It is said that 
some of those who have bought for Juiy cannot 
find the money to enable them to fulfill ail 
their contracts, the banks having deolined 
to make advances on the basis of the 
present price for the product, so that buyers are, 
tiguratively speaking, in a cleft stick—they must 
either pay the premium demanded or taxe the stuff, 
They evidently prefer the lesser of the two horns of 
the dilemma. The differences in pork and ribs also 
spread, but not to 60 great a comparative extent. 
The volume of trading was very \ight, both in iard 
and ribs, in response tothe break in wheat. Com: 
pared with last night pork is unchanged and lard 
and riba about 7490 lower. ;

They have been for months denuding their 
bed chambers of toilet sets, hair brushes, ocurl- 
ing irons, cakes of soap,.and bric-A-brac, and 
depleting theirsupply of boots and shoes in a 
Vain effort tosilence the serenading bands of 
felines that have made the nights long seasons 
of hideous unrest. 

A New-York woman is prepared to be their 
savior—the people’s, not the cats’. All she 
wants is co-operation.fgAnd she is likely to get 
it, thanks to Mrs. Talmage, wife of the Rev. T. 
De Witt Talmage, D. D. 

Mrs. G. G. Devidé, President of the Midnight 
Band of Mercy, which has its headquarters at 
212 West Thirty-second Street, this city, is the 
volunteer, willing and ready to help the Brook- 
lynites woo sweet slumber back. It will be a 
case of “ first catch your cat,” but once caught 
the animal, if treated as Mrs. Devide Intends, 
will never yow!l again. 

Mrs. Devidé’s quietus for hilarious foline rev- 
Blera ig chloroform understandingly adminis- 
tered, and to Mrs. Tahmage she has confided ber 
idea. 

Said Mrs. Talmage to Mrs. Devidé recently: 

“Oh, dear! I don’t know what todo. Those 
cate are simply awful. They rend the air with 
their terrible discords; they make sleep impor 
sible and lifea burden. WhatsehallI dof You 
are interested in cats. Advise me!” 

And Mrs. Devidé, who has spent fifteen years 
actively engaged in endingjthe miseries of un- 
appreciated caterwaulers by humane methods, 
thus advised: 

‘Get a doctor. Organize yourselves into a 
Band of Mercy. Let the doctor instract you in 
the use cf chloroform. Pursue and capture these 
bowling midnight dervishes of the animal king- 
dom and put them gently to sleep.” 

So now all that remains for the poor perse- 
cuted onesis to arise, organize, act. This ad- 
vice is not intended solely for Brooklynites. 

The Midnight Band of Meroy of this city has 
been at work for about four years and has in 
that time disposed of 8,000 cats. One of its 
most active workers is Mrs. Sarah Edwards, 
whv was on Wednesday arraigned in Jefferson 
Market Police Court for violating the health 
ordinances by throwing a chiloroformed cat 
into the street in front of Butcher Kauifman’s 
Btore, 246 Seventh Avenue. 

This butcher objected to having a suggestion 
of sausages outeide hie door. He complained 
of Mrs. kdwards, and she was arrested. 

A reporter for THz NeW-YorK Times called 
yesterday at the headquarters of the Midnight 
Band of Meroy and asked Mrs. Devidé what 
she thought of the arrest. 

“ It’s ashame, an unwarranted shame!” she 
exclaimed indignantly. ** The officer whomade 
that arrest doesn’t know the health ordinances. 
I’m going to let him know what his business is 
if 1 can find him. If 1 can’t I will go to his 
Captain andj teach him what instructions he 
oughtto give to his men. 

“ Mrs. Edwards had a perfect right to throw 
that cat there, and the policeman's business 
was to see to its removal after being told of it. 

“President Wilson of the Board of Health 
told me thatlong ago. This was the only solu- 
tion of the trouble. Wehave been doing this 
undisturbed for four years. 

“Why, there was a time when we used to 
put the dead cats in the best parts of Fifth Ave- 
nae because we knew they would be taken 
away from there quickly.” 

“We wanttorid the people, especially the 
poor people, of the oat pest,” continued Mrs, 
Devide. “We want to deplete the sufferings of 
the people as well as of tae poor cats. 

“Why, don’t you know that these half-starved 
felines climb upon fire escapes, get into houses, 
and rob the poor people of their chops or steaks 
or other food? Well, they do. 

‘Then, when they are discovered, pitchers, 
glasses, boots, lamps, knives and forks, and 
anything in reach is hurled atthem. Often 
they are maimed, but seldom killed. 

’ . De ser —— re pane drag themselves 
nto celiars and seclu laces, rhaps to di 
ey the a+ + of Gisenes. — ” . 

* We want to deatroy humanely these poor, 
half-starved, bruised, and maimed cats mat 
have no right tolive,and also those that, in 
mortal terror of tin cans, small boys, and all 
sorte of missiles by day, get out on fences and 
roofs at night and make the nocturnal hours 
hideous. 

“ There are far too many cats in existence, 
and everybody has abused them so much 
thut the race has greatly deteriorated. It is 
"ouch better that a good many should be put 
put of the way. 

“The best way would be to license cats just 
s6 dogs are licensed. Puta tax of 50 cents a 
year on cate, and chloroform all of them found 
binging without e license. 

“I bave been trying, oh, so hard, to get a cat 
pound, but it’s no use to talk cats to oity offi- 
vials. They prefer dog fights and horse races. 

* Why, do you know, I went to see Col. George 
B. MeOlellan, President of the Board of Alder- 
men, and tried to talk ont ordinances and a 
pound to him. But as soon as he heard the 
word ‘cat’ he had an engagement in Wall Street 
or at the race track. 

“T want you to say that Elpridge T. Gerry 
should get this cat pound forus. He has the 
powertodo so. He controls Bergh’s society 
and pays but little attention to the poor perse- 
outed cats. If Mr. Bergh was alive we would 
have had what we want long ago. 

“It’s an awful shame that we women, who 
give our time and money to help persecuted 
cats, can’t get & hearing and escape abuse. We 
don’t ask for money. We have two wealthy 
ladies with ue who bear almost our entire ex- 
penses. The rest of us contribute what we,can. 

“Dm so interested in this work that I give 
nearly all my time to it. I don’t and I won’t 
give a cent to poor children’s funds or open-air 
funds until this need persecuted cat business is 
remedied. Anditcan only be remedied when 
the race is thinned out by law. when cats are 
kept out of tenement houses, where they help 
to breed disease, and when only the best repre- 
sentatives of the race are allowed to live under 
a epenee system.” 

hen asked whether sne kept many cats in 
the house, Mrs. Devidé opened the Sor ofa 
room in which were half a dozen cate in various 
stages of transition from life to death. 

Some bore the traces of extra good midnight 
markemanship in the shape of contusea wounds 
on the head, while others used only a part of 
their walking apparatus. They all wore sub- 
es piteous expressions. To-day they are no

MADE SUSPICIOUS BY MORTGAGES. 


Mrs. Pollock’s Counsel Trying to Get the 
Stay of Judgment Set Aside. 


Monday morning the suit of Mrs. Ellen Pol- 
lock against her father-in-law, Alexander Pol- 
lock, will come up in court again in a now form. 

Mrs. Pollock got a verdict Tuesday against 
her father-in-law for $37,500 for the alienation 
of her husband’s affections. With the usual al- 
lowance of 5 per cent. and costs of court, the 
judgment amounted to $39,155.93. On behalf 
of the defendant a thirty days’ stay of execu- 
tion was granted by the court. as is customary, 
in order that the necessary steps for appeal 
might be taken. 

Seymour & Hopkins, acting for Mra. P ollock, 
yesterday went before Judge Bischoff of the 
Court of Common Pleas with a motion to have 
the thirty days’ stay set aside. They obtained 
an order to show cause why such action should 
not be taken, amd Monday argument will be 
heard on the question. 

It ia said that the filing of two mortgages 
by Alexander Pollock on property in this city 
and Nyack has made the attorneys for Mrs. 
Pollock suspicious that he is trying to evade 
payment of the judzment if itis confirmed by 
the appellate courts. 





Small Fire Costs Fourteen Horses. 


Bix horses were burned to death early yester- 
day morning in the sthble of George H. Cornish 
at 1,230 Firat Avenus, and eight other horses 
were so badly burned that they had to be killed. 
The horses’ stalls were in the cellar. 

When the fire was discovered at 12:20A. M. 
the cellar was fullof fire and smoke. Several 
people rushed into the place and out the hal- 
ters of eightof the fourteen horses, but the 


smoke was s0 dense that the rescuers were 
compelled to abandon the other horses. 

The fire was extinguished before it could 
reach the ground floor. The loss on stock was 
about $2,500, andthe damage to the building 
was $500. The insurance was $7,450. It is 
supposed the fire was due to carelessness in 
the use of matches by one of the stablemen who 
was in the feed room at midnight. 





Application for a Receiver Refased. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—In the District Court 
to-day Judge Hagner dismissed the suit against 
the Fidelity Building Loan and Investment 
Company and refused to appoint the receiver 
prayed for. The opinion of the court was ren- 
dered as soon asthe arguments closed. Judge 


Hagner said the allegations against the com- 
pany bad not been proved and the charges of 
mismanagement had not been sustained by the 
proof submitted.
